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＋ HERE are two kinds of Writings which have 
come down from the Ancients to our times: 
they are uſually diſtinguiſhed by the names of Sacred 
and Profane. Various have been the opinions of men 
concerning them. Some have preferred the former, 
others the latter. The Editor has here brought the 
choiceſt parts of both into one view, that the Reader 
may judge for himſelf concerning their reſpective ex- 
cellencies. His own opinion is, that, ſtrictly and 
properly ſpeaking, they will not bear a Compariſon. 
There may be, indeed, an inferior kind of ſimilitude, 
which will admit of it; as the moon may be compared 
with the ſun, and a ſtar of the ſeventh magnitude with 
one of the firſt: but the Pagan writers ſeem ſo much 
inferior to the Jewiſh and Chriſtian, in a variety of 
important reſpects, as not to merit the honour of a 
Compariſon. He would, however, do good old 
Homer the juſtice to ſay, that he is really wonderful 
for fire and invention: and he acknowledges the fire 
and invention of an Homer, the ſublime flights 
of a Pindar and Horace, the corre& judgment of a 
Virgil, and the eloquent ſtrains of a Demoſthenes 
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and Cicero, in a certain qualified ſenſe, to be as much 
from God, the undoubted original of all real excel- 


lence, whether natural, moral, or religious, as the 


various diſtinguiſhing perfections of the divine writers 
are. And while we are doing juſtice to the latter, he 
can fee no reaſon why we ſhould unduly depreciate 
the former. The etherial fire, amidſt much droſs and 
corruption, breaks out upon many occaſions in the 
one, but ſhines with a conſtant, pure, and unclouded 
blaze in the other. In both, however, it is the Di- 
vine afflatus, exerted in different ways and degrees, 
and for different purpoſes. And though the greateſt 
beauties in the Pagan morals are mixed with conſider- 
able blemiſhes, and they have no ſyſtem ſo pure, but 
ſome taint cleaves to it ;F yet read theſe Authors 
whenever we will, we ſhall be always pleaſed with 
ſomething or other; and read them never ſo often, or 


with never ſo much experience and knowledge, we 


have ſomething to learn, and ſomething to know, we 
never learned or knew before. 


It is no romantic commendation of Homer to ac- 


knowledge, that no man underſtood perfons and 


things better than he; or had a deeper inſight into the 


humours and paſſions of human nature. He repre- 
ſents great things with ſuch ſublimity, and little ones 
with ſuch propriety, that he always makes the one ad- 
mirable, and the other pleaſant.“ 


To know this Poet in all his parts requires almoſt 


an infinite knowledge. Many have indeed endeavour- 
ed to imitate him, but no one as yet could ever equal 
him. He had all the gifts nature could give, and all 
the art that could be derived from the greateſt ex- 
8 and the deepeſt judgment. Whoever reads 

im with the moſt knowledge, will be the moſt pleaſed, 


and moſt improved, and whenever we read him, we

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{hall be recompenſed for all our pains ; for it is from 
this incomparable poet, the poets and orators of all 
ages, have borrowed their topics and ſtrength of elo- 
quence, and all their art and excellent beauties. 

Such is the opinion of theſe two learned men. And 
every candid Reader muſt allow, that the art and abi- 
lity of ſome others of the Pagan authors are very ex- 
traordinary. This more eſpecially appears when it is 
conſidered how infinitely ſtupid and abſurd the very 
beſt of them were in all matters which concern religion. 
This, in the language of the pious and excellent Mr. 
Hervey, gives us the moſt deplorable and horrid idea 
of the blindneſs of our fallen nature. The Heathens, 
even amidſt all the politeneſs of their taſte, and not- 
withſtanding their ſuperior advancement in the ſciences, 
were haters of the true God, and robbed him of his 
| honour: nay, what is unſpeakably worſe, they paid 
it to monſters ; monſters of lewdneſs and treachery, 
vice and immorality. Egregious, ſottiſh, almoſt in- 
credible ſtupidity ! to worthip thoſe Beings, which de- 
ſerved univerſal abhorrence! to deify thoſe characters, 
which could never be ſufficiently deteſted ! 

Various advantages, however, are to be derived, 
even to us Chriſtians, and as Chriſtians, from a care- 
ful peruſal of their Works. They are admirably cal- 
culated to improve our taſte and poliſh our ſtyle. 
But this is not all: they may ſerve as ſo many ſhades, 
to ſet off, with heightened luſtre, the beauty and glory 

of the Sacred Oracles. 

While I peruſe Plato's ornamented page, or liſten 
to Cicero's flowing periods,” continues the ſame amia- 
ble Author, I am ſomewhat like the perſon who amuſes 
himſelf in a gallery of painted flowers. He is pleaſed 
with the curious creation of the pencil ; but finds none 
of that delicious fragrance, none of thoſe breathing 
ſweets, which meet him in the garden, and regale his 
ſenſe from the blooming parterre.—So here are bril- 
liant ſentiments, and a florid dition; delicate touches 
of wit, and bold ſtrokes of deſcription: but no dis- 
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covery of Chriſt Jelus—no diſplays of his ineffable 
love no overtures of reconciliation with the bleſſed 
God. Nothing to yield us ſolid comfort in our pre- 
ſent ſtate, or any joyful expectations with I to 
the approaching eternity. 

Beſides, ſays he, when I converſe with theſe gele- 
brated geniuſes of antiquity, who were at once the 
moſt erroneous, and the moſt judicious; the moſt ju- 
dicious in their taſte of polite literature; the moſt er- 


roneous in their apprehenſions of inviſible things; 


they ſhew me, what they never intended, the inexpreſ- 
fible need of Revelation. They teach me to ſet a 
higher value on that ineſtimable gift. I bleſs the 


diſtinguiſhing goodneſs of Providence, which has caſt 


my lot, not at Athens, but in Emmanuel's land. I 
ſay, with wonder and gratitude—Why did not my 
exiſtence commence in thoſe zras of religious dotage ? 
Why was not my portion confined to thoſe regions of 
barbariſm and deluſion? Why am not I burning in- 


cenſe to idols; paying ſenſeleſs adoration to ſculptured 


ſtone; or worſhipping, with deteſtable ceremonies, a 
ſet of laſcivious, debauched, and ſcandalous deities ?— 
Surely, from every peruſal of theſe Pagan writings, at- 
tended with ſuch a reflection, we {hall ſee the utmoſt 
reaſon to magnify the tender mercies of our God, whereby 
the day-ſpring from on high hath viſited us, and brought 
us out of darkneſs into the marvellous light of the 
goſpel, 

Permit me, continues he, to mention another bene- 
fit, which may reſult from a correſpondence with thoſe 
maſterly writers.— The ſtreams may lead us to the in- 
exhauſtible fountain; lead us to admire the only wiſe 
God our Saviour, who has given ſuch a ſhining vein of 


ingenuity to his rational creatures. As I read their 


works, and am charmed with their beauties, I would 
frequently :reflet—If the eſſays of a finite mind, and 
the, compoſitions of a mortal pen, yield ſuch high ſa- 
tisfaction; what rapturous. what unknown delight muſt 
ariſe from an uninterrupted communion with infinite 

wiſdom ? 
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wiſdom? To ſtand—not at the feet of Homer, and 
attend the flights of his elevated imagination—not in 
the preſence of Socrates, and hear the dictates of his 
ſagacious ſoul but to ſtand in the courts of the Lord, 
and before the throne of the Lamb ; there to contem- 
plate, without any interpoſing veil, the counſels of his 
unerring Providence; to have the myſteries of his re- 
deeming love laid fully open to our view; and receive 
the brighteſt manifeſtation of all his amiable, his adora- 
ble, his unſpeakable attributes! 

But beſides theſe advantages to be derived from a 

knowledge of the Claſſics, it may be obſerved, that the 
Sacred and profane writers throw much light one upon 
another, and that there are abundance of paſlages in 
the Holy Scriptures, which cannot be thoroughly un- 
derſtood but by an acquaintance with the Greek and 
Roman authors: and, on the other - hand, that there 
are many things in the writings of the Heathens, which 
cannot be fully comprehended without a conſiderable 
knowledge of the Hiſtories of the Old and New Teſta- 
ments. This will be made evident by a few inſtances, 
and may not be diſagreeable to the leſs experienced 
claſſical Reader. 
If we examine the third Ode in the firſt book of 
Horace, we ſhall ſee him confirming the Scriptures in 
ſome particulars not unworthy of our notice, which 
could be derived to the Heathens only from the foun- 
tains of divine Revelation, or from tradition proceeding 
"_ the ſame original. What can we underſtand by 
tne \ 


Audax Japeti genus, 
but the poſterity of Japhet, that ſon of Noah, from 


f whom the European nations are deſcended? Then, 
r what is that 

Ignem fraude mala 

A of Prometheus, but that offence, whatever it was, 
& which brought death into the world? Here we have a 
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theft acknowledged againſt heaven, and all manner of 
evils and diſeaſes are ſent upon earth in conſequence of 
it: ; 

Poſt ignem #therea domo 


Subductum, macies et nova febrium 
Terris incubuit cohors. 


And what is more remarkable, he tells us of the change 
which was made in the period of human life, with the 
reaſon of it; 


Semotique prius tarda neceſſitas 
Lethi corripuit gradum. 


Here it is affirmed by implication, that death was ori- 
ginally at a greater diſtance, and that the divine juſtice 
ihortened human life ſlowly and unwillingly, not till 
the increaſing corruption of the world had made it ne- 
ceflary to leſſen the opportunities of fin. The lives of 
men, before the flood, were of many hundred years; 
but when all fleſh had corrupted his way, then the curſe 
took place at the flood, and man's life was contracted 
nearly to the preſent ſpan. How ſhould Horace know 
this? Or how ſhould Heſiod know it, from whom he 
borrowed it? for it is preciſely. the doctrine of the 
Moſaic hiſtory? And as it carries us back to the times 
before the flood, of which no human hiſtory was ever 
vritten, it muſt have been taken either from the Scri 
ture itſelf, or from ſome tradition, which, if it could 
be traced, would carry us back to the ſame original. 

Theſe things then, though they are in Horace, are 
not of Horace; nor are they of the Greeks or the 
Romans; but of Divine revelation: and it is remarka- 
ble, that we ſhould meet with ſo many ſacred doctrines 
in ſo ſmall a compaſs. 

It is worth our attention to conſider ſome of the ex- 
traordinary . particulars contained in Virgil's Pollio. 
He calls the time in which the wonderful child is to be 
born, ultima ætas, after the manner of the Scripture: 
God, faith the apoſtle, hath in theſe laſt days ſpoken 


unto 
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unto us by his Son. According to the prophet Daniel, 
the Meſſiah was to finiſh the tranſgreſſion, and to male an 
end of fins, and to make reconciliation for iniquity. So ſaith 
the poet ; | 


Te duce ſi qua manent ſceleris veſtigia noſtri, 
Irrita perpetui ſolvent formidine terras. 


The prophet Iſaiah faith, Unto us a child is born; unto 
us a ſon is given; and his name ſhall be called, The mighty 
God, the Prince of Peace : the ſenſe of all which is thus 
expreſſed in the eclogue; 


Ille Deum vitam accipiet, diviſque videbit 
Permixtos heroas, et ipſe videbitur illis, 
Pacatumque reget patriis virtutibus orbem.— 
Cara Deùm ſoboles, magnum Jovis incrementum, 


The ſcenery by which the prophet hath figuratively 
ſignified the times of the Goſpel is minutely adopted, 
being extremely beautiful and poetical. The wilder- 
neſs and the ſolitary place ſhall be glad; the deſart ſhall re- 
Joice, and bloſſom as the roſe; the wolf ſhall dwell with 
the lamb, &c. 


At tibi prima puer nullo munuſcula cultu 
Errantes hederas paſſim cum baccare tellus 
Mixtaque ridenti colocaſia fundet acantho. 
— Nec magnos metuent armenta leones. 
Incultiſque rubens pendebit ſentibus uva. 
Aſpice venturo lætentur ut omnia ſæclo. 


If the prophet informs us, that ſerpents thould no 
longer hurt nor deſtroy, the poet faith the ſame; : 


Occidet et ſerpens, et fallax herba veneni 
Occidet. | 


Inſtead of expatiating any farther on this beautiful 
little poem, let me recommend to the Reader's peru- 
fal Mr. Pope's Imitation of it, entitled, The Meſſiah, 
and biſhop Lowth's Remarks in his Prælectiones. 

If we examine the ſtory of Ariſtzus, in the fourth 
book of Virgil's Georgics, we ſhall ſee the poet open- 


ing 
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ing a paſſage for him through the waters by a miracle: 
and he deſcribes the fact in terms as much like thoſe in 
the book of Exodus, as if they had been profeſſedly 


taken from it: 


— Simul alta jubet diſcedere late 
Flumina, qua juvenis greſſus inferret ; at illum 

Curvata in montis faciem circumſtetit unda, 
Accepitque ſinu vaſto— GEORG. 4. 359» 


This paſſage brings to mind another of Callimachus, 
which deſcribes a miraculous act, parallel to that of 
Moſes in the wilderneſs, when he ſmote the rock with 
his rod, and brought forth water for the people in 
abundance. Thus does Rhea, in a land of drought, 
command the earth to bring forth its waters; {ſhe lifts 

her arm on high, ſtrikes a mountain with her ſcep- 
tre, which is inſtantly parted aſunder, and pours forth 
water abundantly :

It is leſs remarkable, that the poet Callimachus 
ſhould uſe ſuch language, when it is conſidered, that 
he was librarian at Alexandria to Ptolemy Philadel- 
phus, at whoſe command the Bible was tranſlated i into 
Greek by the Seventy Interpreters. 

If we go forward in the ſame book of the Georgics, 
we {ſhall meet with a miraculous generation of bees out 
of a dead carcaſe: 


——  Dicu mirabile monſtrum, | 
Aſpiciunt; liquefata boum per viſcera toto 
Stridere apes utero, et ruptis effervere coſtis. IS tp. I. 554+ 


Wbat is this but the breeding of Sampſon's bees in the 
dead carcaſe of the lion; as we have it in the book of 
Judges? He turned aſide to ſee the carcaſe of the lion, and 
dais there was d 1 of bees, and honey in the! ut 


c * Ri r ir 
f the lion. The animal is an ox with Virgil, becauſe 


lions were never offered in ſacrifice; but the circum- 
ſtance in which the whole wonder conſiſts, is the ſame. 
Would the poet have dreamed of ſuch a monſtrous pro- 
duction of bees, unleſs we ſuppoſe that this miracle 
had an alliance with ſome other, which gave the firſt 
hint? For a miracle it is, that bees, which delight in 
flowers, and ſweet odours, ſhould ever be found in a 
putrid ſtinking carcaſe. 

When Troy was taken and burnt, as Virgil bas re- 
lated the ſtory in the ſecond book of the Aneid, we 
ſee Eneas, with his family, flying from the danger, 
while Creuſa loitered behind, and is miraculouſly loſt. 
Here we have the father of a family eſcaping with his 
houſhold from a city on fire, and the wife is unaccoun- 
tably left behind. It may be ſaid, this agreement of 
the circumſtances might be accidental; and one cannot 
deny it: but the circumſtances are ſo extraordinary, 
and ſo like to Sodom burning, and Lot flying from 
it with his family, while his wife is left behind, that I 
think we ſhall make the difficulty leſs, if we ſuppoſe, 
that he who wrote his Pollio in Hebrew imagery, and 
made a way by a miracle through the waters, and placed 
a ſwarm of bees ina dead carcaſe, was better acquainted 
with the Scripture than is commonly imagined, 

'The ſtory of Orpheus, which is related in the fourth 
book of the Georgics with all the powers of poetry, 
muſt have been formed on ſome facred tradition. 
There is ſuch a mixture of circumſtances, that I dare 
not attempt to account for them; but in the out-lines 
of this ſtory we have a man going down to the regions 
of death in the character of a mediator, to redeem a be- 
loved wife, who had periſhed by a ſerpent concealed 
in the graſs. 

How could it poſſibly happen, that the idea of an 
intercourſe between heaven and earth, and of a divine 
perſon, the ſon of a deity, coming down to the world 
in a human form, ſhould have been ſo familiar to the 
Heathens, and ſo univerſal, unleſs there was at firſt 

ſome 
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ſome authority to ground the perſuaſion upon? In 
the wanderings of fancy and imagination there can be 
no ſuch uniformity. Horace, upon the ground of 
this doctrine, makes a compliment to Auguſtus, ſup- 
poſing him to be a divine perſon, the ſon of a deity, 
come down from heaven in a human form, and read 

to aſcend thither again upon the wings of the wind, 
becaule the world was too wicked a place for him to 


live in: ö 


Sive mutata juvenem figura 
Ales in terris imitaris, alma 
Filius Maize 
Serus in cælum redeas 
Neve te noſtris vitiis iniquum 
Ocyor aura 


Tollat, 


The like intercourſe is admitted by Ovid: Jupiter tells 
the aſſembly in heaven how he had deſcended to the 
world in a human form, to make inquiſition concern- 
ing its wickedneſs before the flood: 


Summo delabor Olympo 
Et Deus humana luſtro ſub imagine terras. 


Mer. lib. 1. 212, 


That it was no unuſual thing for the gods to viſit the 
earth in a human ſhape, was an opinion ſo rooted in 
the minds of moſt Heathens, 'that the people at Lyſtra 
ſeeing the effect of a ſupernatural power in Paul and 
Barnabas, concluded immediately that they were gods 
comedownto them in thelikeneſs of men. As 14. 11. 

What can be more expreſs than the teſtimony of 
Ovid, in the beginning of his Metamorphoſes, to the 
Mofaic hiſtory of the creation, and the ſubſequent de- 
ſtruction of the world by a flood? The whole has ſuch 
an affinity to the Scripture, that it looks more like a 
tranſcript than a compilation from traditionary frag- 
ments. Notices of the fall; and of the curſe upon 
man and the earth; and the depravity which prevails 

in 
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in conſequence of ſome change which has happened to 
human nature; are to be met with in ſeveral authors. 
Heſiod is the firſt who tells us, that God ſent evil upon 
earth in return for an offence committed againſt hea- 
ven, in ſtealing from thence the uſe of fire, which 
was ſuppoſed to have been originally concealed from 
man, and obtained by fraud: |

In his Theogony he obſerves more particularly, that 
this evil was in a great meaſure derived from woman, 
whom Jupiter gave to man with that intention:

The ſame author deſcribes the primitive ſtate of man 
as a golden age, in which men lived as gods, without 
fear or care ; when the earth brought forth all its fruits 
ſpontaneouſly : |

After this, men grew more and more degenerate, 
till an age of iron took place; in which good men were 
perſecuted by bad men, and all manner of wickedneſs 
and violence prevailed: then juſtice and righteouſneſs 
forſook the earth, and fled back to their native ſkies, 
leaving behind them all kinds of evils without any re- 
medy, 

The ſentence of man to labour, by the judgment of 
the gods upon him, is clearly alluded to by Virgil; 
and thorns and thiſtles are introduced in the ex- 
preſs terms of the Scripture : the lines are very re- 
markable ; | 

Mox 
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Mox et frumentis labor additus, ut mala culmos 

Effet rubigo, ſegniſque horreret in arvis 

Carduus : intereunt ſegetes, ſubit 1 ſylva | 
Lappæque tribulique — | GEORG, 1. 160. 


Tbe neceſſity of a propitiatory bring as an atone- 
ment for fin, was recognized in moſt of the Heathen 
ſacrifices; of which we find ſuch circumſtantial accounts 
in Homer, that a ritual might be extracted from him, 
not very greatly differing from that ofthe Levitical law. 
The firſt born of lambs are particularly mentioned as 
being applied to this ſacred uſe: 


Apucay Y petacv iE p exdlophyy. | 
II. 8. 102. 


All Heathens entertained the opinion, that the wrath 
ofthe Deity againſt fin might be averted by ſacrifice and 
mediation ; and nothing but this perſuaſion, carried to 
the moſt extravagant height, could have prompted them 
to the horrible practice of offering human ſacrifices; a 
practice which obtained in almoſt every Heathen na- 
tion of the world. To this dodrine of mediation and 
atonement Horace alludes, in that paſſage of his ſecond 
ode: 


Cui dabit partes ſcelus expiandi 
Jupiter? 


Now let us aſk ourſelves, how ſo ſtrange a perſua- 
fion as this could ever prevail in the world? Does our 
reaſon inform us, that there is any relation between 
the pardon of fin, and the ſmoke of an innocent ani- 
mal, firſt bled to death, and then burnt upon an al- 
tar? No ſooner does a philoſopher reaſon upon this 
cafe, than he determines otherwiſe, and rejects the doc- 
trine; of which we may ſee an inſtance in the verſes of 
Cato ; ” 


"Com ſis ipſe nocens, moritur cur victima pro te? 
Stultitia eſt morte alterius ſperare ſaluvtem. Lis, 4. diſt. 14. 


Yet 
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vet in this perſuaſion, fooliſh as human reaſon pro- 
nounces it to be, all Heathens perſevered, from before 
the days of Homer to the eſtabliſhment of Chriſtianity, 
and afterwards. What can we think of a practice ſo 
ſtrange, ſo notorious, and ſo univerſal, but that the 
voice of reaſon was overpowered by the authority of a 
divine inſtitution, which cuſtom and tradition ſpread 
abroad through all places and all ages??? 

Let not the pious Chriſtian, whoſe mind isa ſtranger 
to ſpeculations of this kind, be offended with the Com- 
piler for uniting and comparing in this manner things 
Sacred with things Profane. |, He profeſſes, that how- 
ever much he may prefer the Divine Writings to all 
others, he has' frequently found much pleaſure: and 
profit from ſeveral of the beautiful and well written 
treatiſes here collected together from the Pagan world. 
The Apology of Socrates, the Manual of Epictetus, 
the Commentaries of Antoninus, the Picture of Life 
by Cebes, the Golden Verles of Pythagoras, the 
Choice of Hercules by Prodicus, Heſiod's firſt book of 
Works and Days, the Satyrs of Horace, Juvenal and 
Perſius, with the ſeveral pieces from Cicero and Seneca, 
are well worthy of a frequent peruſal. "The Epiſtles 
and Extracts from the Chriſtian Fathers alſo, breathe 
ſach a ſpirit as ſets them indiſputably above all other 
compoſitions that are commonly called human. 

The claſſical ſcholar will here indulge the Editor 
with a few more reflections, in which he is immediate- 
ly concerned. He means not to dogmatize, but ſimply 
to lay before him his views upon a ſubject, which ap- 
pears to him of ſome conſequence to the intereſts of re- 
ligion and learning. If any perſon, who is a compe- 
tent judge, thinks otherwiſe, he blames him not, but 
wiſhes him to enjoy his own opinions with the ſame 
freedom that he does. It is, he ſuppoſes, the duty of 
every man to propoſe whatever he is perſuaded would 

be

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be for the public good, whether his propoſal meets 
with a gracious reception or not. | 

Seeing then the Bible is a book of ſuch infinite im- 

rtance to the ſouls of men, as well as of conſummate 
excellence in itſelf; and ſeeing it abounds with all the 
various beauties of the Greek and Roman claſſics, and 
in a much higher degree of perfection, would it not be 
for the benefit of ſound learning, as well as for the ad- 
vancement of real religion, to have it adopted in our 
grammar ſchools, and other places of genteel education, 
as the firſt and beſt of claſſics, and read and conſider- 
ed as ſuch? It has often ſtruck the Editor as a matter 
much to be regretted, that while Jehovah has happily 
got poſſeſſion of our churches and religious aſſemblies, 
Jupiter, with all his filthy aſſociates, ſhould ſtill pre- 
ſide in our ſeminaries of education. Surely it ought 
not ſo to be. Reaſon, as well as religion and ſound , 
policy, forbid the Pre-eminence. It never. can be 
agreeable to the Divine Being, that his own book, - 
written expreſſly for the inſtruction and ſalvation of 
mankind,” and in every reſpe&, confeſſedly, ſuperior 
to all other books, ſhould be, in a great degree neg- 
lected, both in our ſchools and univerſities*, and the 
elegant rant and nonſenſe (pardon the expreſſion) of 
the Greek and Roman Poets infuſed, without reſerve, 
into the tender and unſuſpecting minds of youth. 
He means not, however, to inſinuate, the moſt diſtant 
idea of having theſe fine writers ſet aſide and excluded 
from our ſchools and ſeminaries of learning; but only, 
that we ſhould remember we are Chriſtians, and live 
under an higher and better diſpenſation. Let Grecian 
and Roman literature be ſtudied and admired ; but 


then 


* The Compiler has known perſons arrive at the firſt honours of 
the univerſity, without ever having a Bible in their rooms, unlefs oc- 
caſionally borrowed, during the four years of their undergraduateſhip. 
And for a young man to be known to read that bleſſed book, eſpeci- 
ally if he pretended to be ſerious in it, was to become an object of 
merriment and ridicule among bis companions. 
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then let it be with ſuitable reſerves and caution : for 
that theſe excellent writers abound with doctrives and 
opinions inconſiſtent with Chriſtian principles, muſt, 
by their warmeſt admirers, be allowed. Whence too 
entire and devoted an application to them, unleſs an 
antidote, by a judicious and prudent ſtudy of the 
Divine Writings, be adminiſtered at the ſame time, 
cannot but prove greatly ſubverſive of principle, and 
injurious to morals. Horace's well-known maxim is 
not without a very ſignificant meaning, and is founded 
on the juſteſt obſervation of things: 


Quo ſemel eſt imbuta recens ſervabit odorem 
Teſta diu. 


May not the total dedication of youth in our ſchools, 
to the Greek and Roman claſſics, and thoſe warm pa- 
negyrics, and extravagant eulogiums, ſo conſtantly and 
laviſhly beſtowed on them, to the almoſt total neglect 
of the divinely inſpired Writings, be one main cauſe, 
why Infidelity gains ſo much ground among our nobi- 
lity and gentry? Had the enlarged capacity of a Vol- 
taire, a Gibbon, or any other of the more diſtinguiſh- 
ed infidels that have flouriſhed in this or any preceding 
age, been furniſhed in the earlier part of life, with 
the juſt and ſublime views of the Old and New Teſta- 
ments, conſidered in their original languages; and had 
the ſame endeavours been uſed in pointing out to 
theſe great men, and apprizing them, in ſtatu pupilari, 
of the beauties and excellencies of the Inſpired Writ- 
ers, that are commonly uſed at ſchools to communicate 
to youth a true taſte of the ſpirit and eloquence of Ho- 
race, of Xenophon and Homer, with other celebrated 
claſſics: had this been done, the ſtyle and language 
which diſtinguiſh the maturer works of theſe accom- 
pliſhed ſceptics, would probably not have been leſs ele- 
gant and engaging; but their ſentiments far leſs poiſon- 
ous to principle, and deſtructive to the intereſts of vir- 
tue, than they now are, from the pleaſing EY 
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and fallacious wit, with which, it muſt be confeſſed, 
they but too unhappily abound. | 
Let ſome plan therefore be adopted in our grammar 
ſchools for teaching the Hebrew in conjunction with the 
7 Greek and Latin tongues; and let the Old as well as 
{ the New Teſtament be thoroughly and repeatedly read 
-and explained; eſpecially, let the literary beauties, the 
entertaining and inſtructive hiſtories, and the moſt im- 
portant practical precepts, be pointed out and en- 
forced in the courſe of reading, and the happieſt effects 
will follow upon the minds of the riſing generation. 
But above all, ſet before them the grand and extenſive 
views of that wonderful book. Let them ſee, as their 
minds open and expand, that it conſiſts not merely of 
4 -a collection of chapters, and verſes, and diſtin 
l aphoriſms, as too many are apt to conceive ; but that 
it is, properly ſpeaking, one grand Epic, conſiſting 
of ſixty-fix Books. As the ſun, moon, and planets, 
make one ſyſtem, and are each of them neceſſary to 
Z the harmony and perfection of the whole; ſo the dif- 
ferent books of the Divine Writings, though ſeparate- 
ly conſidered, and taken out of their connection, they 
| may appear unimportant; yet as parts of one large 
| and complicated ſyſtem, they are neceſſary to the 
| perfection of the whole. And though the Time is 
| longer than is uſually admitted in compoſitions of 
| this kind, its beginning being with the birth, and its 
end with the cloſe of Nature itſelf; yet it ſhould be 
remembered, that even this circumſtance is perfectly 
conſiſtent with the reſt of the adorable plan; a thou- 
ſand years being with the Lord as one day, and one day as 
a @ thouſand years. The Action of it too, is one, en- 
tire, and the greateſt that can be conceived. All 
the Beings in the univerſe, of which we have any 
; knowledge, are concerned in the Drama.“ The de- 
0 ſign of it is to diſplay the perfections of the adorable 
Creator, to reſcue the human race from total miſery

and ruin, and to form them, by Example, to glory, 
honour, and immortality. 'The Epic opens in a mild 
and calm ſublimity, with the Creation of the world 
itſelf. It is carried on with an aſtoniſhing variety of 
incidents, and unparalleled fimplicity and majeſty of 
language. The leaſt and moſt trivial epiſodes, or 
under- actions, which are interwoven in it, are parts 
either neceſſary, or convenient, to forward the main 
deſign : either ſo neceſſary, that without them the 
work muſt be imperfect, or ſo convenient, that no 
others can be imagined more ſuitable to the place in 
which they are. And it cloſes with a book, the moſt 
ſolemn, majeſtic, and ſublime, that ever was compoſed 
by any author, human or divine.—All this ſhould 
not be haſtily and ſuperficially ſcanned: it ſhould be 
judiciouſly lectured on by the Tutor, and thoroughly 
imbibed and digeſted by the Pupil. Its component 
parts, and literary beauties ſhould be contraſted and 
compared with thoſe of the beſt Grecian and Roman 
claſſics, and this with degrees of accuracy and preciſion, 
/ ſuited to the progreſs and advances each claſs hath 
ade in its learned and liberal purſuits. And if mea- 
ſures like theſe were uniformly purſued for a few 
years, and the Bible made the Standard Claſſic, with 
which all others were to be compared, young gentle- 
men would no ſooner begin to reliſh the beauties of 
an Homerand a Plato, ofa Virgil and a Tully, but they 
would alſo diſcover ſimilar, and even ſuperior excellen- 
cies in a Moſes and a David, in a Jeremiah and an 
Iſaiah, in a Luke and a Paul. Quid enim habet univerſa 
Poeſis, quid concipere poteſt mens humana grandius, 
excelſius, ardentius; quid etiam venuſtius et elegantius, 
quam quæ in ſacris Hebræorum vatum ſcriptis occurrunt? 
qui magnitudinem rerum fere ineffabilem verborum 
pondere et carminis majeſtate exæquant; quorum cum 
nonnulli vel ipſis Græcorum poetarum fabulis ſint 
antiquiores, ita omnes tantum eos ſublimitate exſu- 
erant, quantum vetuſtate antiquiſſimi antecedunt.* 
f this be a juſt and proper view of the Hebrew lite-

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rature, the learned Prelate might well aſk a reaſon 
for the prepoſterous conduct of our grammar ſchools: 
Quid eſt igitur cur Homeri, Pindari, Horatii ſcriptis 
celebrandis omnique laude cumulandis toties immo- 
ramur, Moſem interea, Davidem, Iſaiam, ſilentio 
præterimus? For theſe, as well as the other Divine 
writers, are as much ſuperior to the moſt celebrated 
claſſics for real utility, as the ſun is more beneficial to 
mankind than the moon. Moſes, for inſtance, {ſhines 
unrivalled both as a Poet, an Orator, and Hiſtorian : 
David as a Poet: Solomon as a Moraliſt, and Paſtoral 
writer: Iſaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Nahum, and ſome 
other of the Minor Prophets, as Orators, or Poets, or 
both : the four Evangeliſts as Orators and Hiſtorians : 
St. Peter and St. James as Writers of no ordinary 


rank: and St. Paul as the moſt ſublime of Writers and 


eloquent of Orators. All theſe eulogiums, upon the 
ſacred penmen, are ſpoken of them merely as Authors, 
without the ſmalleſt view to their higher order as In- 
ſpired writers, and Meſſengers of the Lord of Hoſts. 
If this laſt conſideration is taken into the account, and 
added to the former, what an infinitely excellent and 
important book muſt the Bible be ? what a bleſſing to 
mankind ? and what egregious fools muſt they be who 
ſpend all their precious time upon the elegant and 
well-written abſurdities-of the Pagan writers, the fun- 
gous growth of modern Novels, or the flimſy ſtuff of 
French tranſlations, to the excluſion or negle& of this 
wonderful, all-perfe&, and all-important Book? Lan- 
guage indeed cannot expreſs the worth of the one, 
and the folly. of the other. If the exhortation of a 
late noble author, as improperly applied to the Gre- 
cian bard, were applied to this ineſtimable volume, 
it would-be uſed with the ſtricteſt propriety and de- 
corum: 

Read God's Word once, and you can read no more; 

For all books elſe appear ſo mean, ſo poor, 

Verſe will ſeem proſe: but ſtill perſiſt to read, 


And God's Word will be all the books you need. 
: Duke or BUuCKINGHAM-

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It is no ſmall praiſe to the Divine writings, that the 
wiſeſt and beſt men, in the wiſeſt and beſt ſeaſon of 
their lives, have actually regarded them in this alkim- 
portant point of view. To inſtance in two or three : 
The celebrated Eraſmus, and the judicious Locke, 
having trod the circle of the ſciences, and ranged 
through the whole extent of human literature, at 
length betook themſelves ſolely to the Bible. Leaving 
the Sages of antiquity, they ſat inceſſantly at the feet 
of Jeſus. Wiſely they withdrew from that immenſe 
multiplicity of learning, from thoſe endleſs tracts of 
amuſing erudition, where noxious weeds are mixed 
with wholeſome herbs ; and ſpent their moſt mature 
hours in thoſe hallowed gardens which God's own wiſ- 
dom planted, which God's own Spirit watereth, and 
in which God's own Son is continually walking. * 

The taſte of Milton few will call in queſtion. 
When blind, and conſiderably advanced in years, 
however, we find him ſweetly ſinging : 


Yet not the more. 

Ceaſe I to wander, where the Muſes haunt 
Clear ſpring, or ſhady grove, or ſunny hill, 
Smit with the love of ſacred ſong ; but chief 
Thee, Sion, and the flow'ry brooks beneath 
That waſh thy hallow'd feet, and warbling flow, 
Nightly I viſit, 


And indeed throughout the whoie of that immortal 
poem, to uſe the words of his learned Commentator, 
the Author appears to have been a moſt critical reader 
and a moſt paſſionate admirer of Holy Scripture. He 
is indebted to Scripture infinitely more than to Homer 
and Virgil and all other books whatever. Not only 
his principal fable, but all his epiſodes are founded 
upon Scripture. The Scripture hath not only fur- 
niſhed him with the nobleſt hints, raiſed his thoughts 
and fired his imagination ; but hath alſo very much

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enriched his language, given a certain ſolemnity and 
majeſty to his diction, and ſupplied him with many 
of his choiceſt, happieſt expreſſions. Let men there- 
fore learn from this inſtance to reverence thoſe Sacred 
Writings. If any man can pretend to deride or deſ- 
piſe them, it muſt be ſaid of him at leaſt, that he 
has a taſte and genius the moſt different from Milton's 
that can be imagined. Whoever has any true taſte 
and genius, we are confident, will eſteem this poem 
the belt of modern productions, and the Scriptures 
the beſt of all ancient ones.“ | 
The Compiler has taken the liberty of addreſſing 
this Work to a moſt learned and reſpectable body of 
men, on whom the proſperity both of religion and 
ſcience very much depends. He ſincerely hopes they 
will pardon the freedom, and believe him when he 
declares, that he is not actuated herein by a dictatorial 
ſpirit, but by a zealous concern that the Holy Scrip- 
tures may aſſume their proper place in the eſtimation 
of mankind. This he believes can never be effectually 
done, unleſs theſe precious writings were taken under 
their cordial auſpices, and treated by them in the 
face of the world as they juſtly deſerve. If theſe 
large and important bodies would undertake to plead 
their cauſe, firſt, among youth at our ſchools and 
univerſities, and other ſeminaries of religion and 
learning, and then, before the people at large, in 
their reſpective churches and religious aſſemblies : if | 
they would embark in the cauſe of the Sacred Claſſics 
with half the zeal and good ſenſe which they uſually 
employ in favour of the profane, it would not fail 
but the Word of God would run and be glorified as 
in the days of old. | 
Ariſe then, ye Ambaſſadors of the Lord of Hoſts ; 
ye Miniſters of his, that declare his Will to men :— | 
e Candidates for the Sacred Office, be not aſhamed 
to acknowledge your attachment to the Holy Writings: 


See biſhop Newton's Edition of Milton's Poetical Works. 
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—Ye venerable Sages of our ſchools, whoſe lips diſtil 
wiſdom on the ingenuous minds of youth; let not 
your juſt eſtimation of the Sacred Pages be concealed 
from your charge. Give them their proper rank in 
literature. Let them know that the Bible is the Book 
of God, and infinitely worthy of its Author. Let 
them ſee, that as it is the moſt ſacred, ſo it is the 
moſt ſublime, pure, perfect, and entertaining of 
books. Shew them at the ſame time the imperfec- 
tions of the Pagan page, and the innumerable and 
ſhocking errors with which it abounds. Let them 
know that the elegant and maſterly manner in which 
theſe erroneous ſentiments are treated, ought by no 
means to weigh much with us. 'The more elegant 
and perfect the compoſition, the more ſubtil and dan- 


gerous the poiſon it conveys. The Compiler well 


remembers the pernicions effect, that reading and 
tranſlating into Engliſh verſe the beautiful ſongs of 
Anacreon, in praiſe of Bacchus and Venus, had upon 
his mind, when a youth at ſchool. He is certainly 
one of the prettieſt, but one of the moſt improper 
authors in the world, to put into the hands of young 
perſons. The ſame may be ſaid of various parts of 
Horace, Tibullus, Juvenal, Ovid, Terence, and other 
ancients. With reſpe& to the laſt, the elegance of his 
language, and the conſideration of his being a dra- 
matic writer, are the joint occaſions of his being much 
read and ſtudied by young perſons. But that his 
Comedies ſhould be repreſented promiſeuouſly by 
Chriſtian ſcholars, and before Clerical audiences, as 
is ſometimes done at our great ſchools, is ſomewhat 
ſurpriſing.* Nay even Homer and Virgil themſelves, 
thoſe two great maſters of every excellence in fine 
writing, are not altogether blameleſs. Their lan- 
guage indeed is more chaſte and pure than that of 
ſeveral other claſſics, but then the cuſtoms of the 
times were ſo much more groſs, in ſome reſpects, than

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ours, that the former founds the action of his principal 
oem on Seduction, and raiſes the moſt material In- 
cidents of it on the quarrel of two wrathful kings 
about the poſſeſſion of a beautiful captive; and the 
latter makes the hero of his poem, the pious Æneas, 
by the counſel and contrivance of a goddeſs, debauch 
an hoſpitable and virtuous queen; and then, by the 
i immediate direction of Jupiter, the king of the gods, 
| leave her, thus ſeduced, to bewail his departure and 
infidelity. : which prey ſo powerfully upon her ſpirits, 
as to cauſe her to put a period to her own exiſtence. 
How is it poſſible for young gentlemen, whoſe ima- 
ginations are lively and paſſions ſtrong, to read and 
pore over theſe inſinuating and well-told tales, for 
weeks, and months, and years together, and not 
catch the poiſonous and deſtructive infection? Human 
nature muſt not be what it is to eſcape untainted. 
Even Cicero, though an advocate for the worſhip of 
all his abſurd divinities, was not inſenſible to the 
pernicious tendency of the Poets upon the minds of 
men: Nec enim multo abſurdiora ſunt ea, quæ poe- 
tarum vocibus fuſa, ipſa ſuavitate nocuerunt : qui et 
ira inflammatos, et libidine furentes, induxerunt deos: 
feceruntque ut eorum bella, pugnas, prælia, vulnera 
videremus: odia præterea, diſſidia, diſcordias, ortus, 
interitus, querelas, lamentationes, effuſas in omni 
intemperantia libidines, adulteria, vincula, cum hu- 
mano genere concubitus, mortaleſque ex immortali 
procreatos,* 
But on the danger and impropriety of inſtilling 
into the minds of youth, witfour RE&Rve, the de- 
- praved and blaſphemous notions of the Greek and Ro- 
mon claflics, the pious and excellent Paſor hath an- 
ticipated all he could wiſh to ſay: he takes the liberty, 
therefore, of farther addreſſing all thoſe Gentlemen, who 
have the charge of our grammar ſchools in his words : 
Jeſus Chriſtus, Servator, & caput noſtrum, ſanto 
Petro dixit, Lector, qui Deum diligis : Simon, 
Ali

Ea 
Such are the ſentiments and cautions of this excel- 
lent man. What effect they may produce on the 
minds of others he cannot ſay; but to the Compiler 
there appears much good ſenſe, as well as piety, in his 
obſervations. If, indeed, he means to exclude claſſic 
authors wholly from our ſchools, he in no wiſe agrees 
with him. He ſhould be extremely ſorry ever to fee 
that day. The loſs, he conceives, would be ineſti- 
c 2 mable 
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mable both to the intereſts of religion and learning. 
All he contends for, is, that we ſhould not Paganize 
in ſo great a degree ; that, in Chriſtian ſchools and 
univerſities, the profane claſſics ſhall not be Principals ; 
but, that they ſhall be ſelected, and read with cau- 
tion; that great care and pains ſhall be uſed by the 
teacher to counteract the ill- tendency of them; and, 
that the Old Teſtament, in conjunction with the 
New, and in its own proper language, ſhall be intro- 
duced into our ſchools, and made, as hath been already 


expreſſed, TE STANDARD CLassic. He would 


have theſe unparalleled writers frequently enlarged up- 
on, and ſtrongly recommended, eſpecially on a Sunday, 


in the preſence of young gentlemen deſtined to the 


learned profeſſions. He would wiſh them to, be 
taught to pronounce with juſtneſs and propriety ſome 
of the orations of theſe inimitable authors, in- 
ſtead of dwelling for ever on Pagan themes. He 
would have them read as Poets, as Orators, and 
as Hiſtorians : as the moſt ſublime of Poets, as the 
moſt eloquent of Orators, and as the moſt authentic 
and inſtructive of Hiſtorians. Let Homer and Virgil, 
and the other Gentile poets, have their juſt degree of 
praiſe and eſtimation ; but let young people be faught, 


'at the ſame time, that they are only beautiful and in- 
genious triflers, comparatively ſpeaking, and, as 


Plato ſays of father Homer in particular, lie with the 


beſt grace in the world; that, notwithſtanding all that 
has been, or all that can be ſaid in favour of them, 
they are ſo adulterated with falſe divinity, lax mora- 


lity, and lewd preſidents, that they are rather calcu- 
lated to endanger the virtue, than promote the hap- 


- pineſs of mankind. 


That the Holy Scriptures may be made perfectly 


familiar to the learned youth of the nation, the Com- 
piler would, therefore, recommend, that a Collection, 


on the plan of the two laſt volumes of this Work (or 


on a better) be publiſhed, with a good paper and type, 
for the uſe of ſchools, in Latin, Greek, and 


Hebrew, 
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Hebrew, and read along with the Heathen writers, at 
leaſt as a Sunday Book,* and a book wherewith to cloſe 
each day. Firſt, let it be repeatedly read, and 
weg digeſted, in Latin, then in Greek, and 
laſtly in Hebrew. And let no young gentlemen be 
permitted to go to the Univerſity, or to enter into Holy 

Dade till this is done. hatever he may know 
beſides, or whatever he may be 1gnorant of, let this 
be the Sine qua non. And if the late venerable 
Lowth's celebrated Prælectiones de Sacra Poeſi He- 
bræorum were added to ſuch a ſelection, and read as a 
claſſical performance, much good mightbe expected, and 
the Word of God would obtain its proper authority. 
It would ſoon be held in the higheſt honour and 
eſtimation, as every way worthy of God, not only 
among the poor and illiterate, who embrace it on the 
credit of others, but amongſt all men of real learning 
and taſte, whether they ſubmitted: their necks to its 
gentle yoke or not. | | 

It is an invariable maxim among claſſical ſcholars, 
that Plato, Xenophon, Tully, Juvenal, and other 
Greek and Roman authors, cannot be read, to any 
conſiderable advantage, without a competent. know- 
ledge of their reſpective languages, If this is juſt with 
regard to theſe two, will it not hold equally good 
with regard to languages in general? If fo, how ſhall 
we be able to enter into the ſpirit, and to taſte the 
beauties of the Jewiſh authors, without an acquaint- 
ance with that firſt and moſt ſimple of all languages, 
in which they wrote ? And is it not, at leaſt, as ne- 


ceſſary that we ſhould be able to underſtand the latter 


 #...Cloſe the day's work, under the determinate ſentence of David 
or Solomon, or the Evangeliſts and Apoſtolic Scriptures. Sundays 
alſo and every evening may be now underſtandingly ſpent in the higheſt 
matters of theology, and church hiſtory ancient and modern : and ere 
this time the Hebrew tongue at a ſet hour might have been gained, 
that the Scriptures may be now read in their own original, whereto ijt 
would be no impoſſibility to add the Chaldee, and the Syrian dialect. 
MiLTon's Taacrarz or EnucaTiON, * 
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accurately as much as the former? Shall we pity and 
deſpiſe the man, who, having it in his power to act 
otherwiſe, prefers reading Pope's Homer and Dryden's 
Vi il, to peruſing theſe immortal Bards in their more 
noble originals ? and yet applaud the claſſical ſcholar, 
who, neglecting or deſpiſing the Hebrew, ſpends his 

whole life in ſtudying the Book of God in one of the 
moſt literal of all tranſlations ? Let thoſe who know no 
better, and who are not able to remedy the evil, be 
thankful that providence has afforded them ſo valuable 
a ſubſtitute ; but let not ſcholars be ſo prepoſterous, 
as to contend for the inutility of a knowledge of the 
ſacred tongue, while they are ſuch able and ſtrenuous 
advocates for reading the Pagan writers in their own 
proper languages. The ſtudy. of the original text, 
ſays a judicious French author, can never be ſuffi- 
ciently recommended. It is the ſhorteſt, ſureſt, and 
moſt agreeable way to all ſorts of learning. Draw 
from the ſpring-head, and take not things at ſecond 
hand. Let the writings of the great maſters be never 
laid afide ; dwell upon them, ſettle them in your 
mind, and cite them upon occaſion ; make it your 
buſineſs thoroughly to underſtand them in their full 
extent, and in all their circumſtances: acquaint your- 
Telf fully with the principles of original authors ; 
bring them to a conſiſtency, and then do you yourſelf 
make your deductions.“ 

If the Compiler might be permitted, without of- 
fence, to ſuggeſt one idea more, he would earneſtly 
recommend to thoſe whom it may concern, that the 
beſt pieces of the Greek and Latin Fathers, who lived 
in the three firſt centuries, ſhould be publiſhed together 
in an handſome volume or two, and put into the hands 
of Vouth before they leave their reſpective ſchools. 
And if ſome of the fineſt parts of St. Chryſoſtom 
and Lactantius were added from the Writers of the 
fourth age, the ſelection would be greatly eg. 
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This ſhould be carefully read now and then, eſpecially 
on a ſabbath- day, in conjunction with the former, not 
as a book to poliſh their ſtyle, 'but to improve their 
minds, to warm their hearts, and to introduce them 
to an acquaintance with theſe venerable, but too much 
neglected, Authors. It is for want of this early ac- 
quaintance, that the generality even of the Clergy re- 
main, in a great degree, ſtrangers to them, all the 
remainder of their lives. 3 
This early introduction to theſe Authors, ought more 
particularly to be encouraged by thoſe who are friends 
to our preſent Church Eſtabliſhment, as its doctrine 
and diſcipline (abuſes excepted). are certainly founded 
upon, and moſt conformable to them, of any Church 
Eſtabliſhment this day in Chriſtendom. : It is not 
ſufficient that a few learned men merely ſhould. know 
theſe things: the circumſtances, of the Primitive 
Church ought to be familiar to the curious and in- 
quiſitive of every rank and order of men. This would 
have a greater tendency, perhaps, than any other ſtep 
that can be taken to eſtabliſh common Chriſtians/ in 
their moſt holy faith, and to keep them firm. and ſteady 
to their profeſſion, when they found, that both their 
belief and practice are the ſame as thoſe of the firſt 
Chriſtians, in the beſt and pureſt ages of. the Church, 
For this purpoſe, if ever a new tranſlation of the Holy 
Scriptures ſhould be attempted. by public authority, 
which is the earneſt with of many learned men, he 
would recommend to them who ſhall be concerned in 
the great undertaking, to. conſider, whether it would 
not be for the advantage of real Chriſtianity; to ſub- 
join to the end of the New Teſtament a tranſlation. of 
theſe prime pieces of the Fathers, in the ſame manner 
as the books of Apochrypha are ſubjoined to the. Old 
Teſtament. The common people would hereby have 
an opportunity of ſeeing with their own eyes, and of 
judging for theraſelves, whether the doctrine; and diſ- 
cipline of the Church-eſtabliſhed are not, in the main, 
log? g no} the 
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the ſame as were held and practiſed by the immediate 
followers of our bleſſed Lord, and his Apoſtles. 

Nor would 8 danger ariſe to the ſtyle and language 
of Vouth by ſuch a mode of proceeding. For though 
the writings of the Fathers are moſt eminently uſeful 
for that fine pious ſtrain which characterizes them, and 
for that knowledge of the ſtate of the Primitive church 
which they convey to us, yet there are ſome of them 
by no means defective either in ſtrength or elegance of 
language. A good judge of compoſition has favoured 
the public with a pleaſing view of the ſtyle of Minutius, 
Lactantius, and Chryſoſtom, with which theſe obſer- 
vations on the Fathers ſhall cloſe: The Dialogue of 
Minutius, ſays he, is judicious and elegant, cloſe and 
perſpicuous. The critics have indeed charged him with 
want of the Roman purity in ſome places ; but if he 
has in a few paſſages a little ſpice of the African dialect, 
it is the leaſt imaginable, He is full of lively and in- 
ſtructive ſentences, which almoſt equal the nuinber of 
his periods; which ſentences naturally reſult from his 
ſubjeR, and are neatly interwoven with the thread and 
contexture of his diſcourfe. He argues with con- 
vincing reaſon, and rallies with agreeable fatire and 
ſharpneſs. His wit is true ſterling, ſolid and bright, 
of intrinſic value, and unallayed luſtre. He clears 
Chriſtianity from the vile aſperſions which the Pagan 
difputant threw upon it, and retorts his charge upon 
his adverſary's religion, with ſuch becoming vehe- 
mence, and evidence of truth, that he demonſtrates 
himfelf to be the moſt dangerous opponent that could 
be feared againſt a bad cauſe, as well as the nobleſt ad- 
vocate, and ableſt champion, that could be deſired for 

a good one. 3 hh 

Lactantius has ſo much of the ſtrength and beauty 
of the great Roman philoſopherand orator, that he has 
gained the honourable character of the Chriſtian Ci- 
cera. No man wrote with equal purity after the decay 
of the Latin tongue; ſcarce any man ſo like Cicero in 
its ſtate of perfection. Both the Chriſtian Apologiſts 
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underſtand all the rites and ceremonies of the Grecian 
and Roman religion; and are perfectly acquainted with 
all their Authors. They happily employ the argu- 
ments of the Pagan philoſophers, the accounts of their 
hiſtorians, and the eloquence of their poets and ora- 
tors, to defend and adorn the Chriſtian cauſe. They 
turn the artillery of their Heathen enemies againſt 
them; prove their pretended gods to be mere mortals, 
by the conceſſions of their moſt zealous worſhippers ; 
and triumph over Roman ſuperſtition by the force of 
Roman eloquence. | 

St. Chryſoſtom is eaſy and pleaſant to new begin- 
ners; and has written with a purity and eloquence 
which have been the admiration of all ages. This 
wonderous man, in a great meaſure, poſſeſſes all the 
excellencies of the moſt valuable Greek and Roman 
claſſics. He has the invention, copiouſneſs, and per- 
ſpicuity of Cicero; and all the elegance and accuracy 
of compolition which is admired in Iſocrates; with 
much greater variety and freedom. According as his 
ſubject requires, he has the eaſineſs and ſweetneſs of 
Xenophon, and the pathetic force and rapid ſimplicity 
of Demoſthenes. His judgment is exquiſite, his 
images noble, his morality ſenſible and beautiful. No 
man underſtands human nature to greater perfection, 
nor has a happier power of perſuaſion. He is always 
clear and intelligible upon the loftieſt and greateſt ſub- 
je ; and ſublime and noble upon the leaſt. *— 

There are two or three other little books, of a date 
ſomewhat later, which the Editor could wiſh to have 
thrown into the way of young gentlemen before their 
minds become contaminated by mixing with the 
world. Though the language cannot be recommended 
for them to imitate, and though there are ſeveral things 
that are truly objectionable, yet there is ſuch a favour 
of piety and devotion as muſt touch the heart of every 
well diſpoſed perſon in a very powerful and agreeable 

manner. 
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manner. - The Reader, will probably judge, that the 
Devotional pieces of St. Auguſtine, and the Imitation 
of Chriſt by Thomas a Kempis, are here intended. 
Whoever wiſhes to enter into the Interior of religion, 
may ſpend a profitable hour every now and then in one 
or other of theſe aſcetic authors. Few human writings 
will have ſo great a tendency to raiſe his affections, to 
purify his heart, to ſublime his ſoul, and to prepare 
him for the enjoyment of thoſe pleaſures which are laid 
up at God's right hand for evermore. Who, for inſtance, 
can read the following hymn of Auguſtine, and not 
pant after the happineſs it deſcribes, even though his 


judgment may utterly - diſapprove of the monkiſh 


rhymes, and play of words, which run through the 
whole ?

Whether theſe ſentiments on Biblical and claſſi- 
cal learning, will comport with the ideas of the worthy 
Maſters of our Grammar ſchools, he cannot fay. 
The Compiler wiſhes not to give diſpleaſure to any 
man, much leſs to that moſt uſeful and reſpectable 
body of men. For how little ſoever they may be 
eſteemed in this ſuperficial and diſſipated age, 
ſome of the firſt characters that ever lived have ſub- 
mitted to, and delighted in, the employment ; and the 
beſtjudges of real merit have always held the Inſtruc- 
tors of youth in high eſtimation. Indeed, ſtrictly 
ſpeaking, what are Parents, but inſtructors of Infants ; 
School-maſters, but inſtructors of Boys; Heads of 
Colleges, but inſtructors of Youth ; and Clergymen, 
but inſtructors of full-grown men? Whether this is 
admitted or not, let it be remembered, that Socrates, 
Plato, Ariſtotle, Pythagoras, and Quintillian, among 
the ancient Heathen; Pantænus, Origen, Dionyſius, 
Alexandrinus, among the Fathers of the Chriſtian 
church; and Eraſmus, Wotton, Hale, Milton, and 
many others among the more modern ; were all em- 
ployed, in a private or public way, in the education 
of youth. And we may juſtly ſay with the great 
Roman orator : Quid munus rei publicæ adferre majus, 
meliuſve poſſumus, quam fi docemus atque erudimus 

i; FOR juventutem?

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juventutem? His præſertim moribus, atque temporibus, 
quibus ita prolapſa eſt, ut omnium opibus refrenanda 
ac coercenda ſit. | | 
The Editor of this Work can well aſſure thoſe Gen- 
tlemen, how little ſoever he himſelf may be capable 
of promoting either the one or the other, that the 
intereſts of Religion. and Learning lay much upon 
his heart; and any mode of education which is 
beſt calculated to promote theſe great ends, he moſt 
ſincerely wiſhes ſucceſs to. His own opinion he has 
delivered with freedom, but without undue attach- 
ment. If he errs in an over-zealous regard to the 
Oracles of Truth, and the Sacred Language, he errs 
in good company, and he — it is a miſtake, that 
will do neither him, nor his Readers, nor the Public, 
any real harm. If any thing otherwiſe, he has no 
quarrel with them. Conſcious how frail we all are, 
and how little the moſt learned know, he conſiders 
very few ſubjects as worthy of a controverſy. The 
great "controverſy with him, he hopes, will ever be 
with his own paſſions. And this, together with the 
eſſential duties of his ſtation, he is ready to acknow- 
ledge, engages ſo much of his time and atten- 
tion, that he has neither leiſure nor inclination for 
inferior kinds of controverſy. The proper buſineſs 
of life ſeems to be of a different nature. What that 
buſineſs is, the following words of a wiſe man will not 
unaptly tell : * May my laſt hours find me occupied 
in amending and improving my heart ! that I may be 
able to fay to God, Have I violated thy commands ? 
have I ever accuſed thee, and complained of thy go- 
vernment ? I have been fick and infirm, becauſe it 
was thy appointment ; and ſo have others, but I wil- 
lingly. I have been poor, according to thy good 
pleaſure, but contented. I have bad no dignities: 
thou haſt withheld them, and I have not thought them 
even worthy of a wiſh. Didſt thou ſee me fad 
and

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and dejected on theſe accounts? Did I not appear 
before thee with a ſerene countenance, and cheartully 
complying with thy ſacred orders ? Deal with me, and 
diſpoſe of me as thou wilt; thy will is mine; and if 
any one ſhall ſay, that thou haſt been unkind to me, I 
will defend and maintain thy cauſe againſt him. Wilt 
thou that I depart hence ? I go; and I return thee 
my ſincereſt thanks that thou haſt vouchſafed to call me 
hither to this great aſſembly and entertainment, and 
haſt permitted me to contemplate thy Works, to admire 
and adore thy Providence, and to comprehend the 
wiſdom of thy Conduct. May death ſeize me writing 
and meditating ſuch things ! 

Now the God of peace, that brought again from the dead 
our Lord Feſus, that great ſhepherd of the ſheep, through the 
blood of the everlaſting covenant, make us perfect in every 
good work to do his will, working in us that which ts well- 
pleaſing in his ſight, through Feſus Chriſt : to whom be glory

He that ſpareth his 
rod hateth his fon ; but he that loveth him chaſteneth him 
betimes.— The heart knoweth his own bitterneſs; and 
ſtranger doth not intermeddle with his joy.— The houſe af 
the wicked ſhall be overthrown; but the tabernacle of the 
upright ſhall flouriſh. | 
There is a way which ſeemeth right unto a man; but the 
end thereof are the ways of death. Even in laughter the 
heart is forrowful; and the end of that mirth is heavineſs.— 
A wiſe man feareth and departeth from evil; but the fod 
rageth and is confident. —In the fear of the Lord is ſtrong 
confidence, and his children ſhall have a place of refuge. 
—He that is {low to wrath is of great underſtanding; "uy Ie 
that 
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that is baſty of ſpirit exalteth folly.— He that oppreſſeth the 
poor. reproacheth his Maker ; but he that honoureth him. 
hath mercy on the poor. Righteouſneſs exalteth a nation; 
but fin is a reproach to any people. -A ſoft anſwer turneth 
away wrath ; but grievous words ſtir up anger. The eyes of 
the Lord are in every place, beholding the evil and the good. 

The ſacrifice of the wicked is an abomination to the Lord; 
but the prayer of the upright is his delight.—The way of 
the wicked is an abomination to the Lord; but he loveth 
him that followeth after righteouſnels.—The thoughts of 
the wicked are an abomination to the Lord; but the words 
of the pure are pleaſant words. — The ſacrifice of the wicked 
is abomination ; how much more when he bringeth it with 
a wicked mind? The Lord is far from the wicked; but he 
heareth the prayer of the righteous. | 

Hell and deſtruction are before the Lord: how much more 
then the hearts of the children of men ?—The preparation of 
the heart in man ; and the anſwer of the tongue 1s from the 
Lord.—The Lord hath made all things for himſelf; yea, 
even the wicked for the day of evil. Every one that is proud 
in heart is an abomination to the Lord; though hand join. 
in hand he ſhall not be unpuniſhed. When a man's ways: 
pleaſe the Lord ; he maketh even his enemies to be at 2 
with him. — A man's heart deviſeth his way; but the Lord 
directeth his ſteps.— The lot is caſt into the lap; but the 
whole diſpoſing thereof is of the Lord. 

Better is a little with the fear of the Lord, than great trea- 
ſures and trouble therewith.— Better is a dinner of herbs 
where love is, than a ſtalled ox and hatred therewith. —Better 
is a little with righteouſneſs, than great revenues without 
right, —Better is a dry morſel, and quietneſs therewith, than 
a houſe full of ſacrifices with ſtrike, —Better it is to be of an. 
humble fpirit with the lowly, than to divide the ſpoil with 
the proud, —Petter. is the poor, that walketh in his upright- 
nels, than he that is perverle in his ways, though he be rich. 
—lt is better to dwell in the wilderneſs, than with a conten- 
tious and angry woman. A fooliſh ſon is the calamity of 
his father; and the contentions of a wife are a continual 
dropping. Alt is better to dwell in a corner of the houle top, 
than with a brawling woman in a wide houſe. 

Pride goeth before deſtruction ; and an haughty ſpirit be- 
tore a fall. How much better is it to get wiſdom than gold? 
and to get underſtanding rather to be choſen than filver?— 
There is a way that ſeemeth right unto a man ; but the end. 
thereof are the ways of death. — The hoary head is a * 

| 0 
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of glory, if it be found in the way of righteouſneſs.— He 
that is ſlow to anger is better than the mighty; and he that 
ruleth his ſpirit than he that taketh a city. Whoſo mock- 
eth the poor reproacheth his maker; and he that is glad at 
calamities ſhall not be unpuniſhed, —Wholo rewardeth evil 
for good, evil ſhall not depart from his houſe. 

The beginning of ſtrife is as when one letteth out waters; 
therefore leave off contention before it be meddled with.— 
Hethat juſtifieth the wicked, and hethat condemneth the juſt, 
even they both are an abomination to the Lord.—Even a 
fool, when he holdeth his peace, is counted wife ; and he 
that ſhutteth his lips is eſteemed a man of underſtanding.— 
He that is flothful in his work, is brother to him that is a 
great waſter, —He that anſwereth a matter before he heareth 
it, it is folly and ſhame unto him.—The diſcretion of a 
man deferreth his anger; and it is his glory to paſs over a 
tranſgreſſion.—He that hath pity on the poor lendeth unto 
the Lord ; and that which he hath given will he pay him 
again.— There are many devices in a man's heart; neverthe- 
leſs the counſel of the Lord, that ſhall ſtand. 

The name of the Lord'is a ſtrong tower ; the * rw 
runneth into it and is ſafe.— Say not I will recompenſe evil; 
but wait on the Lord and he will ſave thee. —The king's 
heart is in the hand of the Lord; as the rivers of water he 
turneth it whitherſoever he will.—Every way of a man is 
right in his own eyes; but the Lord pondereth the hearts,— 
To dojuſtice and judgment is more acceptable to the Lord 

than ſacrifice. —Judgments are prepared for ſcorners; and 
i ſtripes for the back of fools.

{aith the buyer; but when he is gone his way, then he 
boaſteth.—An inheritance may be gotten haſtily at the be- 
3 but the end en ſhall not be bleſſed.— The 
pirit of a man is the candle of the Lord, ſearching all the 
inward parts of the belly. Whoſo ſtoppeth his ear at the 

cry of the poor, he alſo ſhall cry himſelf, but _ —_ be 
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heard, He that loveth pleaſure ſhall be a poor man; he that 
loveth wine and oil ſhall not be rich. —He' that followeth 
after righteouſneſs and mercy, findeth life, righteouſneſs, 
and honour. 

There is no wiſdom, nor counlel, nor underſtanding, . 
againſt the Lord.—The horſe is prepared againſt the day of 
battle; but ſafety is of the Lord. —By humility and the fear 
of the Lord, are riches, and honour, and life, —Train up a - 
child in the way he ſhould go; and when he is old he will 
not depart from it, —He that hath a bountiful eye ſhall be 
bleſſed ; for he giveth of his bread to the poor, He that op- 
preſſeth the poor to increaſe his riches, and he that giveth to 
the rich, ſhall ſurely come to want.—Rob not the poor be- 
cauſe he is poor; neither oppreſs the afflicted in the gate; 
for the Lord will plead their cauſe, and ſpoil the ſoul of 
thoſe that ſpoiled them. —Seeſt thou a man diligent in his 
buſineſs ? He ſhall ſtand before kings, he ſhall not ſtand be- 
fore mean men.— Let not thine heart envy ſinners ; but be 
thou in the fear of the Lord all the day long.—Be not 
among wine-bibbers ; among riotous eaters of fleſh ; for the 
drunkard and the glutton ſhall come to poverty; and drowſi- 
nels ſhall cloath a man with rags. 

Hearken unto thy father that begat thee ; and deſpiſe not 
thy mother when ſhe is old.—If thou forbear to deliver them 
that are drawn unto death; and thoſe that are ready to be 
ſhin: if thou fayeſt, Behold we knew it not: doth not he 
that pondereth the heart conſider it? And he that keepeth 
thy ſoul doth he not know it? And ſhall not he render to 
every man according to his works ?—Fret not thyſelf becauſe 
of evil men, neither be thou envious at the wicked: for 
there ſhall be no reward to the evil man; the candle of the 
wicked ſhall be put out, —If thine enemy be hungry, give 
him bread to eat; and if he be thirſty, give him water to 
drink ; for thou ſhalt heap coals of fire upon his head, and 
the Lord ſhall reward thee. 

He that hath no rule over his own ſpirit is like a city that 
is broken down, and without walls.—Seeſt thou a man wiſe 
in his own conceit? There is more hope of a fool than of 
him.—The {luggard is wiſer in his own conceit, than ſeven 
men that can render a reaſon.— He that paſſeth by and med- 
dleth with ſtrife, belonging not to him, is like one that 
taketh a dog by the ears.—Let another man praiſe thee and 
not thine own mouth; a ſtranger, and not thine own lips.— 
Boaſt not thyſelf of to-morrow ; for thou knoweſt not what a 
day may bring forth.—Iron ſharpeneth iron; ſo a man 
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ſharpeneth the countenance of his friend, —As in water face 
an{wereth to face; ſo the heart of man to man.—Though 
thou ſhouldeſt bray a fool in a mortar, among wheat with a 
peſtil, yet will not his fooliſhneſs depart from him, 

The wicked flee when no man purſueth ; but the righ- 
teous are bald as a lion.— They that forſake the law praiſe the 
wicked; but ſuch as keep the law contend with them, —He 
that turneth away his ear from hearing the law; even his pray- 
ers ſhall be abomination.—He that covereth his fins ſhall not 
proſper ; but wholo confeſſeth and forſaketh them ſhall have 
mercy.— le that tilleth his land ſhall have plenty of bread ; 
but he that followeth after vain perſons ſhall haye poverty 
enough. He that rebuketh a man, afterwards ſhall find more 
favour, than he that flattereth with his tongue.—Wholo rob- 
beth his father or his mother, and faith, It is no tranſgreſſion, 
the ſame is a companion ofa deſtroyer, —He that giveth unto 
the poor {hall not lack; but he that hideth his eyes ſhall 


have many a curſe, 


He that being often reproved, hardeneth his neck, ſhall 
ſuddenly be deſtroyed, and that without remedy.—The 
righteous conſidereth the cauſe of the poor; but the wicked 
regardeth not to know it. The rod and reproof give wiſdom ; 
but a child left to himſelf, bringeth his mother to ſhame.— 
Correct thy ſon and he ſhall give thee reſt ; yea, he {hall give 


delight unto thy ſoul, —An unjuſt man is an abomination to 


the juſt ; and he that is upright in his way is abomination to 
the wicked, —Every word of God is pure; he is a ſhield to 


them that put their truſt in him, —The eye that mocketh at 


his father, and deſpiſeth to obey his mother, the ravens of 
the valley {hall pick it out, and the young eagles {hall eat it. 
Open thy mouth, judge righteoufly, and plead the cauſe 
of the poor and needy. | 
Becauſe ſentence againſt an evil work is not executed ſpee- 
dily, therefore the heart of the ſons of men is fully ſet in 
them to do evil.—Though a finner do evil an hundred times, 
and his days be prolonged, yet ſurely I know that it ſhall be 
well with them that fear God, which fear before him: but it 
ſhall not be well with the wicked, neither ſhalt he prolong 
his days, which are as a ſhadow, becauſe he feareth not be- 
fore God. —Whatlſoever-thy.hand findeth to do, do it with 
thy might: for there is no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wiſdom in the grave, whither thou goeſt. | 
Dead flies cauſe the ointment of the apothecary to ſend 


: forth a ſtinking favour ; lo doth a little folly him that is in 


reputation 
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reputation for wiſdom and honour.—By much ſlothfulneſs 
the building decayeth ; and through idleneſs of the hands 
the houſe droppeth through. —Caſt thy feed upon the moiſt 
ground; for thou ſhalt nd it after many days.—As thou 
knoweſt not what is the way of the ſpirit, nor how the bones 
do grow in the womb of her that is with-child; even fo 
thou knoweſt not the works of God who maketh all. | 
In the morning ſow thy ſeed, and in the evening with-hold 
not thine hand ; for thou knoweſt not whether ſhall proſper, 
either this or that, or whether they both ſhall be alike good. 
—Rejoice, O young man, in thy youth; and let thy heart 
cheer thee in the days of thy youth, and walk in the ways of 
thine heart, and in the fight of thine eyes; but know thou, 
that for all theſe things God will bring thee unto judgment. 
Let us hear the concluſion of the whole matter: Fear God, 
and keep his commandments ; for this is the whole duty of 
man : for God ſhall bring every work into judgment, with 
every ſecret thing, whether it be good, or whether it be evil.

A fool will peep in at the door 
into the houſe; but he that is well nurtured will ſtand with- 
out,—lIt is the rudeneſs of a man to hearken at the door; but 
a wiſe man will be grieved with the diſgrace. A man that 
breaketh wedlock, faying thus in his heart, Who ſeeth me? 
I am compaſſed about with darkneſs, the walls cover me, and 
nobody ſeeth me; what need I to fear? the Moſt High 
will not remember my ſins. Such a man only feareth the 
es of men, and knoweth not that the eyes of the Lord are 
ten thouſand times brighter than the ſun, beholding all the 
ways of men, and conſidering the moſt ſecret parts. 
here is nothing better than the fear of the Lord ; and 
there is nothing ſweeter than to take heed unto the com- 
mandments of the Lord.—It is a great glory to follow the 
Lord; and to be received of him is long life. Oh, how great 
is he that findeth wiſdom ! Yet there is none above him that 
feareth the Lord. Give me any plague but the plague of the 
heart; and any wickedneſs but the wickedneſs of a woman.

honoureth her huſband ſhall be judged wiſe of all; but the 
that diſhonoureth him in her pride, ſhall be counted ungod- 
ly of alt, | | 
f Better is the poor, being ſound and ſtrong of conſtitution; 
than a rich man that is afflicted in his body.— Health and a 
good ſtate of body are above all gold; and a ſtrong body 
above infinite wealth.— There are no riches above a ſound 
body; and no joy above the joy of the heart. Sound ſleep 
cometh ,of moderate eating ; he riſeth early, and his wits are 
with him; but the pain of watching, and the pangs of the 
belly, are with an inſatiable man,—Shew not thy valiantneſs 
in wine; for wine hath deſtroyed many. Wine meaſurably 
drunk, and in ſeaſon, bringeth gladneſs of the heart, and 
cheerfulneſs of the mind: but wine drunken with excels, 
 maketh bitterneſs of the mind, with brawling and quarrel-

Give.not thy ſon and wife, thy brotherand-friend, power 
over thee while thou liveſt ; and give not thy goods to 
another, leſt it repent thee, and thou entreat for the ſame 
again. — As long as thou liveſt, and haſt breath in thee, give 
not thyſelf over to any: for it is better that thy children 
ſhould ſeek to thee, than thou ſhouldeſtſtand to their court- 
ſey.— The eyes of the Lord are upon them that love him; 
he is their mighty protection and ſtrong ſtay, a defence from

the evil way, and the froward mouth, do I hate, Counſel is 
mine, and found wiſdom; I am underſtanding; I have 
F ſtrength. 
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ſtrength. By me kings reign, and princes decree. juſtice. 
By me princes rule, and nobles, even all the judges of the 
earth. I love them that love me; and thoſe that feek me 
early ſhall find me. Riches and honour are with me; yea, 
durable riches and righteouſnels. My fruit is better than 
gold, yea, than fine gold; and my revenue than choice ſil- 
ver. I lead in the way of righteouſneſs, in the midſt of the 
paths of judgment: that I may cauſe thoſe that love me 
to inherit ſubſtance; and I will fill their treaſures.

in a cloudy pillar. I alone compaſſed the circuit of heaven, 
and walked in the bottom of the deep.

I was exalted like a palm- 
tree in Engaddi, and as a roſe-plant in Jericho, as a fair 

olive- tree in a pleaſant field, and grew up as a plane-tree by 


the water. I gave a {weet ſmell like cinnamon and aſpala- 


thus, and I yielded a pleaſant odour like the beſt myrrh, as 
galbanum, and onyx, and ſweet ſtorax, and as the fume of 
trankincenſe in the tabernacle. As the turpentine-tree I 
5 bo | ſtretched 
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ſtretched out my branches, and my branches are the branches 
of honour and grace. As the vine brought I forth pleaſant _, 
ſavour, and my. flowers are the fruit of honour and riches. 
I am the mother of fait love, and fear, and knowledge, and 
holy hope; I therefore being eternal, am given to all my 
children which are named of him. Come unto me, all ye 
that be deſirous of me, and fill yourſelves. with my fruits. 
For my memorial is ſweeter than honey, and mine inheri- 
tance than the honey-comb. Tex that eat me ſhall yet be 
lungry, and they that drink me ſhall yet be thirſty. He 
that obeyeth me ſhall never be confounded, and they that 
work by me ſhall not do amiſs. All theſe things are the 
hook of the covenant of the moſt high God, even the law 
which Moſes commanded for an heritage unto the congre- 
gations of Jacob. Faint not to be ſtrong in the Lord; that 
he may confirm you, cleave unto him: for the Lord Al- 
mighty is God alone, and beſides him there is no other 
Saviour. He filleth all things with his wiſdom, as Phiſon, 
and as Tigris in the time of the new fruits. He maketh the 
undated to abound like Euphrates, and as Jordan in 
the time of the harveſt. He maketh the doctrine of know- 
ledge appear as the light, and as Geon in the time of 
vintage. The firſt man knew her not perfectly: no more 
ſhall the laſt find her out. For her thoughts are more than 
the ſea, and her counſels profounder than the great 
deep. I alſo came out as a brook from a river, and as a con- 
duit into a garden. I faid, I will water my beſt garden, 
and will water abundantly my garden-bed : and lo, my brook 
became a river, and. my river became a ſea. I will yet make 
doctrine to ſhine as the morning, and will ſend forth her 
light afar off. I will yet pour out doctrine as prophecy, and 
leave it to all ages for ever. Behold, that I have not . 
tor myſelf only, but for all them that ſeek wiſdom. |

FOR the m__— ſaid, reaſoning with themſelves, but 
not aright, Our life is ſhort and tedious, and in the death of 
4 man there is no remedy: neither was there any man known 
to have returned from the grave.

fun, and overcome with the heat thereof. For our time is a 


very 
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very ſhadow that paſſeth away: and after our end, there 
is no returning: for it is faſt ſealed, fo that no man cometh 
again. Come on therefore, let us enjoy the good things 
that are preſent: and let us {peedily uſe the creatures like 
as in youth. Let us fill ourſeives with coſtly wine and oint- 
ments: and let no flower of the ſpring paſs by us. Let us 
crown: ourſelves with  roſe-buds before they be withered. 
Let none of us go without his part of our voluptuouſneſs: 
Jet us leave tokens of our joyfulneſs in every place: for this 
is our portion, and our lot is this. Let us oppreſs the 
poor righteous man, let us not ſpare the widow, nor reve- 
rence the ancient gray hairs of the aged. Let our ſtrength 
be the law of juſtice ; for that which is feeble is found to be 
nothing worth. Therefore let us lie in wait for the righte- 
ous: becauſe he is not for our turn, and he is clean contra 

to our doings: he upbraideth us with our offending the law, 
and objecteth to our infamy the tranſgreſſings of our educa- 
tion. He profeſſeth to have the knowledge of God: and 
he calleth himſelf the child of the Lord. He was made to 
reprove our thoughts. He is grievous unto us even to be- 
hold: for his life is not like other men's, his ways are of 
another faſhion. We are eſteemed. of him as counterfeits: 
he abſtaineth from our ways as from filthineſs: he pro- 
nounceth the end of the juſt to be bleſſed, and maketh his 
boaft that God is his father. Let us ſee if his words be true: 
and let us prove what {hall happen in the end of him. For 
if the juſt man be the ſon of God, he will help him, and 
deliver him from the hand of his enemies. Let us examine 
him with deſpitefulneſs and torture, that we may know. his 
meeknels, and prove his patience, Let us condemn him 
with a ſhameful death: for by his own ſaying he ſhall be re- 
ſpected. Such things they did imagine, and were deceived ;

When they lee it, they ſhall be 
troubled with terrible fear; and {hall be amazed at the 
ſtrangeneſs of his ſalvation, ſo far beyond all that they look- 
ed for. And they repenting, and groaning for anguiſh of 
{pirit, ſhall fay within themſelves, This was he whom we 
had ſometimes in deriſion, and a proverb of reproach. We 
tools accounted his life madneſs; and his end to be without 
honour. How is he numbered among the children of God, 
and his lot is among the ſaints! Therefore have we erred 
from the way of truth, and the light of righteouſneſs hath 
not ſhined unto us, and the fun of righteouſneſs roſe not 
upon us. We wearied ourſelves in the way of wickedneſs 
and deſtru&tion : yea, we have gone through deſerts, where 
there lay no way: but as for the way of the Lord, we have 
not known it. What hath pride profited us? or what good 
hath riches with our vaunting brought us? All thoſe things 
ae away like a ſhadow, and as a poſt that haſteth by ; 
And as a (hip that paſſeth over the waves of the ws 
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which when it is gone by, the trace thereof cannot be found, 
neither the path-way of the keel in the waves; or as'when a 
bird hath flown through the air, there is no token of her 
way to be found, but the light air being beaten with the 
ſtroke of her wings, and parted with the violent noiſe and 
motion of them, is paſſed through, and therein afterwards 


no hen where ſhe went is to be found; or like as when an 


arrow is ſhot at a mark, it parteth the air, which immediately 
cometh together again, ſo that a man cannot know where it 
went through. Even ſo we, in like manner, as ſoon as we 
were born, began to draw to our end and had no fign of vir- 
tue to ſhew; but were conſumed in our own wickedneſs, 
For the hope of the ungodly is like duſt that is blown away 
with the wind; likea thin troth that is driven away with the 
ſtorm ; like as the ſmoke which is diſperſed here and there 
with a tempeſt, and paſſeth away as the remembrance of a 
gueſt that tarrieth but a day. But the righteous live for ever- 
more; their reward allo is with the Lord, and the care of 
them is with the Moſt High. Therefore {hall they receive a 
glorious kingdom, and a beautiful crown from the Lord's 
hand : for with his right hand ſhall he cover them, and with 
his arm ſhall he protect them. He ſhall take to him his 
jealouſy for compleat armour, and make the creature his 
weapon for the revenge of his enemies. He ſhall put on 
rizhteoulnels as a breaſt-plate, and true judgment inſtead of 
an helmet. He ſhall take holineſs for an invincible ſhield, 
His ſevere wrath ſhall he ſharpen for a ſword, and the world 
ſhall fight with him againſt the unwiſe. Then ſhall the 


right-aiming thunderbolts go abroad, and from the clouds as 


from a well-drawn bow, ſhall they fly to the mark, And 
hailſtones full of wrath ſhall be caſt as out of a ſtone-bow, 
and the water of the ſea ſhall rage againſt them, and the 
floods ſhall cruelly drown them. Yea, a mighty wind ſhall 
ſtand up againſt them, and like a ſtorm ſhall blow them away: 
thus iniquity ſhall lay waſte the whole earth, and ill dealing

Though he humbleth himſelf ind go 
crouching, yet take good heed, and beware of him, and 
thou ſhalt be unto him, as if thou hadſt wiped a looking- 
glals, and thou ſhalt know that his ruſt hath not been alto- 
vether wiped away.

richer than thyſelf. For how agree the kettle and the earthen 


pot together? for if the one be ſmitten againſt the other, 


it ſhall be broken. The rich man hath done wrong, and 
et he threateneth withal: the poor is wronged, and he muſt 


intreat alſo. If thou be for his profit, he will uſe thee : but 
if thou have nothing, he will forſake thee. If thou have 
any thing, he will live with thee: yea, he will make thee 
bare, and will not be ſorry for it. If he have need of thee, 
he will deceive thee, and ſmile upon thee, and put thee in 
hope; he will ſpeak thee fair, and ſay, What wanteſt thou? 
And he will ſhame thee by his meats, until he have drawn 


thee dry twice or thrice, and at the laſt he will laugh thee to 


ſcorn': afterward when he ſeeth thee, he will forſake thee, 
and ſhake his head at thee» Beware that thou be not deceiv- 
ed, and brought down in thy jollity. If thou be invited of 
a mighty man, withdraw thyſelf, and ſo much the more will 
he invite thee. Preſs thou not upon him, leſt thou be put 
back; ſtand not far off, leſt thou be forgotten, Affect not to 
be made equal unto him in talk, and believe not his many 
words: for with much communication will he tempt thee, 
and ſmiling upon thee will get out thy ſecrets : but cruelly 
he will lay up thy words, and will not ſpare to do thee hurt, 
and to put thee in priſon. Obſerve, and take good heed, 


fort thou walkeſt in peril of thy overthrowing : when thou

Till he hath received, he will 
kiſs. a man's hand; and for his neighbour's money he will 
{peak ſubmiſſively: but when he ſhould repay, he will pro- 
long the time, and return words of grief, and complain of 
the time. If he prevail, he ſhall hardly receive the half, and 
he will count as if he had found it: if not, he hath deprived 
him of his money, and he hath gotten him an enemy with- 
out cauſe: he payeth him with curſings and railings ; and 
tor honour, he will pay him diſgrace, © Many therefore have 
refuſed to lend for other men's ill dealing, fearing to be de- 
frauded. Yet have thou patience with a man in poor eſtate, 
and delay not to ſhew him mercy. Help the poor for the 
commandment's ſake, and turn him not away becauſe of his 
poverty. Loſe thy money for thy brother and thy friend, 
and let it not ruſt under a ſtone to be loſt. Lay up thy 
treaſure according to the comrnandments of the Moſt High, 
and it ſhall bring thee more profit than gold. Shut up alms 
in thy ſtore-houles : and it ſhall deliver thee from all afflic- 
tion, It ſhall fight for thee againſt thine enemies, better 
than a mighty ſhield and ſtrong ſpear. An honeſt man is 
ſurety for his neighbour :. but he that is impudent will for- 
lake him. Forget not the friendſhip of thy ſurety, for he 
hath given his life for thee.

| They who have a good conſtitution of body, ſupport heats 
and colds: and fo they, who have a right conftitution of 
ſoul,” bear the attacks of anger, and Wa and immoderate 
joy, and the other paſſions.—As it he to lie ſtraitened 
tor room upon a little couch in health, than to tofs upon a. 
wide bed in ſickneſs; ſo it is better to contract yourſelf 
within the compaſs of a ſmall fortune and be happy, than to 
have a great one, and be wretched.—As a wolf reſembles a a 
dog, ſo doth a flatterer, and. an adulterer, and a paraſite, re- 
ſemble a friend. Take heed, therefore, that inſtead. of guar- 
dian dogs, you do not inadvertently admit ravening wolves. 
Ile is void of true taſte, who ſtrives to have his houſe ad- 
mired, by decorating it with a ſhewiſh outſide : but to adorn 
our characters by the gentleneſs of a communicative temper, 
is at once a proof of good taſte, and good e Wee gr 
is meaner than the love of pleaſure, the love of gain, and 
inſolence. Nothing is nobler than magnanimity, meeknels, 
and good nature. Whenever any one exceeds moderation, 
the molt delightful things may become the moſt undelight- 
tul.—As the ſun doth not wait for prayers and incantations, 
to be prevailed, on to rife, but immediately ſhines forth, and 
is received with univerſal ſalutation; fo neither do you wait 
for applauſes, and ſhouts, and praiſes, in order to do good; 
but be a voluntary benefactor; and you will be beloved like 
the ſun. At is more neceſſary for the ſoul to be cured, than 
the body: for it is better to die, than to live ill.— All men 
ſhould rather wiſh for virtue than wealth; which is danger- 
ous to the fooliſh: for vice is increaſed by riches. And in 
proportion as any one is deſtitute of underſtanding, into the 
more injurious excels he flies out, by having the means of 
gratifying the rage of his pleaſures. —Every place is ſafe to 
him who lives with juſtice. Communicate to ſtrangers, and 
perlons in need, according to your ability: for he who 
gives nothing to the needy, {hall receive nothing in his own 
need,—lt is the character of a wife man, to reſiſt pleaſure ; 
and of a fool to be enflaved by it.—In all vice, pleaſure be- 
ing preſented like a bait, draws ſenſual minds to the hook of 
perdition. No one is free, who doth not command himſelf. 
— The vine bears three cluſters: the firſt, of pleaſure; the 
ſecond, of intoxication ; the third, of outrage.—Do not 
talk much over wine, ta ſhew your learning; for your diſ- 
courſe will be loathſome. Let diſcourſe of God be renewed 
every day, 2 to your food. Think oftener of God, 
than you breathe.—If you always remember, that God 
ſtands by, an inſpector of whatever you do, either in ſoul

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or body; you will never err, either in your prayers or 


actions; and you will have God abiding with you.— In proſ- 


erity, it is very eaſy to find a friend; in adverſity, nothing 
is ſo difficult. He is a man of fenſe, who doth not grieve 
for what he hath not; but rejoices in what he hath, 
K-19 FOR HY .

MY. ſon, worſhip God with care and reverence, and with 
a ſincerity of heart void of all hypocriſy or oſtentation: not 
as if that divine name and power were only an invention, 
to fright women and children: but know, that God is om- 
nipreſent, true, and almighty.—Have a care even of your 
moſt private actions and thoughts, for God ſees through 
you, and your conſcience will bear witneſs againſt you. It 
is according to prudence, as well as nature, to pay that ho- 
nour to your parents, that you expect your children ſhould 
pay to you. Do all the good you can to all men, but in 
the firſt place to your neareſt relations; and do no hurt, 
however, where you can do no good. Keep a guard upon 
your words, as well as upon your actions, that there be no 
impurity in either. Follow the dictates of your reaſon, and 
you are ſafe; and have a care of impotent affections. Apply 
yourſelf to learn more, ſo long as there is any thing left that 
you do not know, and value good counſel before money. 
Our minds muſt be cultivated às well as our plants; the 
improvement of our reaſon makes us like angels, whereas the 
negle& of it turns us into beaſts. There is no permanent 
Fes, inviolable good, but wiſdom and virtue; though the 
ſtudy of it ſignifies little without the practice. Do not think 
it impoſſible to be a wiſe man, without looking ſour upon 
it. iſdom makes men ſevere, but not inhumane. It is 
virtue not to be vicious. —Keep faith with all men.—Have a 
care of a lie as you would of ſacrilege. Great bablers have 
no regard either to honeſty or truth. Take delight in, and 
frequent the company of good men, for it will give you a 
tincture of their manners too. | 
Take heed of that vulgar error, of thinking that there is 


any good in evil. It is a miſtake when men talk of profit- 


able knavery, or of ſtarving honeſty ; for virtue and juſtice 
carry all that is good and profitable along with them. Let 
every man mind his own buſineſs, for curioſity is reſtleſs. 
Speak ill of no body; and you are no more to hear calumnies 
than to teport them: beſide that, they that practiſe the one,

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commonly love the other. Propoſe honeſt things; follow 
wholeſome counſels ; and leave the event to God. 

Let no man deſpair in adverſity, nor preſume in prof} 
rity, for all things are changeable. Riſe. early to your bufi- 
nels; learn good things ; and oblige good men : theſe are 
three things that you will never repent of. Have a care of 
luxury and gluttony; but of drunkenneſs eſpecially; for 
wine as well as age makes a man a child. Watch for the op- 
portunity of doing things; for there is nothing well dene 
but what is done in feaſon. Love and honour kings, princes, 
and magiſtrates; for they are the bands of ſociety, in 
puniſhing of the guilty, and protecting the innocent.

Prudential Sayings of divers illuſtrious Perſonages of Antiquity. 

A x1cn man ought to live by rule, and not by appetite. 
As the touchſtone tries gold, gold tries men. Love, as if you 
ſhould hereafter hate; and hate, as if you ſhould hereafter 
love. We ought to be more ready to viſit our friends, 
under the circumſtances of a bad, than a good turn of for- 
tune. Our honour is concerned to forget a kindneſs we 
have beſtowed, and to make mention of that we have receiv- 
ed. Be acquainted with yourſelf. Deſire nothing overmuch. 
Miſery is the conſtant companion of debts and ſtrife. Such 
things as are beyond our reach don't belong to us. 

That man bears the greateſt reſemblance to the Gods, 
who requires leaſt, and contents himſelf with the feweſt ne- 
ceſfaries and conveniencies, in regard the Gods need no- 
thing at all. Quiet is the moſt valuable poſſeſſion. To 
begin, is to have half done. The beſt way to be revenged of 
an enemy, is to make thyſelf illuſtrious by thy virtue. To 
live a bad life is perfect miſery. Learning gives the youth 
temperance, affords comfort to old age, yields riches to the 
poor, and is an ornament to the rich. Expect the fame filial 
_ from your child that you pay your parents, Marry 
with thine equal. Let it be the fate of our enemies to live 
delicately. A juſt man ſhould be efteemed'in preference to 
a relation... The road to hell is eaſy, — 3 people go 
thither with their eyes ſhut. The miſer doth not poſſeſs 
his wealth, but his wealth poſſeſſes him. As the eye re- 
ceives the viſual ray, ſo is the mind enlightened by the libe- 
ral ſciences. The roots of erudition are bitter, the fruit 
ſweet and pleaſant. The learned differ from the ignorant, 
juſt as the living differ from the dead. We ought to treat 
our friends, juſt as we would deſire to be treated by them. 


Learning 
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Learning is the moſt neceſſary proviſion laid up for old 


age, becauſe every thing elſe either forſakes, or turns tire- 
ſome, and loathing to old age. Contemplate pleaſures as they 
depart, not as they come. No expence is more precious 
than that of time. True friends are wont to viſit us in our 
proſperity, only when invited; but, in adverſity, they viſit 
without an invitation. We have two ears, and but. one 


tongue, for this very reaſon, that we ſhould hear much, and 
talk little. We ſhould be more forward to ſuppreſs an in- 


jury, than to extinguiſh fire. Old wood is beſt to burn; 
old wine to drink; old friends to truſt; and old authors to 


read. -- 11.

is a certain ſign of a ſickly humour. Many books, and many 
acquaintances, bring a man to a levity of diſpoſition, and a 
liking of change. What is the boy the better for meat, 
that will not ſtay with it? Nor is there any thing more hurt- 
ful in the caſe of diſeaſes, or wounds, than the frequent ſhitt- 
ing of phyfic, or plaiſters. Of authors, be ſure to make 
choice of the beſt; and (as I ſaid before) to ſtick cloſe to 
them; and though you take up others by the bye, reſerve 
ſome ſele& ones however for your ſtudy, and retreat. In 
your reading, you will every day meet with conſolation, and 


_ Tupport againſt poverty, death, and other calamities inci- 


dent to human life: extract what you like; and then ſingle 
out ſome particular from the reſt, for that day's _— 
| Reading 
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Reading does not only feed, and entertain the underſtanding; 
but when a man is doſed with one ſtudy he relieves himſelf 
with another; but ſtill reading and writing are to be taken 
up by turns. So long as the meat lies whole upon the 
ſtomach, it is a burden to us; but upon the concoction it 

afſes into ſtrength and blood. And fo it fares with our 
2 ſo long as they lie whole, they paſs into the me- 
mory without affecting the underſtanding : but, upon medi- 
tation, they become our own, and ſupply us with ſtrength, 
and virtue: the bee that wanders, and fips from every 
lower, diſpoſes what ſhe has gathered into her cells. Seneca, 


Directions for the treatment of ſervants. 


II pleafes me exceedingly, to underſtand by all that come 
out of your quarters, that you demean yourlelf humanely, 
and tenderly towards your ſervants. It is the part of a wile, 
and of a good man, to deal with his inferior, as he would 
have his ſuperior deal with him; for ſervants are not only 
men, but a kind of humble friends: and fortune has no 
more power over them, than over their maſters: and he that 
duly conſiders, how many ſervants have come to be maſters, 
and how many maſters to be ſervants, will lay no great ſtreſs 
of argument, either upon the one, or upon. the other. 
Some uſe their ſervants worſe than beaſts, in flaviſh attend- 
ances, betwixt their drink, and their luſts: ſome are brought 
up only to carve, others to ſeaſon ; and all to ſerve the turns 
of pomp, and luxury. Is it not a barbarous cuſtom, to make 
it almoſt capital, for a ſervant only to cough, ſneeze, ſigh, 
or but wag his lips, while he is in waiting; and, to keep 
him the whole night, mute, and faſting; yet ſo it comes to 
pals, that they that dare not ſpeak before their maſters, will 
not forbear talking of them; and thoſe, on the other ſide, 
that were allowed a modeſt freedom of ſpeech in their maſter's 
entertainments, were moſt obſtinately ſilent upon the tor- 
ture, rather than they would betray them. But we live as if 
a ſervant were not made of the fame materials with his maſter, 
or to breathe the fame air, or to live, and die, under the ſame 
conditions. It is worthy of obſervation, that the moſt im- 
perious maſters over their own ſervants, are, at the ſame 
time, the moſt abje& ſlaves to the ſervants of other maſters. 
I will not diſtinguiſh a ſervant by his office, but by his man- 
ners, The one is the work of fortune, the other of virtue. 
But, we look only to his quality, and not to his merit. Why 
ſhould not a brave action, rather dignify the condition of 3 

lervant, that the condition of a ſervant lefſen a brave 5

I would not value a man for his clothes, or degree, any more 
than I would do a horſe for his trappings. hat if he be a 
ſervant? Shew me any man that is not ſo, to his luſts, his 
avarice, his ambition, his palate, to his quean ; nay, to 
other men's ſervants ; and we are all of us ſervants to fear: 
inſolent we are, many of us at home; ſervile and deſpiſed 
abroad; and none are more liable to be trampled upon, than 
thoſe that have gotten a habit of giving affronts by ſuffering 
them. What matters it how many maſters we have, when 
it is but one ſlavery? And whoſoever contemns that, is per- 
fectly free, not whom fortune has a little power over, but 
over whom ſhe has none at all : which ſtate of liberty is an 
ineſtimable good, when we deſire nothing, that is either ſu- 
perfluous, or vicious. They are aſſes that are made for 

ee and not the nobler fort of horſes. In the civil wars, 
betwixt Cæſar and Pompey, the queſtion was not, who 
ſhould be ſlaves, or free, but who ſhould be maſter. Am- 
bition is the ſame thing in private, that it is in public; and 
the duties are effectually the ſame, betwixt the maſter of a 
kingdom, and the maſter of a family. As I would treat ſome 
ſervants kindly, becauſe they are worthy ; and others to 
make them ſo ; ſo on the other fide, I would have a ſervant 
to reverence his maſter; and rather to love him, than fear 
him. Some there are, that think this too little for a maſter, 
though it is all that we pay, even to God himſelf, The 
body of a ſervant may be bonght and fold ; but his mind is 
tree, [ ; Seneca. 


A wiſe man will not be very curious about words. 


HE that deſigns the inſtitution of human life ſhould not 
be over curious of his words ; it does not ſtand with his dig- 
nity to be ſolicitous about ſounds and ſyllables, and to de- 
baſe the mind of man with ſmall and trivial things ; placing 
wiſdom in matters that are rather difficult, than great. If he 
be eloquent, tis his good fortune, not his buſineſs. Subtle 
diſputations are only the ſport of wits, that play upon the 
catch; and are fitter to be contemned, than reſolved. Were 
not I a mad man to fit wrangling about words, and putting 
of nice and impertinent queſtions, when the enemy has late- 
ly made the breach, the town fired over my head, and the 
mine ready to play, that ſhall blow me up into the air? 
Were this a time for fooleries? Let me rather fortify = wag] 
againſt death, and inevitable neceſſities; let me underſtand 
that the good of life does not conſiſt in the length, and 
pace, but in the uſe of it, When I go to ſleep, who _— 

| whether 
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whether ever I ſhall wake again? And when I wake, whether 
ever I {hall ſleep again ? en I go abroad, whether ever I 
ſhall come home again? And when I return, whether ever I 
ſhall go abroad again? It is not at ſea only, that life and 
death are within a few inches one of another, but they are 
as near every where elſe too, qa we do not take ſo much 
notice of it. What have we to do with frivolous and cap- 
tious queſtions, and impertinent nicet ies? Let us rather 
ſtudy how to deliver ourfelves from ſadneſs,” fear, and the 
burden of our ſecret luſts: let us paſs over all our folemn 
levities, and make haſte to a good life, which is a thing that 
_ prefſes us. Shall a man that goes for a midwife, ſtand gap- 

ing upon a poſt, to ſee what play to day? or when his houſe 
is on fire ſtay the curling of a periwig before he calls for 
help? Our houſes are on fire, our country invaded, our 
goods taken away, our children in danger, and I might add 


to theſe, the calamities of earthquakes, ſhipwrecks, and 


whatever elſe is moſt terrible Is this a time for us now to 
be playing faſt and looſe with idle queſtions, which are, in 
effect, but ſo many unprofitable riddles? Our duty is, the 
cure of the mind, rather than the delight on't ; but we have 
only the words of wiſdom, without the works ; and turn phi- 
loſophy into a pleaſure, that was given for a remedy. What 
can be more ridiculous, than for a man to negle& his manners, 
and compole his ſtyle? We are lick and ulcerous, and muſt 


be lanced and ſcarifyed, and every man has as much buſineſs 


within himſelf, as a phyſician in a common peſtilence. Miſ- 
fortunes, in fine, cannot be avoided; but they may be 
ſweetened, if not overcome: and our lives may be made 


happy by philoſophy, Seneca, 


| How to govern children. 
11S much better, in my opinion, to keep children in 


order by ſhame and generoſity ot inclination than by fear,— | 


That man, I conceive, is very much miſtaken, who imagines 
government, purely by force, to have more authority, and 
a better foundation, than when 'tis accompanied with tender- 
neſs and reſpect. This is my logic, and I argue thus: He 
that's compelled by threats to do his duty, will continue 


wary no longer than ray have an eye over him ; and when. 


he thinks he ſhan't be found out, he'll eagerly follow his 
own inclinations. But he that's governed by love, obeys 
moſt chearfully ; ſtrives to make his due returns; and is juſt 
the ſame whether you are preſent or abſent. Tis a father's 
part to uſe his child fo, that his own choice, rather than 
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outward conſtraint, 'may put him upon doing well. There 
hes the difference between a father and a maſter: and he that 
does otherwile, let him own, that he underſtands not at all 
how to govern children. Terence.

VIRTUE is really in itfelf reward:

Socrates on the Immortality of the Soul. 


I F-I thought, ſaid Socrates, I ſhould not find in the 
other world, gods as good and as wiſe, and men infinitely 
better than we, it would be a piece of-injuſtice in me not to 
be troubled at death. But, be it known to you, Simias, and 
to you Cebes, that J hope to arrive at the aſſembly of the 
inſt; and therefore it is, that death is no trouble to me; 
— that there is ſomething reſerved for the dead after 
this life, and that the good meet with better treatment in 
the world to come, than the bad. 

The ſtrait road to virtue does not lie in ſhifting pleaſures 
for pleaſures, fears for fears, or one melancholy thought for 
another, and imitating thoſe who change a large piece of 
money for many ſmall ones. But wiſdom is the only true 
and unalloyed coin, for which all others muſt be given in 


exchange. With that piece of money we purchaſe all for- 
| titude, 
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titude, temperance, juſtice. In a word, that virtue is always 
true that accompanies wiſdom, without any dependance upon 
pleaſures, grief, fears, or any other paſſions, Whereas all 
other virtues ſtript of wiſdom, which run upon a perpetual 
exchange, are only ſhadows of virtue. True virtue is really 
and in effect a purgation from all theſe fort of paſlions. 
Temperance, 5uldice, fortitude, and prudence or wiſdom it- 
{elf, are not exchanged for paſſions, but cleanſe us of them. 
And it is pretty evident, that thoſe who inſtituted the pu- 
rifications, called by us Teletes, were perions of no con- 
temptible rank, men of great geniuſes, who in the firſt ages 
meant by ſuch riddles to give us to know, that whoever 
enters the other world without being initiated and purifed, 
{hall be hurled headlong into the vaſt abyſs ; and that whe- 
ever arrives there after = purgation and expiation, ſhall be 
lodged in the apartment of the gods. For, as the diſpenſers 
of thoſe expiations ſay, There are many who bear the Thyr- 
ſus, but few that are poſſeſſed by the Spirit of God. Now 
thoſe who are thus poſſeſſed, as I take it, are the true philo- 
fophers. I have tried all means to be liſted in that number, 
and have made it the buſineſs of my whole life to compaſs 
my end. If it pleaſe God, I hope to know in a minute, 
that my efforts have not been ineffectual, and that ſucceſs 
has crowned my endeavours. | 

The ſoul, which is an inviſible being, goes to a place like 
itſelf, marvellous, pure, and inviſible, in the infernal world; 
and returns to a God full of goodneſs and wiſdom; which, I 
hope, will be the fate of my ſoul in a minute, if it pleaſe God. 
Shall a ſoul of this nature, and created with all theſe advan- 
tages, be diſſipated and annihilated, as ſoon as it parts from 
the body, as moſt men believe? No ſuch thing, my dear 
Simias, and my dear Cebes, I will tell you what will 
rather come to paſs, and what we ought to believe ſteadily. 
If the ſoul retuin its purity without any mixture of filth from 
the body, as having entertained no voluntary correſpondence 
with it ; but on the contrary, having always avoided it, and 
collected itſelf within itſelf in continual meditations ; that 
is, in ſtudying the true philoſophy, and effectually learning 
to die (for philoſophy is a preparation for death) J ſay, if the 
foul depart in this condition, it repairs to a being like itlelt, 


a Being that is divine, immortal, and full of wiſdom ; in, 
which it enjoys an inexpreſſible felicity, as being freed from 
its errors, its ignorance, its fears, its amours, that tyrannized 
over it, and all the other evils pertaining to human nature : 
and as it is ſaid of thoſe who have been initiated in holy myſ- 
h teries, 


* 
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teries, it tru paſſes x whole courſe of eternity with the 
gods. But if the ſou} depart full of uncleanneſs and impu- 


ity, as ee, been all along mingled with the body, al- 


ways employed in its ſervice, always poſſeſſed by the love of 
it, wheedled and charmed by its pleaſures and luſts Do 
you think, I ſay, that a foul in this condition can depart 
pure and ſimple from the body? No ſure; that is impoſlible : 
on the contrary, it departs ſtained with corporeal pollution, 
which was rendered natural to it by its continual commerce 
and too intimate union with the body, at a time when it was 
its conſtant companion, and was ſtill employed in ſerving 
and gratifying it. 

There 1s one thing more, my friends, that is a very juſt 


thought, viz. that if the ſoul is immortal, it ſtands in need 


of cultivation and improvement, not only in the time that 
we call the time of life ; but for the future, or what we call 
the time of eternity: for if you think juſtly upon this point, 
you will find it very dangerous to neglect the foul. Were 
death the diſſolution of the whole man, it would be a great 
advantage to the wicked after death, to be rid at once of 
their body, their ſoul, and their vices. But foraſmuch as 
the ſoul is immortal, the only way to avoid thoſe evils and 
obtain ſalvation, is to become good and wiſe: for it carries 


nothing along with it, but its good or bad actions, and its 


virtues or vices, which are the cauſe of its eternal happineſs 
or miſery, commencing from the firſt minute of its arrival in 
the other world. — | 

What I told you now is ſufficient, my dear Simias, to 
ſhew, that we ought to labour all our life-time to purchaſe 
virtue and wiſdom, ſince we have ſo great a hope, and ſo 
great a reward propoſed to us. | 

And every one that during his life-time renounced the 
pleaſures of the body, that looked upon the appurtenances 
of the body as foreign ornaments, and ſiding with the con- 
trary party, purſued only the pleaſures of true knowledge, 
and beautified his foul, not with foreign ornaments, but 
with ornaments ſuitable to its nature; ſuch as temperance, 
juſtice, fortitude, liberty and truth: ſuch a one, being 
firmly confident of the happineſs of his foul, ought to 
wait peaceably for the hour of his removal, as being al- 


ways ready for the voyage whenever his fate calls him,

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and Songs of Praiſe we meet with in the Holy Scrip- 

tures an r writings. To theſe are added 
ſeveral of the ſame kind of compoſitions from Pagan antiqui- 
ty. The limits of our work will not admit of many: but 
the few I have ſelected are conſidered by the learned as ſome 
of the moſt pure and moral, and beſt ſuited to a Chriſtian ear. 
Valuable, and moral, and elegant, however, as they confeſ- 
edly are, the writers of Greece and Rome were never more 
completely outdone by the Sacred Code, than on the ſubject 
of Addreſſes to the Deity, and Hymns and Songs of praiſe. If 
the Reader will take the trouble of looking back to the third 
book of the ſecond volume, he will find ſeveral of the 
Scripture poems finely illuſtrated, and the beauties of them 
diſplayed, and compared with thoſe of the moſt celebrated 
of the Heathen writers. The 68 pſalm by Chandler, the 18 
by Delany, the Song of Moſes by Herſal, with numberleſs 
other paſlages of a ſimilar kind in the fame book, are excel - 
lent ſpecimens of ſacred criticiſm, and admirably calculated 
to diſplay the infinite ſuperiority of divine poely over pro- 
ane. Or if the intelligent. reader will caſt an attentive

Thou, even thou art Lord alone: thou 
haſt made heaven, the heaven of heavens, with all their hoſt, 
the earth and all things that are therein, the ſeas and all that 
is. therein ; and thou preſerveſt them all; and the hoſt of 
heaven worſhippeth thee. Thou art the Lord the God, who 
didſt choole „ iy and broughteft him forth out of Ur of 
the Chaldees, and gaveſt him the name of Abraham; and 
foundeſt his heart faithful before thee, and madeſt a cove- 
nant with him, to give the land of the Canaanites, the 
Hittites, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Jebu- 
fites, and the Girgaſhites, to give it, I ſay, to his ſeed,

Thou 
cameſt down alſo upon mount Sinai, and ſpakeſt with them 
from heaven, and gaveſt- them right judgments and true 
laws, good ſtatutes and commandments: and madeſt 
known unto them thy holy ſabbath, and commandedſt them 
precepts, ſtatutes and laws, by the hand of Moſes th 
lervant: And gaveſt them bread from heaven for their 
hunger, and broughteſt forth water for them out of the rock 
for their thirſt, and promiſedſt them that they ſhould go in 
to poſſeſs the land which thou hadſt ſworn to give them. 
But they and our fathers dealt proudly, and hardened their

Yea, when they had made them a molten 
calf, and faid, This is thy god that brought thee up out of 
Egypt, and had wrought great provocations ; Yet thou in thy 
manitold mercies forſookeſt them not in the wilderneſs : the 
pillar of the cloud departed not from them by day, to lead 
mem in the way; neither the pillar of fire by night, to _ 
; tnem 
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them light, and the way wherein they ſhould go. Thou 
gaveſt alſo thy good ſpirit to inſtru them, and withheldeſt 
not thy manna from their mouth, and gaveſt them water for 
their thirſt. Yea, forty years didſt thou ſuſtain them in the 
wilderneſs, ſo that they lacked nothing ; their clothes wax- 
ed not old, and their feet ſwelled not. Moreover, thou 
gaveſt them kingdoms and nations, and didſt divide them 
into corners. So they poſſeſſed the land of Sihon, and the 
land of the king of Heſhbon, and the land of Og king of 
Baſhan. Their children alſo multipliedſt thou as the ſtars 

of heaven, and broughteſt them into the land, concernin 
which thou hadſt promiſed to their fathers that they hould 
go in to poſſeſs it. So the children went in and poſſeſſed 
the land, and thou ſubduedſt before them the inhabitants of 
the land, the Canaanites, and gaveſt them into their hands, 
with their kings, 'and the people of the land, that they might 
do with them as they would. And they took ſtrong cities, 
and a fat land, and poſſeſſed houſes full of all goods, wells 
digged, vineyards, and olive-yards, and fruit-trees in abun . 
dance. So they did eat, and were all filled, and became fat, 
and delighted themſelves in thy gregt goodneſs. Neverthe- 
leſs, they were dilobedient, and rebelled againſt thee, and 
caſt thy law behind their backs, and flew thy prophets which 
teſtified againſt them to turn them to thee, and they wrought 
reat provocations. Therefore thou deliveredſt them into 
the hand of their enemies, who vexed them: and in the 
time of their trouble, when they cried unto thee, thou 
heardeſt them from heaven ; and according to thy manifold 
mercies thou gaveſt them ſaviours, who ſaved them out of 
the hands of their enemies. But after they had reſt, they 
did evil again before thee: therefore leſteſt thou them in 
the hand of their enemies, ſo that they had the dominion 
over them: yet when they returned and cried unto thee, 
thou heardeſt them from heaven ; and many times didſt thou 
deliver them according to thy mercies : and teſtifiedſt againſt 
them, that thou mighteſt bring them again unto thy law : 
yet they dealt proudly, and hearkened not unto thy com- 
mandments, but ſinned againſt thy judgments, which if a 
man do, he ſhall live in them; and withdrew the ſhoulder, 
and hardened their neck, and would not hear. Yet many 
years didſt thou forbear them, and teſtifiedſt againſt them by 
thy ſpirit in thy prophets: yet would they not give hear : 
therefore gaveſt thou them into the hand of the people of 
the lands. Nevertheleſs, for thy great mercies ſake thou 
didſt not utterly conſume them, nor forſake them ; for thou 
| art. 
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art a gracious and merciful God. Now, therefore, our God, 
the great, the mighty, and the terrible God, who keepeſt 
covenant and mercy; let not all the trouble ſeem little be- 
fore thee that hath come upon us, on our kings, on our 
princes, and on our prieſts, and on our prophets, and on 
our fathers, and on all thy people, ſince the time of the kings 
of Aſſyria, unto this day. Howbeit thou art juſt in all that 
is brought upon us: for thou haſt done right, but we have 
done wickedly: neither have our kings, our princes, our 
prieſts, nor our fathers kept thy law, nor hearkened unto 
thy commandments and thy teſtimonies, wherewith thou 
didſt teſtify againſt them. For they have not ſerved thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great goodneſs that thou gaveſt 
them, and in the large and fat land which thou gaveſt before 
them, neither turned they from their wicked works. Behold, 
we are {ervants this day; and for the land that thou gaveſt 
unto our fathers, to eat the fruit thereof, and the good 
thereof, behold, we are ſervants in it. And it yieldeth much 
increaſe unto the kings whom thou haſt ſet over us becauſe 
of our ſins: alſo they have dominion over our bodies and 
over our cattle at their gleaſure, and we are in great diſtreſs. 
And becauſe of all this we make a ſure covenant, and write it; 
and our princes, levites and prieſts ſeal unto it. Nek. 9. 5—38.

OH, that thou wouldeſt rend the heavens, that thou

IO the Lord our God belongeth righteouſneſs, but unto 
us the confuſion of faces, as it is come to pals this day unto 
them of Juda, and to the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, and to our 
kings, and to our princes, and to our prieſts, and to our pro- 

hets, and to our fathers. For we have ſinned before the 
rd, and diſobeyed him, and have not hearkened unto the 
voice of the Lord our God, to walk in the commandments 
that he gave us openly : ſince the day that the Lord brought 
our forefathers out of the land of Egypt unto this preſent 
day, we have been diſobedient unto the Lord our God, and 
we have been negligent in not hearing his voice. Wherefore 
the evils cleaved unto us, and the curſe which the Lord a 
pointed by Moſes his ſervant, at the time that be brought 
our fathers out of the land of Egypt, to give us a land that 
floweth with milk and honey, like as it is to ſee this day. 
Nevertheleſs, we have not hearkened unto the voice of the 
Lord our God, according unto all the words of the pro- 
phets, whom he ſent unto us: but every man followed the 


imagination of his own wicked heart, to ſerve —_ 
gods, 
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ods, and to do evil in the fight of the Lord our God. 
Ihereſore the Lord hath made good his word, which 
he pronounced nt us, and againſt our judges that 
judged Iſrael, and againſt our kings, and againſt our 
princes, and againſt the men of Iſrael and Juda, to bring 
upon us great plagues, ſuch as never happened under the 
whole heaven, as it came to paſs in Jeruſalem, according to 
the things that were written in the law of Moſes, that a 


man {ſhould eat the fleſh of his own ſon, and the fleſh of his 


own daughter. Moreover, he hath delivered them to be 
in ſubjection to all the kingdoms that are round about us, 
to be as a reproach' and defolation among all the people 
round about, where'the Lord hath ſcattered them. Thus 
we were caſt down, and not exalted, becauſe we have finned 
againſt'the Lord our God, and have not been obedient unto 
his voice. To the Lord our God appertaineth righteouſ- 
neſs: but unto us and to our fathers open ſhame, as ap- 
peareth this day. For all theſe plagues are come upon us, 
which the Lord hath 3 againſt us. Vet have we 
not prayed before the Lord, that we might turn every one 
from the imaginations of his wicked heart. Wherefore the 
Lord watched over us for evil, and the Lord hath brought 
it upon us, for the Lord is righteous in all his works which 
he hath commanded us. Vet we have not hearkened unto 
his voice, to walk in the commandments of the Lord, that 
he hath ſet before us. And now, O Lord God of Iſxrael, 
that haſt brought th 2 * out of the land of Egypt with 
a mighty hand, aa” igh arm, and with ſigns, and with 
wonders, and with great power, and haſt gotten thyſelf a 
name, as appeareth this day: O Lord our God, we have 
ſinned, we have done 1 we have dealt unrighteouſſy 


in all thine ordinances. Let thy wrath turn from us: for 


we are but a few left among the heathen where thou haſt 
ſcattered us.

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O Lord. Therefore we do not make our humble ſuppli- 
cation before thee, O Lord our God, for the righteouſneſs of 
our fathers, and of our kings. For thou haſt ſent out thy 
wrath and indignation upon us, as thou haſt ſpoken by thy 
ſervants the prophets, ſaying, thus faith the Lord, Bow 
down your ſhoulders to ſerve the king of Babylon: ſo ſhall 
e remain in the land that I gave unto your fathers. But 
if ye will not hear the voice of the Lord, to ſerve the king 
of Babylon, I will cauſe to ceaſe out of the cities of Juda, 
and from without Jeruſalem, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of joy, the voice of the bridegroom, and the voice 
of the bride: and the whole land ſhall be deſolate of in- 
habitants. But we would not hearken unto thy voice to 
ſerve the king of Babylon; therefore haſt thou made good 
the words that thou ſpakeſt by thy ſervants the prophets, 
namely, that the bones of our kings, and the bones of our 
fathers, ſhould be taken out of their places. And lo, they 
are caſt out to the heat of the Gays and to the froſt of the 
night, and they died in great miſeries by famine, by ſword, 
and by peſtilence, and the houſe which is called by thy 
name (haſt thou laid waſte,) as it is to be ſeen this day for 
the wickedneſs of the houſe of Iſrael, and the houle of 
Juda. O Lord our God, thou haſt dealt with us after all 
thy goodneſs, and according to all that great mercy of thine. 
As thou ſpakeſt by thy ſervant Moſes, in the day when 
thou didſt command him to write thy law before the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, ſaying, if ye will not hear my voice, ſurely 
this very great multitude ſhall be turned into a ſmall num- 
ber among the nations where I will ſcatter them.

while others convey to us the moſt uſeful moral inſtructions: 
Laſtly, ſome of the Pſalms are B and ſome few 
hiſtorical. Under theſe different heads the Pſalms are here 
arranged, with the Contents of the learned and pious Oſ- 
tervald prefixed to each. ä

Prayers for Pardon of Sin. 


David being brought by ſickneſs almoſt to the gates of death, entreat- 
eth the Lord to diſappoint the expectalion of his enemies by raiſing 
him up again. He prayeth with aſſurance that himſelf ſhall be 
heard, and his enemies confounded. 

O Lox, rebuke me not in thine anger, neither chaſten 
me in thy hot diſpleaſure.

The Prophet lamenteth his unhappy fate, that he was led captive 
from his own land and from the houſe of God ; expreſſeth his ar- 
dent deſire to return to it again, that he may ſerve God in his 
temple; and deſcribeth his alarms and conflicts, which he had 


overcome by confidence in the divine favour. 


AS the hart panteth after the water-brooks, ſo panteth 
my ſoul after thee, O God. My ſoul thirſteth for God, for 
the living God: when ſhall I come and appear before God ? 
My tears have been my meat day and night, while they 
continually ſay unto me, Where is thy God? When I re- 
member theſe things, I pour out my foul in me; for I 
had gone with the multitude, I went with them to the 
houſe of God; with the. voice of joy and praiſe, with a 
multitude that kept holy-day. Why art thou caſt down, O 
my ſoul? and why art thou diſquieted in me? hope thou in 
God, for I ſhall yet praiſe him for the help of his coun- 
tenance.

lory, ſo as I have ſeen thee in the ſanctuary. Becauſe thy 
n kindneſs is better than life: m ps tal praiſe thee. 
Thus will I bleſs thee, while I live: I will lift up my hands 
in thy name, My ſoul ſhall be ſatisfied as with marrow and 
fatnels; and my mouth ſhall praife thee with joyful lips: 
when I remember thee upon my bed, and meditate on thee 
in the night watches.

pity, but there was none; and for comforters, but I found 
none. They give me alſo gall for my meat; and in my 
thirſt they gave me vinegar to drink. Let their table become 
a ſnare before them: and that which ſhould have been for 
their welfare, let it become a trap. Let their eyes be dark- 
ened that they ſee not ; and make their loins continually to 
ſhake. Pour out thine indignation upon them, and let thy 
wrathful anger. take hold of them, Let their habitation be 
deſolate ; and let none dwell in their tents. For they per- 
ſecute him whom thou haft ſmitten ; and they talk to the 
grief of thoſe whom thou haſt wounded, Add iniquity unto 
their miquity : and let them not come into thy righteouſ- 
neſs. Let them be blotted out of the book of the living, 
and not be written with the righteous. But I am poor and 
ſorrowful; let thy ſalvation, O God, ſet me up on high. I 
will praiſe the name of God with a ſong, and will magnify 
him with thankſgiving.

One of the ſons of Korah being among the Iſraelites led captive, pro- 
bably into AHria, entreateth God to reſtore them to their own 
country. T he prophet beginneth his prayer with mentioning the 

wonders God had wrought in bringing their forefathers into the 
land of Canaan ; hence he hopeth that God would again diſplay 

Fig 2555 in behalf of the captive Iſraelites. He then expoſlulater 

eit God for giving them up to their enemies; deſcribeth the 
ſevere treatment they were expoſed to for us ſake ; and beggeth of 
him to come to their aſſiſtance and deliver them. 


WE have heard with our ears, O God, our fathers have 
told us what work thou didſt in their days, in the times of 
old. How thou didſt drive out the heathen with thy hand, 
and plantedſt them; how thou didſt afflict the people, and 
caſt them out. For they got not the land in poſſeſſion by 
their own {word, neither a their own arm fave them; but 
thy. right hand and thine arm, and the light of thy coun- 
tenance, becauſe thou hadſt a favour unto them. Thou art 
my hang, O God, command deliverances for Jacob. Through 
thee will we puſh down our enemies ; through thy name will 
we tread them under that riſe up againſt us. For I will not 
truſt in my bow, neither ſhall my ſword ſave me. But thou 
haſt ſaved us from our enemies, and haſt put them to ſhame 

that 
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that hated us. In God we boaſt all the day long: and praiſe 
thy name for ever.

Our heart is 
not turned back, neither have our ſteps declined from thy 
way. Though thou haſt ſore broken us in the place of 
dragons, and covered us with the ſhadow of death. If we 
have forgotten the name of our God, or ſtretched out our 
hands to a ſtrange God: ſhall not God ſearch this out? for 
he knoweth the ſecrets of the heart. Vea, for thy ſake are 
we killed all the day long; we are counted as ſheep for the 
flaughter.

verſaries. | 


O God, why haſt thou caſt us off for ever? why doth 
thine anger ſmoke againſt the ſheepof thy paſture? Remem- 
ber thy congregation which thou haſt purchaſed of old: the 
rod of thine inheritance which thou haſt redeemed, this 
mount Zion, wherein thou had dwelt. Lift up thy feet unto 
the perpetual deſolations; even all that the enemy hath 
done wickedly in the ſanctuary. Thine enemies roar in the 
midſt of thy congregations: they ſet up their enſigus for ſigns. 
A man was famous according as he had lifted up axes upon 
the thick trees. But now they break down the carved work 
thereof at once, with axes and hammers.

Thou haſt a might 
arm; ſtrong is thy hand, and high is thy right hand. 
Juſtice and judgment are the habitation of thy throne : 
mercy and truth ſhall go before thy face. Bleſſed is the 
. 1 that know the joyful found: they ſhall walk, O 
rd, in the light of thy countenance. In thy name ſhall 
they rejoice all the day : and in thy righteouſneſs ſhall they 
be exalted. For thou att the glory of their ſtrength: and 
in thy favour our horn ſha}l be exalted. For the Lord is 
our lence : and the holy One of Iſrael is our king. Then 
thou ſpakeſt in viſion to thy holy one, and ſaidſt, I have _ 
laid help upon one that is mighty; I have exalted one 
choſen out of the people. I have found David my ſervant : 
with my holy oil have I anointed him. With whom my 
hand ſhall be eſtabliſhed: mine arm alſo ſhall ſtrengthen 
him. The enemy ſhall not exact upon him; nor the fon of 
wickedneſs afflict him, And I will beat down his foes before his 
face, and plague them that hate him; but my faithfulneſs 
and my mercy ſhall be with him: and in my name {hall his 
horn be exalted. I will ſet his hand alſo in the fea, and his 
right hand in the rivers. He ſhall cry unto me, Thou art 
my father, my God, and the rock of my ſalvation. Alfo 
will make him my firſt born, higher than the kings of the 
earth. My mercy will I keep for him for evermore, and my 
covenant ſhall Rand faſt with him. His feed alſo will I make 
to endure for ever, and his throne as the days of heaven. 
If his children forſake my law, and walk not in my judg- 
ments; if they break my ſtatutes, and keep not my com- 
mandments ; 
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wandments; then will I viſit their tranſgreſſion with the rod, 


and their iniquity with ſtripes. Nevertheleſs, my loving 
kindneſs-will I not utterly take from him, nor ſuffer my 
faithfulneſs to fail. My covenant will I not break, nor alter 
the thing that is gone out of my lips. Once. have I {worn 
by my - holineſs that I will not lie unto David. His ſeed 
ſhall endure for ever, and his throne as the fun before me. 
It ſhall be eſtabliſhed for ever as the moon, and as a faith- 
ful witneſs in heaven. Selah. But thou haſt caſt off and 
abhorred, thou haſt been wroth with thine anointed. Thou 
haſt made void the covenant of thy ſervant: thou haſt 
ae. his crown, by caſting it to the ground. Thou 


aſt broken down all his hedges; thou haſt brought his 


ſtrong holds to ruin. All that paſs by the way ſpoil him: 
he is a reproach to his neighbours. Thou haſt ſet up the 
right hand of his adverſaries; thou haſt made all his ene- 
mies to rejoice. Thou haſt alſo turned the edge of his 
fword, and haſt not made him to ſtand in the battle. Thou 
baſt made his glory to ceaſe, and caſt his throne down to 
the' ground. The days of his youth haſt thou ſhortened: 
thou haſt covered him with ſhame. Selah. How long, 
Lord, wilt thou hide thylelf for ever? ſhall thy wrath 
burn like fire? Remember how ſhort my time is: where- 
fore haſt' thou made all men in vain? What man is he 
that liveth, and ſhall not ſee death? ſhall he deliver his 
foul from the hand of the grave? Selah. Lord, where are 
thy former loving kindneſſes which thou ſwareſt unto 
David in thy truth? Remember, Lord, the reproach of 
thy ſervant ; how I do bear in my boſon the reproach of 
all the mighty people; wherewith thine enemics have re- 
proached, O Lord : wherewith they have reproached, the 
footſteps of thine anointed. Bleſſed be the Lord for ever- 


more. Amen, and Amen. ; Haim 89. 


T te prophet repreſenteth to God the deploratile condition the Iſraelites 
were reduced to by the cruelty of their heathen invaders, whoſe in- 
ſolence, , injuſtice, and impiety le delcribeth. He then cenſoleth 
him/elf with the promiſe of protection which God had given his 
people in the law, and ſoretelleth the deliver unce of the Iſraelites, 
and the deſlruction of their invaders. 

O Loxzp God, to whom vengeance belongeth ; O God, to 
whom vengeance belongeth, ſhew thyſelf. Lift up thyſelf, 
thou judge of the earth: render a reward to the proud. 
Lord, how long ſhall the wicked, how long ſhall the wicked 
triumph? How long ſhall they utter and ſpeak hard * 
anc 
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and all the workers of iniquity boaſt themſelves? They 
break in pieces thy people, O Lord, and affli& thine heritage. 
They lay the widow and the ſtranger, and murder the fa- 
therleſs. Yet they ſay, The Lord ſhall not fee; neither 
ſhall the God of Jacob regard it. Underſtand, ye brutiſh 
among the people; and ye fools, when will ye be wife ? He 
that planted the ear, ſhall he not hear? he that formed the 
eye, ſhall he not ſee? He that chaſtiſeth the heathen, ſhall 
not he correct? he that teacheth man knowledge, fhall not 
he know? The Lord knoweth the thoughts of man, that 
they are vanity. Bleſſed is the man whom thou chaſteneſt, 
O Lord, and teacheſt him out of thy law; that thou mayeſt 
give him reſt from the days of adverlity, until the pit be 
digged for the wicked, ker dhe Lord will not caſt off his 
people, neither will he forſake his inheritance.

Jie Jews at Babylon expreſs their affliction for their captivity and 
their zeal for Feruſalem ; and reflect with ſeverity on the Edomites 
who A Fran to ſee it deſtroyed, and on the Babylonians who de- 
ſtroye it. | : | 
BY the rivers of Babylon, there we fat down, yea, we 
wept, when we remembered Zion. We hanged our harps 
upon the willows in the midſt thereof. For there they that 
carried us away captive required of us a ſong: and they that 
waſted us required of us mirth, ſaying, Sing us one of the 
ſongs of Zion. How ſhall we ſing the Lord's ſong in a ſtrange 
land?

he was more happy than worldly men in their greateſt affluence. 


HEAR me when I call, O God of my righteouſneſs : 
thou haſt enlarged me when I was in diſtreſs: have mercy 
upon me, and hear my prayer. O ye ſons of men, how 
long will ye turn my glory into ſhame: how long will ye 
love vanity, and ſeek after leaſing? Selah. But know that 
the Lord hath ſet apart him that is godly for himſelf: the 
Lord will hear when I call unto him. Stand in awe, and 
ſin not: commune with your own heart upon your bed, 
and be ſtill.

Protection. 


GIVE ear to my words, O Lord, conſider my me- 
ditation. Hearken unto the voice of my cry, my king, 
and my God: for unto thee will I pray. My voice ſhalt 
thou hear in the morning, O Lord: in the morning will I 
dire& my prayer unto thee, and will look up. For thou 
art not a God that hath pleaſure in wickednels : neither ſhall 
evil dwell with thee, The fooliſh ſhall not ſtand in thy ſight : 
thou hateſt all workers of iniquity. Thou ſhalt deſtroy them 
that ſpeak leaſing: the Lord will abhor the bloody and de- 
ceitful man, But as for me, I will come into thy houſe in 
the multitude of thy mercy : and in thy fear will I worſhip 
toward thy holy temple.

wic led. 

IN the Lord put I my truſt: how ſay ye to my ſoul, flee 
as a bird to your mountain? For lo, the wicked bend their 
bow, they make ready their arrow upon the ſtring; that they 
may pony ſhoot at the upright in heart. If the founda- 
tions be deſtroyed, what can the righteous do? The Lord 

is in his holy temple, the Lord's throne is in heaven: his 
eyes behold, his eye-lids try the children of men, The Lord 
trieth the righteous: but the wicked, and him that loveth 
| violence, 
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violence, his ſoul hateth. Upon the wicked he ſhall rain 
ſnares, fire and brimſtone, and an horrible tempeſt : this 
ſhall be the portion of their cup. For the righteous Lord 
loveth righteouſneſs : his countenance doth behold the up- 
right. Pſalm 11. 


David entreateth God to defend him from the malice and artifice of 
his heathen enemies, and from the judgments that ſhould fall upon 
them. He then praiſeth God for the care he had taken of him, 
truſteth in his aſſiſtance, and prayeth for the proſperity of the 
Iſraelites. | 
UNT O thee will I cry, O Lord my rock: be not ſilent 

to me, leſt if thou be ſilent to me, I become like them that 

go down into the pit. Hear the voice of my ſupplications 
when I cry unto thee, when J lift up my hands towards thy 
holy oracle. Draw me not away with the wicked, and with 
the workers of iniquity ; which ſpeak peace to their neigh- 
bours, but miſchief is in their hearts. Give them according 
to their deeds, and according to the wickedneſs of their en- 
deavours ; give them after the work of their hands, render to 
them their deſert. Becauſe they * not the works of the 
Lord, nor the operation of his hands, he ſhall deſtroy them, 
and not build them up.

David pronounceth particular bleſſings on thoſe who ſhero kindneſs to 
the fick ; and complaineth of the cruelty of his enemies, and of the 
treachery of his friend, who, inſtead of compaſſionating him in his 

eee. wiſhed for his death, and ſaid, that God puniſhed him for 
ts fins, 

BLESSED is he that conſidereth the poor: the Lord will 
deliver him in time of trouble. The Lord will prelerve him, 
and keep him alive; and he ſhall be bleſſed upon the earth: 
and thou wilt not deliver him unto the will of his enemies. 
The Lord will ſtrengthen him upon the bed of lan $225 
thou wilt make all his bed in his ſickneſs. I ſaid, Lord, 
merciful unto me: heal my ſoul, for I have ſinned againſt 
thee, Mine enemies _ evil of me, When ſhall he die, 


and his name periſh ? And if he come to ſee me, he ſpeaketh 
K 3 vanity + 
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vanity: his heart gathereth iniquity to itſelf; when he 
goeth abroad, he telleth it. All that hate me whiſper to- 
gether againſt me: againſt me do they deviſe my hurt. An 
evil diſeaſe, ſay they, cleaveth faſt unto him: and now that 
he lieth, he ſhall riſe up no more. Yea, mine own familiar 
friend, in whom I truſted, which did eat of my bread, hath 
lifted up his heel againſt me. But thou, O Lord, be merci- 
ful unto me, and raiſe me up, that I may requite them. B 

this I know that thou favoureſt me, becauſe mine enemy dot 

not triumph over me. And as for me, thou upholdeſt me in 
mine integrity, and ſetteſt me before thy face for ever. 
Bleſſed be the Lord God of Iſrael, from everlaſting and to 
everlaſting.

David deſcribeth his diſtreſs when he was purſued by his enemies, pro- 
bably in the time of Abſalom's rebellion ; and complameth of the 
treachery of his ſubjects, more particularly of one, who was probably 
Alitophel, begging that God would confound their counſels and 

deſlroy the authors of them. And at length, from a view of the 

per Jouſneſ of his enemies and of his own integrity, he com- 
forteth himſelf with hopes that God would not forſake him, but 
would deſtroy thoſe who ſought his rum. 


GIVE ear to my prayer, O God; and hide not thyſelf 
from my ſupplication. Attend unto me, and hear me: I 
mourn in my complaint, and make a noiſe; becauſe of the 
voice of the enemy, becauſe of the oppreſſion of the wicked : 
for they caſt iniquity upon me, and in wrath they hate me. 
My heart is ſore pained within me; and the terrors of death 
are fallen upon me. Fearfulneſs and trembling are come 
upon me: and horror hath overwhelmed me. And I ſaid, 
Oh, that I had wings like a dove: for then would I fly away 
and be at reſt : lo, then would I wander far off, and remain 
in the wilderneſs, Selah. I would haſten my eſcape from 
the windy ſtorm and tempeſt. Deſtroy, O Lord, and divide 
their tongues : for I have ſeen violence and ſtrife in the city. 
Day and night they go about it upon the walls thereof: miſ- 
chief alſo and ſorrow are in the midſt of it. Wickednels 15 
in the midſt thereof: deceit and guile depart not from her 
ſtreets. For it was not an enemy that reproached me: then 
I could haveborne it: neither was it he that hated me that did 
magnify himſelf againſt me: then I would have hid myſelf 
from him. But it was thou, a man, mine equal, my guide, 
and mine acquaintance. We took ſweet counſel together, 
and walked unto the houſe of God in company. + Let death 


' ſeize upon them, and let them go down quick into hell: for 


wickednels 
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wickedneſs is in their dwellings, and among them. As for 
me, I will call upon God: and the Lord ſhall fave me. 
Evening and morning, and at noon will I pray, and cry 
aloud : and he ſhall hear my voice. He hath delivered my 
ſoul in peace from the battle that was againſt me : for there 
were many with me. God ſhall hear and affli&t them, even 
he that abideth of old: Selah. Becauſe they have no 
changes, therefore they fear not God. He hath put forth 
his hands againſt ſuch as be at peace with him: he hath 
broken his covenant. The words of his mouth were ſmooth- 
er than butter, but war was in his heart: his words were 
ſofter than oil, yet were they drawn ſwords. Caſt thy burden 
upon the Lord, and he ſhall ſuſtain thee; he-ſhall never 
{uffer the righteous to be moved. But thou, O God, ſhalt 
bring them down into the pit of deſtruction: bloody and de- 
ceitful men ſhall not live out half their days: but I will truſt 
in thee. Pſalm 55. 


David layeth before God the great danger he was in, and entreateth 
him to deliver him from his enemies, to reſtrain their malice, and 
to make them an example to all the world, 


DELIVER me from mine enemies, O my God: de- 
fend me from them that rite up againſt me. Deliver me 
from the workers of iniquity, and ſave me from bloody men. 
For lo, they lie in wait for my foul: the mighty are gathered 
againſt me: not for my tranſgreſſion, nor for my ſin, O 
Lord. They run and prepare themſelves without my fault: 
awake to help me, and behold. Thou therefore, O Lord 
God of hoſts, the God of Iſrael, awake to viſit all the 
heathen : be not merciful to any wicked tranſgreffors. Selah. 
They return at evening, they make a noiſe like a dog, and 
go round about the city. Behold, they belch out with their 
mouth: ſwords are in their lips: for who, ſay they, doth 
hear? But thou, O Lord, ſhalt laugh at them: thou ſhalt 
have all the heathen in deriſion. Becauſe of his ſtrength 
will I wait upon thee : for God is my defence. The God of 
my mercy {hall prevent me: God {hall let me ſee my deſire 
upon mine enemies. Slay them not, leſt my people forget : 
ſcatter them by thy power: and bring them 1 O Lord 
our ſhield. For the ſin of their mouth, and the words of 
their lips, let them even be taken in their pride: and for 
curſing and lying which they ſpeak. Conſume them in wrath, 
conſume them, that they may not be: and let them know 
that God ruleth in Jacob, unto the ends of the earth. Selah, 
And at evening let them return; and let them make a noiſe

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like a dog, and go round about the city. Let them wander 
up and down for meat, and grudge it they be not ſatisfied. 
But I will ſing of thy power; yea, I will ſing aloud of thy 
mercy in the morning: for thou haſt been my defence and 
refuge in the day of my trouble. Unto thee, O my ſtrength, 
will I ſing: for God is my defence, and the God of my 
mercy, a Pſalm 59. 


David entreateth God to defend him from the ſubtilty and cruelty of 
has enemies; and foretelleth their ruin, which, he declares, will 
be manifeſt to all. | 


HEAR my voice, O God, in my prayer: preſerve my 
life from fear of the enemy. Hide me 0 the ſecret coun- 
ſel of the wicked; from the inſurrection of the workers of 
iniquity: who whet their tongue like a ſword, and bend their 
bows to ſhoot their arrows, even bitter words: that they 
may ſhoot in ſecret at the perfect: ſuddenly do they ſhoot at 
him, and fear not. They encourage themſelves in an evil mat- 
ter: they commune of laying ſnares privily : they ſay, Who 
ſhall ſee them? They ſearch out iniquities ; they accompliſh a 
diligent ſearch: both the inward thought of every one of them, 
and the heart is deep. But God ſhall ſhoot at them with an 
arrow; ſuddenly ſhall they be wounded. So they ſhall make 
their own tongue to fall upon themſelves : all that ſee them 

ſhall flee away. And all men ſhall fear, and ſhall declare the 
work of God : for they ſhall wiſely conſider of his doing, 
The righteous ſhall be glad in the Lord, and ſhall truſt in 
him: and all the upright in heart ſhall glory, Halm 64. 


David being perſecuted by his enemies prayeth the Lord to come to 
lus aſſiſtance. 


MAKE haſte, O God, to deliver me; make haſte to help 
me, O Lord. Let them. be aſhamed and confounded that 
ſeek after my ſoul: let them be turned backward, and put to 
confuſion, that deſire my hurt. Let them be turned back 
for a reward of their ſhame, that fay, Aha, aha. Let all thoſe 
that ſeek thee rejoice, and be glad in thee: and let ſuch as 
love thy ſalvation ſay continually, Let God be magnified. 
But I am poor and needy: make haſte unto me, O God: thou 
art my help and my deliverer; O Lord, make no tarrying.

kim, as the deliverer of the helpleſs from mercileſs oppreſſors. 


HOLD not thy peace, O God of my praiſe ; for. the 
mouth of the wicked, and the mouth of the deceitful are 
opened againſt me: they have ſpoken againſt me with a ly- 
ing tongue. They compaſſed me about alſo with words of 
hatred ; and fought againſt me without a cauſe. For my love, 
they are my adverſaries: but I give myſelf unto prayer.. And 
they have rewarded me evil for good, and hatred for my love. 

Set thou a wicked man over him : and let fatan ſtand at his 
right hand, When he ſhall be judged let him be condemn- 
ed and let his prayer become ſin. Let his days be few; and 
let another take his office. Let his children be fatherleſs, 
and his wife a widow. Let his children be continually vaga- 
bonds, and beg: let them ſeek their bread alſo out of their 
deſolate places. Let the extortioner catch all that he hath ; 
and let the ſtranger ſpoil his labour. Let there be none to 
extend mercy unto him: neither let there be any to favour 
his fatherleſs children. Let his poſterity be cut off ;- and in 
the generation following let their name be blotted out. Let 
the iniquity of his fathers be remembered with the Lord ; and 
let not the fin of his mother be blotted out. Let them be 
before the Lord continually, that he may cut off the memo 
of them from the earth. Becauſe that he remembered not to 
ſhew mercy, but perſecuted the poor and needy man, that 
he might even ſlay the broken in heart. As he loved curſ- 
ing, ſo let it come unto him: as he delighted not in blefling, 
ſolet it be far from him. As heclothed himſelf with curſing like 
as with his garment, ſo let it come into his bowels like water, 
and like oil into his bones. Let it be unto him as the gar- 
ment which covereth him, and for a girdle wherewith he is 
girded continually. Let this be the reward of mine adverſa- 
ries from the Lord, and of them that ſpeak evil againſt my 
ſoul. But do thou for me, O God the Lord, for thy name's 
ſake: becauſe thy mercy is good, deliver thou me. For I 
am poor and nee Ys and my heart is wounded within me. I 
am gone like the ſhadow when it declineth : I am toſſed up 
and down as the locuſt. My knees are weak through faſt- 
ing: and my fleſh faileth of fatneſs. I became allo a re- 
proach unto them: when they lookod upon me, they ſhaked 
their heads. Help me, O Lord my God: O ſave me accord- 
ing to thy mercy: that they may know that this is thy hand ;

that thou, Lord, haſt done it. Let them curſe, but bleſs 
thou : when they ariſe, let them be aſhamed ; but let thy 
ſervant rejoice.

David beggeti of God to defend him from the deceits and calum- 
nies of the wicked, and complaineth that he is forced to dwell 
among them.

Deliver my ſoul, O Lord, from lying lips, and from a de- 
ceitful tongue. What ſhall be given unto thee? or what 
{hall be done unto thee, thou falſe tongue? Sharp arrows of 
the mighty with coals of juniper.

My 
foul hath long dwelt with him that hateth peace. I am for 
peace: but when I ſpeak, they are for war.

As for the head 
of thoſe that compaſs me about, let the miſchief of their 
own lips cover them. Let burning coals fall upon them : let 
them be caſt into the fire ; into deep pits, that they riſe not 
up again.

evil thall hunt the violent man to overthrow him. I know

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that the Lord will maintain the cauſe of the afflicted, and the 

right of the poor. Surely the righteous ſhall give thanks 

unto thy name: the upright ſhall dwell in thy preſence.

Dauid being driven out of Judea by Saul, beggeth of God grace 
that he may not ſin againſt him with his tongue, nor be drawn into 
any ſinful compliances by liuing amongſt idolaters. He confideth 
in God's help, and prayeth that he would deliver him from thoſe 
who ſought his ruin. | 


LORD, I cry unto thee: make haſte-unto me: give ear 
unto my voice, when I cry unto thee. Let my prayer be ſet 
forth before thee as incenſe, and the lifting up of my hands 
as the evening ſacrifice. Set a watch, O Lord, before my 
mouth ; keep the door of my lips. Incline not my heart to 
any evil thing, to praiſe wicked works with men that work 
iniquity: and let me not eat of their dainties. Let the righ- 
teous {mite me : it ſhall be a kindneſs: and let him reprove 
me ; it ſhall be an excellent oil, which ſhall not break my 
head: for yet my prayer alſo ſhall be in their calamities.

The Lord is my 
rock, and my fortreſs, and my deliverer; my God, my 
ſtrength, in whom I will truſt ; my buckler, and the horn of 
my ſalvation, and my high tower. I will call upon the Lord, 
who is worthy to be praiſed : ſo ſhall I be ſaved from mine 
enemies. The ſorrows of death compaſſed me, and the floods 
of ungodly men made me afraid. The ſorrows of hell com- 
| Paſſed me about: the ſnares of death prevented me. In my 
diſtreſs I called upon the Lord, and cried unto my God: he 
heard my voice out of his temple, and my cry came before 
him, even into his ears. Then the earth ſhook and trem- 
bled; the foundations alſo of the hills moved and were ſhak- 

en, 
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en, becauſe he was wroth, There went up a ſmoke out of 
his noſtrils, and fire out of his mouth devoured : coals were 
kindled by it.

Blow up 
the trumpet in the new moon, in the time appointed, on 
our ſolemn feaſt day. For this was a ſtatute for Iſrael, and 
a law of the God of Jacob. This he ordained in Joſeph for a 
teſtimony, when he went out through the land of Egypt: 
where I heard a language that I underſtood not. I removed 
his ſhoulder from the burden: his hands were delivered from 
the pots. Thou calledſt in trouble, and I delivered thee : J 
anſwered thee in the ſecret place of thunder: I proved thee 
at the waters of Meribah. Selah. Hear, O my people, and 
I will teſtify unto thee: O Iſrael, if thou wilt hearken unto 
me: there ſhall no ſtrange god be in thee ; neither ſha} 
thou worſhip any ſtrange god. I am the Lord thy God, 
which brought thee. out of the land of Egypt: open thy 
mouth wide, and'I will fill it. But my people would not 
hearken to my voice; and Ifrae] would none of me: fol 
gave them up unto their own hearts* luſt : and they walked 
in their own counſels.

God the children of Ephraim, being armed and carryin 
bows, turned back in the day of battle. They kept not the 
covenant of God, and refufed to walk in his law ; and for- 
it His works, and his wonders that he had ſhewed them. 
arvellous things did he in the ſight of their fathers, in the 
land of Egypt, in the field of Zoan. He divided the ſea, and 
cauſed them to paſs through, and he made the waters to 
ſtand as an heap.

In moſt of the Prophetic diſcourſes recorded in the Bible, 
it will be obſerved, there is a wonderful ſublimity of language 
and a divine kind of enthuſiaſm, which, though mixed with 
much ſeeming obſcurity of ſentiment at places, has a v 
conſiderable effe& upon the paſſions. What book ſo dar 
and figurative as the book of Revelation? And yet what 
book more frequently peruſed, even by the ordinary and un- 
learned Chriſtian? And though ninety nine in a * 
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P ROPHETIC diſcourſes are in a good meaſure, if 
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of thoſe who read that ſublime and myſterious diſcourſe find 
it abſolutely a ſealed book, there are few in the Sacred Canon 


that are more univerſally admired. ,. I ſaid, therefore, that 


there is a divine kind of enthuſiaſm in this and other Prophetic 
Scriptures, which has a powerful influence on the heart and 
affektions. He that is unmoved therewith is a ſtranger to 
ſome. of the fineſt and moſt exquiſite feelings of the human

AND this is the bleſſing wherewith Moſes the man of God 
bleffed the children of Ifrael before his death. And he ſaid, 
The Lord came from Sinai, and roſe up from Seir unto 
them; he ſhined forth from mount Paran, and he came with 
ten thouſands of ſaints; from his right hand went à fiery 
law for them. Yea, he loved the people ; all his ſaints are 
in thy hand: and they fat down at thy feet: every one ſhall 
receive of thy words. Moſes commanded us a law; even the 
inheritance of the congregation of Jacob. And he was 
king in jeſhurun, when the heads of the people, and the 
tribes of Irael were gathered together. Let Reuben live, 
and not die; and let not his men be few. And this is the 
bleſſing of Judah: and he ſaid, Hear, Lord, the voice of 
Judah, and bring him unto his people: let his hands be 
ſufficient for him: and be thou an Las to him-from his ene- 

mies. And of-Levi he ſaid, Let thy Thummim and thy 
Urim be with thy holy one, whom thou didſt prove at 
Maffah, and with whom thou didſt ſtrive at the waters of 
Meribah ; who ſaid unto his father and to his mother, I 
have not feen him, neither did he acknowledge his brethren, 
nor knew his own children; for they have obſerved thy 
word, and kept thy covenant. They ſhall teach Jacob thy 
judgments, and Ifrael thy law: they ſhall put incenſe before 
thee, and whole hurnt-facrifice upon thine altar. Bleſs, 
Lord, his ſubſtance, and accept the work of his hands: 


ſmite through the loins of them that riſe againſt him, and f 


them that hate him, that they riſe not again. And of Ben- 
amin he ſaid, The beloved of the Lord ſhall dwell in ſafet7 
him: and the Lord thall cover him all the ef long, and 


| he ſhall dwell between his ſhoulders. And of Joſeph he 


laid, Bleſſed of the Lord be his land, for the precious 
things of heaven, for the dew, and for the deep that touch- 
eth beneath. And for the precious fruits brought forth by 
the ſun, and for the precious things put forth by the moon, 
and for the chief things of the ancient mountains, and for 
the precious things of the laſting hills. And for the pre- 
cious things of the earth, and fulneſs thereof, and for the 
good-will of him that dwelt in the buſh : let the bleſſing 
come upon the head of Joſeph, and upon the top of the 
head of him that was ſeparated from his brethren. His 
glory is like the firſtling of his bullock, and his horns are 

like the horns of unicorns: with them he ſhall puff the 
people together to the * of the earth: and they are 2 
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ten thouſands of Ephraim, and they are the thouſands of 
Manaſſeh. And of Zebulun he ſaid, Rejoice, Zebulun, in 
thy going out, and, Iffachar, in thy tents. - They ſhall call 
the people unto the mountain, there they ſhall offer ſacri- 
fices of righteouſnels : for they {hall ſuck of the abundance 
of the ſeas, and of treaſures hid in the ſand. And of Gad he 
ſaid; Bleſſed be he that enlargeth Gad: he dwelleth as a 
lion, and teateth the arm with the crown of the head. 
And he provided the firſt part for himſelf, becauſe there, in 
a portion of the law- giver was he ſeated: and he came with 
the heads of the people, he executed the juſtice of the 
Lord, and his judgments with Iſrael. And of Dan he ſaid, 
Dan is a lion's whelp: he ſhall leap from Baſhan. And of 
Naphtali he ſaid, Naphtali, ſatisfied with favour, and 
full with the bleſſing of the Lord: poſſeſs thou the weſt, and 
the ſouth. ' And of Aſher he ſaid, Let Aſher be bleſſed 
with children; let him be acceptable to his brethren, and let 
him dip his foot in oil. Thy {hoes ſhall be iron and braſs ; 
and as thy days, ſo ſhall thy ſtrength be. There is none 
like unto the God of Jeſhurun, who rideth upon the heaven 


in thy help, and in his excellency on the ſky. The eternal

IF ye walk in my ſtatutes, and keep my commandments, 
and do them; then I will give you rain in due ſeaſon, and 
the land ſhall yield her increaſe ; and the trees of the field 
ſhall yield their fruit. And your threſhing ſhall reach unto 
the vintage, 'and the vintage ſhall reach unto the ſowing 
time: and ye {hall eat your bread to the full, and dwell in 
your land fafely.

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trary unto me; then I will walk contrary unto you alfo in 
fury; and I, even I will chaſtiſe you ſeven times for your 
ſins. And ye ſhall eat the fleſh of your ſons, and the fleſh 
of pou daughters ſhall ye eat. And I will deſtroy your 
high places, and cut down your images, and caſt your car- 
caſes upon the carcaſes of your idols, and my foul ſhall 
abhor 5 — And I will make your cities waſte, and bring 
your ſanctuaries unto deſolation, and T will not ſmell the 
ſavour of your ſweet odours. And I will bring the land into 
deſolation: and your enemies which dwell therein ſhall be 
aſtoniſhed at it. And I will ſcatter you among the heathen,

Thy ſons and thy daughters ſhall be given 
unto another people, and thine eyes ſhall look and fail with 
longing for them all the day long: and there ſhall be no 
might in thine hand, The fruit of thy land, and all thy 
labours; ſhall a nation which thou knoweſt not eat up; and 
thou ſhalt be only“ oppreſſed and cruſhed alway : fo that 
thou ſhalt be mad for the ſight of thine eyes which thou 
{halt ſee. The Lord ſhall ſaite thee. in the knees and in 
the legs with a ſore botch that cangot” be healed, from the 
ſole of thy foot unto the top of thy head. The Lord ſhall 
bring thee, and thy king which thou thalt ſet over thee, 
unto'a nation which neither thou nor thy fathers have 
known ; and there ſhalt thou ſerve other gods, wood and 
ſtone; And thou ſhalt become an aſtoniſhment, a proverb; 
and a by-word among all nations whither the Lord (hall lead 
thee, Thou (ſhalt carry much ſeed but into the field, and 
ſhalt gather but little in: for the locuſts thall conſume it. 
Thou ſhalt plant vineyards and dreſs them, but ſhalt neither 
drink of the wine, nor gather the grapes: for the worms 
ſhall eat them. Thou ſhalt have olive trees throughout all 
thy coaſts, but thou ſhalt not anoint thyſelf with the oil: 
ſor thine olive ſhall caſt his fruit. Thou ſhalt beget ſons 
and daughters, but thou ſhalt not enjoy them: for they ſhall 
go into captivity. All thy trees and fruit of thy land ſhall 
the locuſts conſume. The ſtranger that is within thee ſhall 
get up above thee very high; and thou ſhalt come doun 
very low. He ſhall lend to thee, and thou ſhalt not lend 
to him: he ſhall be the head, and thou ſhalt be the tail. 


Moreover all theſe curſes ſhall come upon thee,” and ſhaft 


rue thee, and overtake thee, till thou be deſtroyed: 
— chou hearkenedſt not unto the voice of the Lord thy 
God, to keep his commandmentsꝰ and his ſtatutes which he 
commanded thee. And they ſhall be upon thee for a ſign 
and for a wonder, and upon thy ſeed for ever. Becauſe 
thou ſervedſt not the Lord thy God with joyfulneſs and with 
ladneſs of heart, for the abundance of all things; there- 
ore ſhalt thou ſerve thine enemies which the Lord ſhall 
ſend againſt thee, in hunger, and in thirſt, and in naked - 


neſs, and in want of all things: and he ſhall put a yoke of 


iron upon thy neck, until he have deſtroyed thee. The 
Lord ſhall bring a nation againſt thee from far, from the end 
of the earth, as ſwift as the eagle flieth; a; nation whoſe 
tongue thou {halt not underſtand; a nation of fierce coun - 
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tenance, which ſhall not regard the perſon of the old, nor 


ſhew favour to the young: and he ſhall eat the fruit of thy 


cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until thou be deſtroyed: 
which alſo ſhall not leave thee either corn, wine, or oil, or 
the increaſe of thy kine, or flocks of thy ſheep, until he have 
deſtroyed thee. And he ſhall beſiege thee in all thy gates, 
until thy high and fenced walls come down, wherein thou 
truſtedſt, throughout all thy land; and he ſhall beſiege thee 
in all thy gates throughout all thy land which the Lord thy 
God hath given thee, And thou ſhalt eat the fruit of thine own 
body, the fleſh of thy ſonaand of thy daughters which the Lord 
thy God hath given thee, in the ſiege and in the ſtraitneſs 


 wherewith thine enemies ſhall diſtreſs thee: ſo that the man 


that is tender amongyou and very delicate, his eye ſhall be evil 
toward his brother, and toward the wife of his boſom, and 
toward the remnant of his children which he ſhall leave: 
fo that he will not give to any of them of the fleſh of his 
children whom he ſhall eat: ſe he hath nothing leſt 


him in the ſiege and in the ſtraitneſs wherewith thine ene- 
mies ſhall diſtreſs thee in all thy gates. The tender and 


delicate woman among you, which would not adventure to 
ſet the ſole of her foot upon the ground for delicateneſs and 
tenderneſs, her eye ſhall be evil toward the huſbind of her 
boſom, and toward her ſon, and toward her daughter. 
And toward her young one that cometh out from between 
her feet, and toward her children which the ſhall bear: for 
ſhe ſhall eat them for want of all things ſecretly in the ſiege 
and ſtraitneſs wherewith thine enemy ſhall diſtreſs thee in 
thy gates. If thou wilt not obſerve to do all the words of 
this law that are written in this book, that thou mayeſt fear 
this glorious and fearful name, THE LORD THY 
GOD; then the Lord will make thy plagues wonderful, 

and the 'plagues of thy ſeed, even great plagues, and of 
long continuance, -'and ſore ſickneſſes, and of long con- 
tinuance. Moreover be will bring upon thee all the diſeaſes 
of Egypt, which thou waſt afraid of; and they ſhall cleave 
unto thee.” Alſo every ſickneſs and every plague which is 


not written in the book of this law, them will the Lord 


bring upon thee, until thou be deſtroyed. And ye ſhall 
be Ea few in number, whereas ye were as the ſtars of 
heaven for multitude; becauſe thou wouldeſt not obey the 


voice of the Lord thy God. And it ſhall come to pals, 
that as the Lord rejoiced over you to do you good, and to 


multiply you; ſo the Lord will rejoice over you to deſtroy 
you, ard to bring you to nought: and ye ſhall be plucked 
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from off the land whither thou goeſt to poſſeſs it. And the 
Lord ſhall ſcatter thee among all people, from the one end 
of the earth even unto the other; and there thou ſhalt ſerve 
other Gods, which neither thou nor thy fathers have 
known, even wood and ſtone. And among theſe nations 
ſhalt thou find no eaſe, neither ſhall the ſole of thy foot 
have reſt : but the Lord ſhall give thee there 'a trembli 
heart, and failing of eyes, and forrow of mind: and thy lite 
ſhall hang in doubt before” thee : and thou ſhalt fear day 
and night, and ſhalt have none affurance of thy lite. In 
the morning thou ſhalt fay, Would God it were even: and 
at even thou ſhalt ſay, Would God it were morning; for 
the fear of thine heart wherewith thou ſhalt fear, and for 
the fight of thine eyes which thou ſhalt ſee. - And the Lord 
ſhall bring thee into 'Egypt again with ſhips, by the way 
whereof Tipake unto thee, thou ſhalt Tee it no more again: 
and there ye ſhall be fold unto your enemies for bond-men 
and bondwomen, and no man ſhall buy you. | 
enn, Mg Deut.

FPriropletic diſcourſes of Balaam. 

AND the children of Ifrael ſet forward, and pitched in 
the plains of Moab, on this ſide Jordan by Jericho. And 
Balak the ſon of Zippor ſaw all that Iſrael had done to the 
Amorites. And Moab was ſore afraid of the people, becauſe 
they were many: and Moab was diſtreſſed becauſe of the 
children of Iſrael. And Moab faid unto the elders of Mi- 
dian, Now ſhall this company lick up all that are round 
about us, as the ox licket up the grals of the field. And 
Balak the fon of Zippor was king of the Moabites at that 
time. He ſent meſſengers therefore unto Balaam the ſon 
of Beor, to Pethor, which is by the river of the land of the 
children of his people, to call him, faying, Behold, there 
is 4 people come out from Egypt: behold, they cover the 
face of the earth, and they abide over againſt me: come 
now therefore, I pray thee, curſe me this people; for they 
are too mighty for me: peradventure I ſhall prevail that we 
may {mite them, and that I may drive them out of the land. 
for I' wot that he whom thou bleſſeſt is bleſſed, and he 
whom thou curſeſt is curſed, And the elders of Moab, and 
theelders of Midian departed with the rewards of divina- 
tion in their hand: and they came unto Balaam, and ſpake 
unto him the words of Balak, And he faid unto you 
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doe here this night, and I will bring you word again as 
the Lord ſhall bat unto me: and the (princes. of Moab 
abode with Balaam. And God came unto Balaam, and 
ſaid, What men are theſe; with thee? And Balaam faid 
_ unto God, Balak the ſon of Zippor, king of Moab, hath 


ſent unto me, ſaying, Behold, there is a people come out of 
Egypt, which covereth the face of the earth: come now,

curle-me'them ;. peradventure 1 {hall be able to overcome 


them, and drive them out. And God ſaid unto. Balaam, 


Thou ſhalt not go with them, thou ſhalt not curſe the peo- 
ple: for they are bleſſed. And Balaam roſe up in the 


morning, and ſaid unto the princes of Balak, Get you into 


your land: for the Lord retuſeth to give me leave to go 


with you. And the princes of Moab roſe up, and they 
went unto Balak, and ſaid, Balaam refuſeth to come with 


us. And Balak ſent yet again princes more, and more ho- 
nourable than they. And they came to Balaam, and ſaid to 
him, Thus faith Balak the ſon of Zippor, Let nothing, I 


pray thee, hinder thee from coming unto me: for 1 will 


promote thee unto very great honour, and I will do what- 


ſoever thou ſayeſt. unto me. Come therefore, I pray thee, 
curſe me this people. And Balaam anſwered and ſaid unto 
the ſervants of Balak, If Balak would give me his houſe full 
of ſilver and gold, I cannot go beyond the word of the Lord 
my God, to do leſs or more. Now therefore, I pray you, tarry 
ye alſo hete this night, that I may know what the Lord 


will ſay unto me more. And God came unto Balaam at 


night, and ſaid unto him, If the men come to call thee, riſe 
up, and go with them; but yet the word which I ſhall ſay 
unto thee, that ſhalt thou do. And Balaam roſe up in the 
morning, and ſaddled his aſs, and went with the princes of 
Moab. And, God's anger was kindled becauſe he went: 
and the angel of the Lord ſtood in the way for an adverſary 
againſt him. Now he was riding upon his aſs, and his two 
ſervants were with him. And the aſs. {aw the angel of the 
Lord ſtanding in the way, and his ſword drawn in his hand: 
and the aſs turned aſide out of the way, and went into the 
field. - And Balaam ſmote the aſs to turn her into the way. 
But the angel of the Lord ſtood in a path of the vineyards, 
a wall being on this fide, and a wall on that fide. And 
when the als ſaw the angel of the Lord, ſhe thruſt herſelf 
unto the wall, and -crulhed Balaam's foot againſt. the wall. 
And he ſmote her again. And the angel ot/the. Lord went 
further, and ſtood in a narrow place, where was no way to 
turn either to the right hand or to the leſt.

And the angel of the Lord faid unto him, 
Wherefore haſt thou ſmitten thine aſs theſe three times? ' 
behold, I went out to withſtand thee, becauſe thy way is 
perverſe before me: and the aſs ſaw me, and turned from 
me theſe three times: unleſs ſhe had turned from me, 
ſurely now alſo I had {lain thee, and ſaved her alive. And 
Balaam ſaid unto the angel of the Lord, I have ſinned; for 
I knew not that thou ſtoodeſt in the way againſt me : now 
therefore if it diſpleaſe thee, Iwill get me back again. And 
the angel of the Lord ſaid unto Balaam, Go with the men: 
but only the word that I ſhall ſpeak unto thee, that thou 
ſhalt ſpeak. So Balaam went with the princes of Balak. 
And when Balak heard that Balaam was come, he went 
out to meet him unto a city of Moab, which is in the bor- 
der of Arnon, which is in the utmoſt coait. . And Balak 
{aid unto Balaam, Did I not earneſtly ſend unto thee to 
call thee? wherefore cameſt thou not unto me? am I net 
able indeed to promote thee to honour? And Balaam ſaid 
unto Balak, Lo, I am come unto thee: have I now any power 
at all to ſay any thing? the word that God putteth in my 
mouth, that ſhall I ſpeak, And Balaam went with Balak, 
Md they came unto Kirjath-huzoth.

T HE burden of Babylon, which Iſaiah the ſon of Amoz 


did ſee. Lift ye up a banner upon the high mountain, exalt 


the voice unto them, ſhake the hand, that they may go into 


the gates of the nobles. - I have commanded my ſanctified 


ones, I have alſo called my mighty ones for mine anger, even 
them that rejoice in my highneſs. The noiſe off multi- 


tude in the mountains, like as of a great people; a, tumul- 
tuous noiſe of the kingdoms of nations gathered together:

the Lord of hoſts: muſtereth the hoſt of the battle. They

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come from a far country, from the end of heaven, even the 
Lord, and the weapons of his indignation, to deſtroy the. 
whole land. Howl ye: for the day of the Lord is at hand: 
it ſhall gome as a definuttion from the Almighty, Therefore 
ſhall, all hands be faint, and every man's heart ſhall melt. 
And they ſhall be afraid : pangs and ſorrows ſhall take. hold 
of them: they ſhall be in pain as a woman that travaileth ;

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THE wort that the Lord fpake againft Babylon and 
againſt the land of the Chaldeans by Jeremiah the prophet, 
Declare ye among the nations, and publiſh, and ſet upa ſta n- 
dard ; publiſh, and conceal not : fay, Babylon is taken, Bel 
is confounded, Merodach is broken in pieces ; her idols are 
confounded, her images are broken in pieces, For out of 
the north there cometh up a nation againſt her, which ſhall 
make her land deſolate, and none ſhalt dwell therein: they 
ſhall remove, they ſhalt depart, both man and beaſt. In 
thoſe days and in that time, faith the Lord, the children of 
Tfraet ſhall come, they and the children of Judah together, 
going, and weeping: they fhall go, aud feek the Lord their 
ed. They ſhall aſk their way to Zion with their faces thi- 
therward, faying, Come, and let us join ourſelves to the 
Lord in a perpetual covenant that ſhall not be forgotten.

that paſs over the ſea, have repleniſhed. And by great wa- 
ters the ſeed of Sihor, the harveſt of the river, is her revenue: 
and ſhe is a mart of nations. Be thou aſhamed, O Zidon: 
for the ſea hath ſpoken, even the ſtrength of the ſea, ſay- 
ing, I travail not, nor bring forth children, neither do [ 
nouriſh up young men, nor bring up virgins. ' As at the re- 
port concerning Egypt, ſo ſhall they be forely pained at the 
report of Tyre.

Moab ſhall howl over Nebo, and over Miekeba; on all their 
heads ſhall be baldneſs, and every beard cut off. In their 
ſtreets they ſhall gird themſelves with ſackcloth: on the tops 
of their houſes and in their ſtreets every one ſhall howl, 
weeping abundantly. And Heſhbon ſhali cry, and Elealeh : 
their voice ſhall be heard even unto Jahaz: therefore the 
armed ſoldiers of Moab fhall cry out; his life {hall be 

ie vous unto him. My heart ſhall cry out for Moab: his 
8 ſhall» flee unto Zoar, an heifer of three years old:

cry of deſtruction. For the waters of Nimrim ſhall be defo- 
late: for the hay is withered away, the grafs faileth, there 
is no green thing. Therefore the abundance they have 
gotten, and that which they have laid up, ſhall they carry 
away to the brock of the willows. For the cry is gone round 
about the borders of Moab: the howling thereof unto Eg- 
him, and the howling thereof unto Beerelim. For the

Let mine outcaſts dwell 
with thee, Moab; be thou a covert to them from the face 
of the ſpoiler : for the extortioner is at an end, the ſpoiler 
ceaſeth, the opprefſors are conſumed out of the land. And 
in mercy ſhalt the throne be eſtabliſhed; and he ſhall fit 
upon it in truth in the tabernacle of David, judging and 
ſeeking judgment, and - haſting righteouſneſs.

Moab is 
deſtroyed ; her little ones have cauſed, a cry to be heard, 
For in the going up of Luhjth continual weeping ſhall go 
up; for in the going down of Horonaim the enemies have 
heard a cry of- deſtruction. Flee, ſave your lives, and be 
like the heath in the wilderneſs. For becauſe thou hzſt 
truſted in thy works and in thy treaſures; thou ſhalt alſo 
be taken: and Chemoſh ſhall go forth into captivity with 


his prieſts and his princes together. And the ſpoiler ſhall 


come upon every city, and no city ſhall eſcape ; the valley 


alſo ſhall periſh, and the plain ſhall be deſtroyed, as the 
Lord hath ſpoken, Give wings unto Moab, that it may 


flee and get away; for the cities thereof ſhall be deſolate, 
without any to dwell therein, Curſed be he that doeth the 


work of the Lord deceitfully, and curſed be he that 12 85 


back his ſword from blood. Moab hath been at eaſe from 
his youth, and he hath ſettled on his lees, and hath not 


been emptied from veſſel to veſſel, neither hath he gone 


into captivity: therefore his taſte remained in him, and 


his ſcent is not changed.

The mirth 
of tabrets ceaſeth, the noiſe of them that rejoice endeth, the- 
joy of the harp ceaſeth. They ſhall not drink wine with a 
ſong; ſtrong drink ſhall be bitter to them that drink it. 
The city of confuſion is broken down : every houſe is ſhut 
up, that no man may come in.

the ſorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for to ſhew the king his 
dreams. 80 they came and ſtood before the king. And 
the king ſaid unto them, I have dreamed a dream, and my 
ipirit was troubled to know the dream. Then ſpake the 


Chaldeans to the king in Syriack, O king, live for ever: 


tell thy ſervants the dream, and we will ſhew the interpre- 
tation. The king anſwered and ſaid to the Chaldeans, The 
thing is gone from me: if ye will not make known unto me 
the dream with the interpretation thereof, ye ſhall be cut in 


| 5 and your houſes ſhall be made a dunghill. But if ye 


the dream, and the interpretation thereof, ye ſhall 
receive of me gifts, and rewards, and great honour: there- 
fore ſhem me the dream, and the interpretation thereof. 


They anſwerod again and ſaid, Let the king tell his ſervants

Then Daniel went to 
his houſe, and made the thing known to Hananiah, Mi- 
ſhael, and Azariah, his companions: that they would deſire 
mercies of the God of heaven concerning this ſecret; that 
Daniel and his fellows ſhould not periſh with the Teſt 
of the wiſe men of Babylon. Then was the ſecret” re- 
vealed” unto Daniel in a night viſion. - Then Daniel 
bleſſed the God of heaven: bleſſod be the name of 
God for ever and ever: for wiſdom and might are his: 
and he changeth the times and the ſeaſons; he removeth 
kings, and ſetteth up kings: he giveth wiſdom unto the 
wiſe, and knowledge to them that xnow underſtanding: he 
revealeth the deep and ſecret things: he knoweth what is 
in the darkneſs, and the light dwelleth with him. I thank 
thee, and praiſe thee, O thou God of my fathers, who haſt 
given me wiſdom and might, and haſt made known unto 
me now what we deſired of thee : for thou haſt now made 
known unto us the king's matter.

This image's head was of fine 
gold, his breaſt and his arms of ſilver, his belly and his 
thighs of braſs; his legs of iron, his feet part of iron and part 
of clay Thou ſaweſt till that a ſtone was cut out without 
hands, which ſmote the image upon his feet that were of 
ion and clay, and brake them to pieces, Then was the 
iron, the clay, the braſs, the ſilver, and the gold, broken to 
pieces together, and became like the chaff of the ſummer 
threſhing floors; and the wind carried them away, that no 
place was found for them: and the ſtone that ſmote the 
image became a great mountain, and filled the whole earth.

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ſaweſt that the ſtone was cut out of the mountain without 
hands, and that it brake in pieces the iron, the braſs; the 
clay, the filver, and * ; the great God hath made 
known to the king what ſhall come to paſs. heteaſter: and 
the dream is certain, and the interpretation thereof ſure. 
Then the king Neouchadnezzat fell upon his face and 
worſhipped Daniel, and commanded that they ſhould offer 
an oblation and ſweet, odours, unto him The king anſwered 
unto Daniel, and faid, Of a truth it is that your God is a 
God of Gods, and a Lord of kings, and a revealer of ſecrets, 
ſeeing thou couldeſt reveal this ſetret. Then the king — 
Daniel a great man, and gave hitn many great gifts, an- 
made him ruler over the whole province of Babylon, and 
chief of the governors over all the wiſe men — Babylon.

NEBUCHADNETLZAR the king, unto all people, 
nations, and languages that dwell in all the earth, Peace be 
multiplied unto you.

How great are his figns.! and how mighty ate his wonders? 
his kingdom z an everlaſtitig kingdom, and his dominion is 
from generation to generation, I Nebuchadnezzar was at 
reſt in mine houſe, and flouriſning in my palace: I ſaw a 
dream which made me afraid, and the thoughts upon my bed. 
and the viſions of my head troubled me. Therefore made I 
a decree, to bring in all the wiſe- men of Babylon before me, 
that they might make known unto me the interpretation of 
the dream. Then came in the magicians, the aſtrologers, 
the Chaldeans and the ſoothſayers: and I told the dream 
before them; but they did not make known to me the 
interpretation thereof. But at the lat Daniel came in before 
me (whoſe name was Belteſhazzar, according to the name of 
my God, and in whom is the ſpirit of the holy gods) and 
before him I told the dream, faymg, O Belteſhazzar, maſter 
of the magicians, becauſe I know that the ſpirit of the holy 
Gods is in thee, and no ſecret troubleth thee, tell me the 
viſions of my dream that I have ſeen, and the interpretation 
thereof. Thus were'the viſions of mine head in my bed: I

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a, and behold & tree in the midſt of the earth, and the 
height thereof was great. The tree „and was ſtrong, 


and the height thereof reached unto heaven, and the ſight

were fair, and the fruit thereof much, and in it was meat for 
dll: the beaſts of the field had ſhadow under it, and the 
fowls of the heaven dwelt in the boughs thereof, and all 
fleſh was fed of it. I ſaw in the viſions of my head upon 
my bed, and behold, a wateher, and an holy one came 
down from heaven. He cried aloud, and ſaid thus, Hew 
down the tree, and cut off his branches, ſhake off his leaves, 
and ſcatter his fruit; let the beaſts get away from under it, 
and the fowls from his branches. Nevertheleſs, leave the 
ſtump of his roots in the earth, even with a band of iron 
alld braſs, in the tender graſs of the field, and let it be wet 
with the dew of heaven, and let his portion be with the 
beaſts in the graſs of the earth. Let his heart be changed 
from man's, and let a beaſt's heart be given unto him, and let 
ſeven times paſs over him. This matter is by the decree of 
the watchers, and the demand by the word of the hol 

ones: to the intent that the living may know that the moſt 


High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth it to . 


whomſoever he will, and ſetteth up over it the baſeſt of men. 
This dream 1 king Nebuchadnezzar have ſeen: now thou, 
O Belteſhazzar, declare the interpretation thereof, foraſmuch 
as all the wiſe men of my kingdom are not able to make 


knoun unto me the interpretation: but thou art able, for 


the ſpirit of the holy gods is in thee. Then Daniel (whoſe 
name was Belteſhazzar) was aſtoniſhed for one hour, and his 
thoughts troubled him: the king ſpake and ſaid, Belteſhazzar, 


let not the dream, or the interpretation thereof trouble 


thee. Belteſhazzar anſwered and ſaid, My lord, the dream 
be to them that hate thee, and the interpretation thereof to 
thine enemies. The tree that thou ſaweſt, which: grew, and 
was ſtrong; whoſe height reached unto the heaven, and the 
fight thereof to all the earth; whoſe leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was meat for alb; under 
which the beaſts of the field dwelt, and upon whoſe branches 
the fois of the heaven had their habitation: it is thou, O 
king, that art groum and become ſtrong: for thy greatneſs 
is grown and reacheth unto heaven, and thy dominion to 
the end of the earth. And whereas the king ſaw a watcher, 
and an holy one coming doun from heaven, and ſaying,

The king ſpake, and 
aid, Is not this great Babylon that I have built for the 
houſe of the — by the might of my power, and for 
the honour of my niajeſty ? While the word was in thekings 
mouth, there fel} a voice from heaven, ſaying, O king Ne- 


buchadnezzar, to thee it is ſpoken, the kingdom is deputelt 


from. thee.” And they ſhall drive thee from men, and thy 
dwelling ſhall be with the beaſts of the field: they*ſh 
make thee to eat graſs as onen, and ſeven times ſhall pas 
over thee, until thou know that the moſt High ruleth in 
the kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomſoever he will.

and he was driven from men, and did eat graſs as oxen, and his 
body was wet with the dew of heaven, till his hairs were grown 
like eagles feathers, and his nails like birds claus. And at 
the end of the days, I Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes 
unto heaven, and mine underſtanding returned unto me, atid-

nion, and his kingdom is from generation to generation. 
And all the inhabitants of the earth are feputed as nothing: 
and he doeth according to his will in the army of heaven, and 
among the inhabitants of the earth: and none can ſtay his 
hand, or ſay unto him, What doeſt thou?

' Daniel's viſion of a man clothed with linen. 


IN the third year of Cyrus king of Perſia a thing was 
revealed unto Daniel, whoſe name_was called Belteſhazzar ; 
and the thing was true, but the time appointed was long: 
and he underſtood the thing, and had underſtanding of 18 
viſion. In thoſe days I Daniel was mourning three full 
weeks. I ate no pleaſant bread, neither came fleſh nor 
wine in my mouth, neither did I anoint myſelf at all, till 


three whole weeks were fulfilled. And in the four and 


twentieth day of the firſt month, as I was by the ſide of the 
great river, which is Hiddekel ; then I lifted up mine 


eyes, and looked, and behold, a certain man clothed in 


linen, whole loins were girded with fine gold of Uphaz: 
his body alſo was like the beryl, and his face as the 
appearance. of lightning, and his eyes as lamps of fire, 
and his arms and his feet like in colour to poliſhed 
braſs, and the voice of his words like the voice of a mul- 


- titude. And I Daniel alone ſaw the viſion : for the men 


that were with me ſaw not the viſion ; but a great quaking 
fell upon them, ſo that they fled to hide themſelves. 
Therefore I was left alone, and ſaw this great viſion, and 
there remained no ſtrength in me; for my comelineſs was 
turned in me into corruption, and I retained no ſtrength, 
Vet heard 1 the voice of his words: and when J heard the 
voice of his words, then was I in a deep ſleep on my face, 
i bold. an hand 


touched me, which ſet me upon my knees, and upon the 
palms of my hands. And he ſaid unto me, O Daniel, a 
man greatly beloved, underſtand the words that I ſpeak unto

thee, and ſtand upright ; for unto! thee am I now * 
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And when he had ſpoken this word unto me, I ſtood 
trembling. Then ſaid he unto me, Fear not, Daniel: for 
from the firſt: day that thou didſt ſet thine heart to under- 
ſtand,” and to chaſten thyſelf before thy God, thy words 
were heard; and I am come for thy words. But the prince 
of the kingdom of Perſia withſtood me one and twenty days: 
but lo, Michael, one of the chief princes, came to help 
me; and I remained there with the kings of Perſia, Now 
I am come to make thee underſtand what ſhall befal thy 
ople in the latter days: for yet the viſion is for many 
days. And when he had ſpoken ſuch words unto me, I ſet 
my face toward the ground, and I became dumb. And 
behold, one like the ſimilitude of the ſons of men, touched 
my lips: then I opened my mouth, and ſpake, and ſaid 
unto him that ſtood before me, O my lord, by the viſion 
my ſorrows are turned upon me, and 1 have retained no 
ſtrength. For how can the ſervant of this my lord, talk 
with this my lord? for as for me, ſtraightway there re- 
mained no ſtrength in me, neither is there breath left in 
me. Then there came again and touched me one like the 
appearance of a man, and he ſtrengthened me, and ſaid, O 
man greatly beloved, fear not! peace be unto thee, be 
ſtrong, yea, be ſtrong. And when he had ſpoken unto me, 
I was ſtrengthened, and ſaid, Let my lord ſpeak: for thou 
haſt ſtrengthened me. Then ſaid he, Knoweſt thou where- 
fore I come unto thee ? and now will I return to fight with 
the prince of Perſia: and when I am gone forth, lo, the 
prince of Grecia ſhall come. But I will ſhew /thee that 
which is noted in the ſcripture of truth: and there is 
none that holdeth with me in theſe things, but Michael 
your prince. | 
Allo I, in the firſt year of Darius the Mede, even I, ſtood 
to confirm and to ſtrengthen him. And now will I ſhew 
thee the truth. | Behold, there ſhall ſtand up yet three 
kings in Perſia, and the fourth ſhall be far richer than they 
all: and by his ſtrength through his riches he ſhall ſtir u 
all againſt the realm of Grecia. And a mighty king ſhall 
ſtand up, that ſhall rule with great dominion, and do ac- 
cording to his will, And when he ſhall ſtand up, his king- 
dom ſhall be broken, and ſhall be divided toward the four 
vinds of heaven; and not to his poſterity, nor according to 
is dominion which he ruled: for his kingdom ſhall be | 
* dlucked up, even for others beſide thoſe. And the — 
1 of the ſouth ſhall be ſtrong, and one of his princes: and 
ne ſhall be ſtrong above him, and have dominion ; his

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dominion ſhall be a great dominion. And in the end of 


years: they {hall join themſelves together: for the king's 
daughter of the ſouth ſhall come th the king of the north 
te make an agreement: but ſhe ſhall not retain; the power 
of the arm: neither ſhall he ſtand, nor his arm; but ſhe 
Mall be given up, and they that brought her, and he that 
begat her, and he that firengthened her in theſe times. 
But out of a branch of her roots ſhall one ſtand up in his 
eſtate; which ſhall come with an army, and ſhall enter into 
the fortreſs of the king of the north, and ſhall deal againſt 
them, and ſhall prevail: and ſhall alſo carry captives into 
Egypt their gods, with their princes, and with their precious 
veſſels of filver and of gold: and he ſhall continue more 
ears than the king of the north. So the king of the ſouth 
all come into his kingdom, and ſhall return into his own 
land. But his {ons ſhall be ſt irred up, and ſhall aſſemble x 
multitude of great forces: and one ſhalb certain come, and 
overflow, and paſs through: then ſhall he return, and be 
ſtixred up even to his fortreſs. And the king of the ſouth 
ſhall be moved with choler, and ſhall- come forth and fight 
with him, even with the king of the north: andchefthall fet 
forth a great multitude ; but the multitude ſhall he given 
into his hand. And when he hath taken oo the multi- 
tude; his heart ſhall be lifted up, and he: ſhall caſt down 
many ten thouſands; but he ſhall not be: ſtrengthened by 
it, For the king of the north hall return, and ſhall ſet 
forth à multitude greater than the former, and ſhall cer- 
tainly come after certain years with a great army, and with 
much riches. And in thoſe times there ſhall many ſtand 
_ up, againſt the king of the ſouth; alſo the robbers of thy 
* 7 ſhall exalt themſelves to eſtabliſh the vißon; but 
they ſhall fall. So the king of the north ſhall come and caſt 
1 mount, and take the moſt fenced cities: and the arms 
of. the ſouth ſhall not withſtand, neither his choſen people, 
neither; ſhall- there be any ſtrength to. withſtand, ' But he 
that cometh againſt him thall do according to his own will, 
and none ſhall ſtand before him: and he ſhall ſtand in the 
ee land, which by his hand ſhall be conſumed. He 
II alſo ſet, his face to enter with the ſtrength of his whole 
kingdom: and upright ones with him; thus ſhall he do:

UNT O Darius the king, all peace. Be it known unto 
the king, that we went into the province of Judea, to the 
houſe of the great God, which is builded with great ſtones, 
and timber is laid in the walls, and this work goeth faſt 
on, and proſpereth in their hands. Then aſked we thoſe 
elders, and faid unto them thus, Who commanded you to 
build this houſe, and to make up theſe walls? we aſked 
their names alſo, to certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief of them. And thus 
they returned us anſwer, ſaying, We are the ſervants of 


the God of heaven and earth, and build the houſe that was 


builded'theſe many years ago, which a great king of Iſrael 
' builded, and ſet up. But after that our fathers had provoked 
the God of heaven unto wrath, he gave them into the hand 
of Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon, the Chaldean, who 
deſtroyed this houſe, and carried the people away into 
Babylon. But in the firſt year of Cyrus the king of Baby- 
Jon, the ſame king Cyrus made a decree to build this houſe 
of God, And the veſſels alſo of gold and ſilver, of the 
houſe of God, which Nebuchadnezzar took out of the 
temple that was in Jeruſalem, and brought them into the 
temple of Babylon, thoſe did Cyrus the king take out of the 
temple of Babylon, and they were delivered unto one whoſe 
name was Sheſhhazzar, whom he had made governor : and 
ſaĩd unto him, Take theſe veſſels, go, carry them into the 
temple that is in Jeruſalem, and let the houſe of God be 
builded in his place.

And I, even I Artaxerxes the king, do make a decree to all 
the treaſurers which are beyond the river, that whatſoever 
Ezra the prieſt, the ſcribe of the law of the God of heaven, 
(hall require of you, it be done ſpeedily, unto an hundred 
talents of filver, and to an hundred meaſures of wheat, and 
to an hundred baths of wine, and to an hundred baths of 
oil, and falt without preſcribing how much. Whatſoever 
is commanded by the God of Petter; let it be — 
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done for the houſe of the God of heaven : for why ſhould 


there be wrath. againſt the realm of the king and his ſons ? 
Alſo we certify you, that touching any of the prieſts and 
Levites, ſingems, porters, | Nethinims, or | miniſters of this 
houſe of God, it ſhall not be lawful to impoſe toll, tribute, 
or cuſtom upon them. And thou, Ezra, after the wiſdom 
. of thy God that is in thine hand, ſet magiſtrates and judges, 
which may judge all the people that are beyond the river, 
all fuch as know the laws of thy God; and teach ye them 
that know them not. And whoſoever will not do the law of 
thy God, and the law of the king, let judgment be executed 
ſpeedily upon him, whether it be unto death, or to ba- 
niſument, or to confiſcation of goods, or to impriſonment, 
rg” , ” | we 40 Ezra 7.

Hear ye therefore the word of the Lord, all ye of the cap- 
tivity, whom I have ſent from Jeruſatem to Babylon: thus 
ſaith the Lord of hoſts, the God of Iſrael, of Ahab the fon 
of Kolaiah, and of Zedekiah the ſon of Maaſeiah, which 
propheſy a lie unto you in my name: Behold, I will deliver 
them into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon ; 
and he ſhall ſlay them before your eyes; and of them ſhall 
be taken up a curſe by all the captivity. of Judah which are 
in Babylon, ſaying, The Lord make thee like Zedekiah, and 
like Ahab, whom the king of Babylon roaſted in the fire ; 


becauſe | they have committed villany in Iſrael, and have 


committed adultery with their neighbours' wives, and have 
ſpoken lying words in my name, which I have not com- 
manded them: even I know and am a witneſs, ſatth the Lord. 
Thus ſhalt thou alſo ſpeak to Shemaiah the Nehelamite, 
ſaying, Thus ſpeaketh the Lord of hoſts, the God of Iſrael, 
ſaying, Becauſe thou haſt ſent letters in thy name unto all 
the people' that are at Jeruſalem, and to Zephaniah the ſon 
of Maaſeiah the prieſt, and to all the prieſts, ſaying, The 
Lord hath made thee prieſt in the ſtead of Jehoiada the prieſt, 
that ye ſhould be officers in the houſe of the Lord, for every 


man that is mad, and maketh himſelf a prophet, that thou

ITI HE great king Artaxerxes writeth theſe things to the 
TYrinces and 'governors, that are under him from India unto 

thiopia, in an hundred and ſeven and twenty provinces.” 

After that I became lord over many nations, and had domi- 

nion over the whole world, nor lifted up with preſumption' 
ok my authority, but carrying myſelf alway with equity 
1 and mildnets, 1 purpoſed to ſettle my fubjects continually in 
5 a quiet life, and making my kingdom peaceable, and open 
4 for paſſage to the utmoſt coaſts, to renew peace, which is de- 
| fired of all men. Now when I aſked my counſellors how 
[ this might be brought to paſs, Aman, that excelled in wiſ- 
1 : dom among us, and was approved for his conſtant good-will, 
| and ſtedfaff fidelity, and had the honour of the ſecond place 

t 


1 in the kingdom, declared unto us, that in all nations 
j throughout the world there was ſcattered a certain malicious 
| eople, that had laws contrary to all nations, and continu- 
ally deſpiſed the commandments of kings, fo as the uniting 
= of our kingdoms honourably enden by us, cannot go 
| forward. Seeing then we 5 that this people alone 
| is continually in oppoſition unto all men, differing in the 
[ ſtrange manner of their laws, and evil-affe&ed to our ſtate, 
i 5 ; all the miſchief they can, that our kingdom may 
| not be firmly eltabtiſhed ; "therefore have we x: eee 
| that all they that are ſignified in writing unto you by Aman, 
_ " (who is ordained over the affairs, atid is next unto us,) ſhall 
all with their wives and child ebe utterly deſtroyed by the 
| {word of their enemies, without all mercy and pity, the four- 
| teenth day of the twelfth month Adar of this prefent year : 
| that they, who of old, and now allo are malicious, may in 
one day with violence go into the grave, and ſo ever hereafter 
cauſe our affairs to be well ſettled, and without trouble. 
| | e N Eſther 13. 1-8. 
Aaxerxef letter to revoke the former. , 

' THE great king Artaxerxes, unto the princes and go- 
vernotrs of an — and ſeven — — — 
ladia unto Ethfopia, and unto all our faithful ſubjects, 
greeting. Many, the more often they are honoured with the 
great bounty of their gracious princes, the more proud they 
are waxen; and endeavour to hurt not our ſubjects only, but 
not being able to bear abundance, do take in hand to practiſe 
alſo againſt thoſèe that do them good: and take not onl 
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tnankfulneſs away from among men, but alſo lifted up with 
the glorious words of lewd perſons that were never good, 
they think to eſcape the juſtice of God, that ſeeth all things, 
and hateth evil. Oftentimes alſo fair ſpeech of thoſe that 
are put in truſt to manage their friends affairs, hath cauſed 
many that are in authority to be partakers of innocent blood, 
and hath enwrapped them in remedileſs calamities. Beguiling 
with the falſhood and deceit of their lewd diſpoſition, the 
innocency and goodnels of princes. Now ye may lee this, 
as we have declared, not ſo much by ancient hiſtories, as ye 
may, if ye ſearch what hath been wickedly done of late, 
through the peſtilent-behaviour of them that are unworthily 
placed in authority. And we muſt take care for the time to 
come, that our kingdom may be quiet and peaceable for all 
men; both by changing our purpoſes, and always judging 
things that are evident, with more equal proceeding. For 
Aman a Macedonian, the ſon of Amadatha, being indeed a 
ſtranger from the Perſian blood, and far diſtant from our 
goodneſs, and as a ſtranger received of us, had ſo far forth ob- 
tained the favour that we ſhew toward every nation, as that 
he was called our father, and was continually honoured of all 
men, as the next perſon unto the king. But he, not bearing 
his great dignity, went about to deprive us of our kingdom 
and life: having by manifold and cunning deceits, ſought of 
us the deſtruction as well of Mardocheus, who ſaved our life, 
and continually procured our good, as alſo of blameleſs 
Eſther, partaker of our kingdom, with their whole nation. 
For by theſe means he thought, finding us deſtitute of 
friends, to have tranſlated the kingdom of the Perſians to the 
Macedonians. But we find that the Jews, whom this wicked 
wretch hath delivered toutter deſtruction are no evil-doers, but 
live by moſt juſt laws: and that they be children of the moſt 
high and moſt mighty living God, who hath ordered the 
kingdom both unto. us and to our progenitors in the moſt 
excellent manner. Wherefore ye ſhall do well; not to put 


in execution the letters ſent unto you by Aman the fon of 


Amadatha. For he that was the worker of theſe thi is 
hanged at the gates of. Suſa, with all his family: God who 
ruleth all things, ſpeedily rendering vengeance to him accord- 
ing to his deſerts. Therefore ye thall publiſh the copy of 
this letter in all places, that the Jews'may freely live after 
their own laws. And ye ſhall aid them, that even the ſame 
day, being the thirteenth day of the twelfth month Adar, 
they may be avenged on them, who, in the time of their 
affliction, ſhall ſet upon them. For Almighty God hath 
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turned to joy unto them the day, wherein the choſen people 
ſhould have periſhed. Ve ſhall therefore among your ſolemn 
_teaſts keep it an high day with all feaſting : that both new 
and hereatter there may be ſafety to us, and the well- affected 
Perſians ; but to thoſe which do conſpire againſt us, -a me- 
morial of deſtruction. Therefore every city and country 
whatſoever,” which ſhall not do according to theſe things 
ſhall be deſtroyed without mercy, with fire and ſword, and 
ſhall be made not only unpaſſable for men, but alſo moſt 
hateful to wild beaſts and fowls for ever. Eſther 16 chapter,

8 00D ſucceſs be to the Romans, and to the people of 
the Jews, by ſea and by land for ever: the ſword alſo and 

enemy be far from them. If there come firſt any war u 
the Romans, or any of their confederates throughout all their 
dominion, the people of the Jews ſhall help them, as the 
time ſhall be appointed, with all their heart. Neither ſhall 
they give any thing unto them that make war upon them, | 
or aid them with victuals, weapons, money, or ſhips, as it 
hath ſeemed good unto the Romans; but they ſhall keep | 
their covenant without taking any thing therefore. In the | 
fame manner alſo, if war come firſt upon the nation of the | 
Jews, the Romans ſhall help them with all their heart, ac- | 
- cording as the time ſhall be appointed them. Neither ſhall 
victuals be given to them that take part againſt them, or 
weapons, or money, or ſhips, as it hath ſeemed good to the 
| | Romans: but they ſhall keep their covenants, and that with- 
out deceit. According to theſe articles did the Romans make 
a covenant with the people of the Jews. © Howbeit, if here- 
| aſter the one party or the other {hall think meet to add or 
. : diminiſh any thing, they may do it at their pleaſures ; and 
whatſoever they ſhall add or take away, ſhall be ratified. 
And as touching the evils that Demetrius doeth to the Jews, 
we have written unto him, ſaying, Wherefore haſt thou made 
thy yoke heavy upon our friends and confederates the Jews ? 
If therefore they complain any more againſt thee we will 
do them juſtice, and fight with thee by ſea and by land,

KING Ptolemy 'Philopator to his governors in "3 
and all who are appointed over his affairs, grace and health: 
both we and our children are well, the great God proſpering 
our undertakings as we would wiſh. Some of our friends 
through an evil mind frequently applied to us, and perſuaded 
us that the Jews in our dominion had entered into a conſpi- 
racy, and ought to- be puniſhed with ſtrange tortures as 
rebels. Feigning that our affairs would never proſper till 
that was done, becauſe they bare hate to all nations. And 
they led them bound, and tortured them as flaves, or rather 
as traitors, to deſtroy them without any judgment or exa- 
mination, with a cruelty greater than that of the Scythians. 
But we ſeverely threatdved them, inaſmuch as we bear good- 
will to all men, and hardly ſpared their lives: and knowing 
that the God of heaven ſafely protects the Jews, as a father 
who always ſtriveth for his children, and duly conſidering 
the firm and friendly good-will which they have had towards 
us and our anceſtors, we have juſtly acquitted them of every 
thing whatever. And we have ordered all to return to their 
own home, and that no perſon in any place do them an 
injury whatever; neither reptoach them for any thing whi 
has been done wrong againſt them. For know ye, that if 
we deſign evil nl them, or (hall any ways afflitt them, 
we ſhall have not man, but the Lord of all power, the Moſt 
High God againſt us, to revenge thole aëts in every point 
unaveidably for ever. Fare ye well. | 
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The Apoſtles to the churches. 


THE Peak. and elders, and brethren, ſend greeting 
unto the brethren which are of the Gentiles in Antioch, 
and Syria, and Cilicia. Foraſmuch as we have heard, that 
certain which went out from us, have troubled you with 
words, ſubverting your ſouls, ſaying, Ye muſt be circum- 
ciled, and keep the law; to whom we gave no ſuch com- 
mandment.

laid wait ſor the man, I ſent ſtraightway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accuſers alſo, to ſay before thee what

He 
that deſcended is the ſame alſo that aſcended up far above all 
heavens, that he might fill all things. And be gave ſome, 
apoſtles ; and ſome, prophets; and ſome, evangeliſts ; and 
ſome, paſtors and teachers; for the perfecting of the ſaints, 
for the work of the miniſtry, for the edifying of the body of 
Chriſt : till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
meaſure of the ſtature of the fulnels of Chriſt ; that we hence- 
forth be no more children, toſſed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine, by the fleight of men, 
and cunning craftineſs, whereby they lie in wait to deceive: 
but ſpeaking the truth in love, may grow up into him in all 
things, which is the head; even Chriſt: from whom the 
whole body fitly joined together, and compacted by that 
which every joint ſupplieth, according to the effectual work- 
ing in the meaſure of every part, maketh increaſe of the body, 
unto the edifying of itſelf in love. This I ſay, Ma" 
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and teſtify in the Lord, that ye henceforth walk not as other 
Gentiles walk, in the vanity of their mind, having the un- 
derſtanding darkened, being alienated from the life of God, 
through the ignorance that is in them, becauſe of the blind- 
neſs ot their heart; who being paſt feeling, have given 
themſelves over unto laſciviouſneſs, to work Kf uncleanneſs 
with greedineſs. But ye have not fo learned Chriſt ; if fo 
de that ye haue heard him, and have been taught by him, 
as the truth is in Jeſus; that ye put off concerning the 
former converſation, the old man, which is corrupt according 
to the deceitful luſts; and be renewed in the ſpirit of your 
mind; and that ye put on the new man, which after God is 
created in righteouſneſs and true holineſs. Wherefore 
tting away lying, ſpeak every man truth with his neigh- 
r: for we are members one of another. Be ye angry, 
and ſin not: let not the fun go down upon your wrath : 
neither give place to the devil. Let him that ſtole ſteal no 
more: but rather let him labour, working with his hands 
the thing which is good, that he may have to give to him 
_ - that needeth. Let no corrupt communication proceed out 
. of your mouth, but that which is good to the uſe of edify- 
ing, that it may miniſter grace unto the hearers. And 
grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, whereby ye are ſealed 
unto the day of redemption. Let all bitterneſs, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamour, and evil ſpeaking, be put away 
from you, with all malice: and be ye kind one to another, 
tender hearted, forgiving one another, even as God for 
Chriſt's fake hath forgiven you. | 
Be ye therefore followers of God, as dear children: and 
walk in love, as Chriſt alſo hath loved us, and hath given 
himſelf for us an offering and a facrifice to God for a ſweet- 
{melling favour. But fornication, and all uncleannels, 
or covetouſneſs, let it not be once named among you, as 
becometh ſaints; neither filthineſs, nor fooliſh alking, nor 
jeſting, which are not convenient: but rather giving of 
thanks. For this ye know, that no whoremonger, nor un- 


_ - clean perſon, nor covetous man, who is an idolater, hath 


any inheritance in the kingdom of Chriſt and of God. 
; no man deceive you with - vain words: for becauſe 
af theſe things cometh the wrath of God the children 
of diſobedience, Be not ye therefore partakers with them. 
For ye were ſometimes darkneſs, but now are ye light in the 
Lord: walk as children of light: for the fruit of the Spirit 
is in all goodneſs and righteouſneſs and truth; proving 
what is acceptable unto the Lord. And have no fellouſhi 
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with the unfruitful works of darkneſs, but rather reprove 
them. For it is a ſhame even to ſpeak of thoſe things which 
are done of them in ſecret. But all things that are reproved 


are made manifeſt by the light: for what ſoever doth make 
manifeſt is light. 2 he ſaith, Awake, thou that 
fleepeſt, and ariſe from the dead, and Chriſt ſhall give thee 
light. See then that ye walk circumſpectly, not as. fools, 
but as wiſe, redeeming the time, becauſe the days are evil. 
Wherefore-be ye not unwiſe, but underſtanding what the 
will of the Lord is. And be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is exceſs; but be filled with the Spirit; ſpeaking to your- 
ſelves in pfalms, and hymns, and ſpiritual tongs, ſinging and 
making melody in your heart to the Lord; giving thanks 
always for all things unto God and the Father, -in the name 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ;- ſubmitting. yourſelves one to 
another in the fear of God. Wives {ubmit yourſelves to 
your own huſbands, as unto the Lord. For the huſband is 
the head of the wife, even as Chriſt - is the head of the 
church: and he is the Saviour of the body. Therefore as 
the church is ſubject unto Chriſt, ſo let the wives be to 
their own huſbands in every thing. Huſbands, love your 
wives, even as Chriſt alſo loved the church, and gave him- 
ſelf for it; that he might ſanctify and cleanſe it with the 
waſhing of water by the word, that he might preſent it to 
himfelt a glorious church, not having ſpot, or wrinkle, or 
any ſuch thing; but that it ſhould: be holy and without 
blemiſh. So ought men to love their wives as their own 
bodies. He that loveth his wife loveth - himſelf. For no 
man ever yet hateth his own fleſh ; but nouriſheth and 
cheriſheth it, even as the Lord the church : for we are mem- 
bers of his body, of his fleſh, and of his bones. For this 
cauſe ſhall a man leave his father and mother, aud ſhall ' be 
joined unto his wife, and they two ſhall be one fleſh. This 
is a great myſtery: but I ſpeak concerning Chriſt and the 
church. Nevertheleſs let every one of you in particular fo 
love his wife even as himſelf; and the wife ſee that ſhe re- 
verence her huſband. -— ; | 
Children obey your parentsin the Lord: for this is right. 
Honour thy father and mother ; which is the firſt command- 
ment, with promiſe; that it may be well with thee, and 
thou mayeſt live long on the earth. And, ye fathers, pro- 
voke not your children to wrath : but bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. Servants, be obedient 
to them that are your maſters according to the fleſh, with 


fear and trembling, in fingleneſs of your heart, as unto 
by | Chriſt: 


' 
WE 
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Chriſt; not with eye ſervice, as men- pleaſers; but as the 
ſervants of Chriſt, doing the will of God from the heart; 


with good- will doing ſervice, as to the Lord and not to men: 


knowing that what ſoever good thing any man doeth, the 
fame ſhall he receive of the Lord, whether be be bond or 
free. And ye maſters, do the ſame things unto them, for- 


bearing threatening: knowing that your Maſter alſo is in 


heaven; neither is there -refpe& of perſons with him. 
Finally, my brethren, be ſtrong in the Lord, and in the 


power of his might. Put on the whole armour of God, that 
ye may be able to ſtand againſt the wiles of the devil. For 


we wreſtle not againſt fleſh and blood, but againſt 8 
3 againſt powers, againſt the rulers of the darkneſs 
of this world, 'againſt ſpiritual wickedneſs in high places. 
Wherefore take unto you the whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to withſtand in the-evil day, and having done 
all, to ſtand” Stand therefore, having your loins girt about 
with truth, and having on the breaſt-plate of righteouſnels ; 
and your feet ſhod with the preparation of the goſpel of 
ee above all, taking the ſhield of faith, wherewith ye 

Il be able to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked. 
Aud take the helmet of ſalvation, and the fword of the 
Spirit,. which is the word of God: praying always with all 
prayer and ſupplication in the Spirit, and watching there- 


unto with all perſeverance” and ſupplication for all faints; 


and for me, that utterance may be given unto me, that I 
may open my mouth boldly; to make known the myſtery 
of the goſpel, for which 1 am an ambaſſador in bonds; that 
therein I may ſpeak boldly as I ought to ſpeak. But that 
alſo may know my affairs, and how I do, Tychicus, a 
etoved brother and faithful miniſter in the Lord, ſhall 


make knoun to you all things: whom I have ſent unto 


you for the fame purpoſe, that ye might know our affairs, 
2nd" that ye might comfort your hearts. Peace be to the 
brethren, and love with faith, from God the Father and 
the Lord Jeſns Chriſt. Grace be with all them that love our

JAMES, a ſervant of God, and of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
to the twelve tribes which are ſcattered. abroad, greeting. 
My brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into divers temp- 


tations; knowing this, that the trying of your faith worketh 
* e | | patience. 
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patience. But let patience have her perfect work, that ye 
may be perfect and entire, wanting nothing. If any of you 
lack wiſdom, let him aſk of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not; and it ſhall be given him/ 
But let him aſk in faith, nothing wavering. © For he that 
wavereth is like a wave of the ſea, een with the wind and 
toſſed. For let not that man think that he ſhall receive any 
thing of the Lord. A double minded man is unſtable in 
all his ways. Let the brother of low degree rejoĩce in that 
he is exalted: but the rich, in that he is made low: becauſe 
as the flower of the graſs he ſhall paſs away. For the ſun 
is no ſooner riſen with a burning heat, but it withereth 
the graſs, and the flower thereof falleth, and the grace of 
the faſhion of it periſheth: ſo alſo ſhall the rich man fade 
away in his ways. Bleſſed is the man that endureth temp- 
tation; for when he is tried, he ſhall receive the crown of 
life, which the Lord hath promiſed to them that love him. 
Let no man ſay when he is tempted, I am tempted of God: 
for God cannot be tempted with evil, neither tempteth he 
any man: but — man is tempted when he is drawn away 
of his own luſt, and enticed. Then, when luſt hath con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth fin: and ſin, when it is finiſhed, 
bringeth forth death. Do not err, my beloved brethren. 
Every good gift and every perfect gift is from above, and 
cometh down from the father of lights, with whom is no 
variableneſs, neither ſhadow of turning. Of his own will 
he us with the word of truth, that we ſhould be a kind 

of firſt fruits of his creatures. Wherefore, my beloved 
brethren, let every man be ſwift to hear, flow to ſpeak, 
{low to wrath ; for the wrath of man worketh not the righ- 
teouſneſs of God. Wherefore: lay apart all filthineſs and 
ſuperfluity of naughtineſs, and receive with meekneſs the 
engrafted word, which is able to ſave your ſouls.” But be 
ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, deceiving your 
own ſelves. For if any be a hearer of the word; and not a 
coer, he is like unto a man beholding his natural face in x 
glaſs : for he beholdeth himſelf, and goeth his way, and 
itraightway forgetteth what manner of man he was. But 
whoſo looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and continueth 
therein, he being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the 
work, this man Thall be bleſſed in his deed. ' If any man 
among you ſeem to be religious, and bridleth not his 
tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, this man's religion is 
vain, Pure religion and undefiled before God oy the 
NH: e an Father 
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Father is this, To viſit the. fatherleſs and -widows in. their 


affliction, and to keep himſelf unſpotted from the world. 
My brethren, have not the faith of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, the Lord of glory, with reſpect of perſons. For 
if there come unto your aſſembly a man with a gold ring, 
in goodly apparel, and there come in alſo a poor man in vi 
raiment; and ye have reſpect to him that weareth the gay 


clothing, and ſay unto him, Sit thou here in a good place; 
and ſay to the poor, Stand thou there, or fit here under my 


footſtool: Are ye not then partial in yourſelves, and are 


become judges of evil thoughts? Hearken, my beloved 


= 


brethren, Hath not God choten the poor of this world, rich 


in faith, and heirs of the kingdom which he hath promiſed 


to them that love him? but ye have deſpiſed the poor. 


Do not rich men oppreſs you, and draw you before the 


judgment ſeats? do not thay blaſpheme that worthy name 
by the which ye are called? If ye fulfil the royal law ac- 
cording to the ſcripture, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as 
thylelt, ye do well; but if ye have reſpe& to perſons, ye 
commit ſin, and are convinced of the law as tranſgreſſors. 
For whoſoever ſhall keep the whole law, and yet offend in 


one point, he is guilty of all. For he that ſaid, Do not 
commit adultery, ſaid alſo, Do not kill. Now if thou 


commit no adultery, yet if thou kill, thou art become a 
tranſgreſſor of the law. 80 ſpeak ye, and ſo do, as they 
that ſhall be judged by the law of liberty. For he ſhall 
have judgment without mercy, that hath ſhewed no mercy ; 
and mercy rejoiceth againſt judgment. What doth it profit, 
my brethren, though a man ſay he hath faith, and have not 
works ?. Can faith ſave him? If a brother or ſiſter be naked, 
and deſtitute of daily food, and one of you ſay unto them, 
Depart in peace, be ye warmed and filled: notwithſtanding 

give them not thoſe things which are needful to the 

5 what doth it profit? Even fo faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. Vea, a man may ſay, Thou 
haſt faith, and I have works: ſhew me thy faith without 
thy works, and I will ſhew thee my faith by my works. 


Thou believeſt that there is one ; thou doeſt well: 


the devils alſo believe, and tremble. But wilt thou know, 
O vain man, that faith without works is dead? Was not 
Abraham our father juſtified by works, when he had offered 
Iſaac his ſon upon the altar? Seeſt thou how faith wrought 
with his works, and by works was faith made perfect? And 


the ſcripture was fulfilled which ſaith, Abraham believed 


God, and it was imputed unto him for righteouſneſs: * 
„ | 0 
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he was called the friend of God. Ye ſee then how that by 
works a man is juſtified, and not by faith only. Likewi 
alſo, was not Rahab the harlot juſtihed by works, when ſhe 
had received the meſſengers, and had ſent them out another 
way? For as the body without the ſpirit is dead, ſo faith 
without works is dead alſo. | Ls Oe 
My brethren, be not many maſters, knowing that we ſhall 
receive the greater condemnation. For in many things we 
offend all. If any man offend not in word, the lame is a 
perfect man, and able alſo to bridle the whole: body, Behold, 
we put bits in the horſes' mouths, that they may obey us ; 
and we turn about their whole body. Behold alſo the ſhips, 
which, though they be ſo great, and are driven of fierce 
winds, yet are they turned about with a very ſmall helm, 
whitherſoever the governor liſteth. Even ſo the tongue is a 
little member, and boaſteth great things. Behold how great 
matter a little fire kindleth! And the tongue is a fire, a world 
of iniquity: ſo is the tongue among our members, that it 
defileth the whole body, and ſetteth on fire the courſe of 
nature; and it is ſet on fire of hell. For every kind of beaſts, 
and af birds, and of ſerpents, and of things in the ſea, is 
tamed, and hath been tamed of mankind: but the tongue 
can no man tame; it is an unruly evil, fall of deadly poiſon. 
Therewith bleſs we God, even the Father; and therewith 
curſe we men, which are made after the ſimilitude of God. 
Out of the ſame, mouth proceedeth bleſſings and curſings. 
My | brethren, theſe things ought not ſo to be. Doth a 
fountain ſend forth at the fame place ſweet water and bitter? 
Can the fig-tree, my brethren, bear olive berries? either a 
vine, figs ? ſo can no fountain both yield ſalt water and freſh. 
Who is a wiſe man, and endued with knowledge among 
you? let him ſhew out of a good converſation his works with 
meekneſs of wiſdom. But if ye have bitter envying, and 
{trife in your hearts, glory not, and lie not againſt the truth. 
This wiſdom delcendeth not from above, but is earthly, 
ſenſual, deviliſh. For where envying and ſtrife is, there is 
contuſion, and every evil work. But the wiſdom that is from 
above, is firſt pure, then peaceable, gentle, and eaſy to be 
entreated, full of mercy and good fruits, without partiality, 
and without hypocriſy. And. the fruit of righteouſneſs is 
lown in peace of them that make peace. | 
From whence come wars and — among you? come 
they not hence, even of your luſts, that war in your mem- 
bers? Ve luſt, and have not: ye kill, and deſire to have, and 
cannot obtain: ye ſight and war, yet ye have not, becauſe a ;

haueatfts: for the coming of the Lord draweth nigh. Grudge

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aſk not. Ve aſk; and receive not, becauſe ye aſk amiſs, that 


ye may conſume it upon your luſts. Ve adulterers, and 
adultereſſes, known ye not that the friendſhip of the world is 


enmity with God? whoſoever therefore will be a friend of 


the world is the enemy of God. Do ye think that the ſcrip- 


ture ſaith in vain, the ſpirit that dwelleth in us, luſteth to 
envy? But he giveth more grace: wherefore he faith, God 
reſiſteth the proud, but giveth grace unto the humble. Submit 
Fourſelves therefore to God; reſiſt the devil, and he will flee 
from you: draw nigh! to God, and he will draw nigh to 
you: cleanſe your hands, ye ſinners, and purify your hearts, 

ye double minded. Be affiited, and mourn, and weep : let 
your laughter be turned to mourning, aud your joy to hea- 
vineſs. Humble yourſelves in the ſight of the Lord, and 
he ſhall lift you up. Speak not evil one of another, brethren. 
He that ſpeaketh evil of his brother, and judgeth his 
brother, ſpeaketh evil of the law, and judgeth the law : but if 


thou judge ehe law, thou art not a doer of the law, but a judge. 


There is one law giver, who is able to ſave, and to deſtroy: 
who art thou that judgeſt another? Go to now, ye that ſay, 
To- day or to-morrow we will go into ſuch a city, and continue 


there a year, and buy, and fell, and get gain: whereas Ye 
e? 


know not what ſhall be on the morrow: for what is your li 
It is even a vapour that appeareth for a little time, and then 
vaniſheth away. For that ye ought to ſay; if the Lord will, 


we ſhall live, and do this or that. But now ye rejoice in 
your boaſtings: all ſuch rejoicing is evil. Therefore to him 
that knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to him it is ſin. 

So to now, ye rich men, weep and howl for your miſeries, 


that ſhall come upon you. ' Your riches are corrupted, and 
your garments are moth-eaten, - Your gold and ſilver is 
cankered; and the ruſt of them ſhall be a witneſs againſt 


you, and ſhall eat your fleſh as it were fire: ye have heaped 
treaſure together for the laſt days. Behold, the hire of the 


labourers, who have reaped down your fields, which is of 


ou kept back by fraud, crieth: and the cries of them which 
Ree reaped, are entered into the ears of the Lord of ſabaoth. 


| Ye have lived in pleaſure on the earth, and been wanton; ye 


have nouriſhed yourhearts, as in a day of flaughter. Ye have 
condemned and killed the juſt ; and he doth not reſiſt you. 


Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. 


Behold, the huſbandman waiteth for the precious fruit of 
the earth, and hath long pray for it, until he receive the 
Be ye alſo patient; ſtabliſn your 


not 
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not one againſt another, brethren, leſt ye be condemned: 
behold, the judge ſtandeth before the door. Take, my 
brethren, the prophets, who have ſpoken in the name of the 
Lord, for an example of ſuffering affliction, and of patience. 
Behold, we count them happy which endure, ye have heard 
of the patience of Job, and have ſeen the end of the Lord, 
that the Lord is very pitiful, and of tender mercy. But above 
all things, my brethren, ſwear not, neither by heaven, 
neither by the earth, neither by any other oath: but let 
your yea be yea, and your nay, nay; leſt ye fall into con- 
demnation. Is any among you afflicted? let him pray. Is 


any merry? let him fing plalms. Is any ſick among you? 


let him call for the elders of the church; and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with oil in the name of the Lord: 
and the prayer of faith ſhall ſave the ſick, and the Lord ſhall 
raiſe him up ; and if he have committed ſins they ſhall be for- 
given him. Confeſs your faults one to another, and pra 
one for another, that ye may be healed. The effectual fer- 
vent prayer of a righteous man availeth much. Elias was a 
man ſubject to like paſſions as we are, and he prayed earneſt- 
ly that it might not rain: and it rained not on the earth by 
the ſpace of three years and fix months. And he prayed 
again, and the heaven gave rain, and the earth brought 
forth her fruit. Brethren, if any of you do err from the 
truth, and one convert him ; let him know, that he which 
converteth a ſinner from the error of his way, ſhall fave a ſoul 
from death, and ſhall hide a multitude of ſins,

PET ER, an apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt, to the ſtrangers 
ſcattered throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Afia, 
and Bithynia, elect according to the fore-knowledge of God 
the Father, through ſanctification of the Spirit unto obedi- 
ence, and ſprinkling of the blood of Jeſus Chriſt : grace unto 
you and peace be multiplied.

whom; though now ye ſee him not, yet believing, ye re- 
joice with joy unſpeakable, and full of glory: receiving the 
end of your faith, even the ſalvation of your ſouls. Of 
which ſalvation the prophets have enquired and ſearched di- 
ligently, who propheſied of the grace that ſhould come unto 
3 what, or what manner of time the Spirit of 
Chriſt which was in them did ſignify, when it teſtified be- 
fore-hand the ſufferings of Chriſt, and the glory that ſhould 
follow. Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto them» 
ſelves, but unto us they did miniſter the things which are 
now reported unto you by them that have preached the 
goſpel unto you, with the Holy Ghoſt ſent down from hea- 
ven, which things the angels deſire to look into.

much as ye know that ye werenot redeemed with corruptible 
things, as filver and gold, from your vain converſation, re- 
ceived by tradition from your fathers : but with the precious 
blood of Chriſt, as of a lamb without blemiſh and without 
ſpot : who verily was fore-ordained before the foundation of 
e world, but was manifeſted in theſe laſt times for you: 
who by him do believe in God that raiſed him up from the 
dead, and gave him glory ; that your faith and hope might 
be in God.

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Wherefore laying aſide all malice and all guile and hypocri- 
ſies and envies and all evil- ſpeakings, as new- born babes deſire 
the ſincere milk of the word, that ye may grow thereby; if 
ſo be ye have taſted that the Lord is gracious. To whom 
coming, as unto a living ſtone, diſallowed indeed of men, 
but choſen of God, and precious, ye alſo, as lively ſtones, 
are built up a ſpiritual houſe, an holy prieſthood, to offer 
up ſpiritual ſacrifices, acceptable to God by Jeſus Chriſt. 
Wherefore alſo it is contained in the ſcripture, Behold, I 
lay in Sion a chief corner-ſtone, ele&, precious : and he that 
believeth on him ſhall not be confounded. Unto you there- 
fore which believe he 1s precious : but unto them which be 
diſobedient, the ſtone which the builders diſallowed, the 
{ame is made the head of the corner, and a ſtone of ſtumb- 
ling, and a rock of offence, even to them which ſtumble at 
the word, being diſobedient: whereunto allo they were ap- 


pointed. But ye are a choſen generation, a. royal prieſt- 


hood, an holy. nation, a peculiar people; that ye ſhould 
ſhew forth the praiſes of him who hath called you out of 
darkneſs into his marvellous light: which in time paſt were 
not a people, but are now the people of God: which had 
not obtained mercy, but now have obtained mercy. Dearly 


beloved, I beſeech you as ſtrangers and pilgrims, abſtain 


from fleſhly laſts, which war againſt the ſoul ; having your 
converſation honeſt among the Gentiles: that whereas they 
ſpeak againſt you as evil-doers, they may by your good 
works which they ſhall behold, glorify God in the day of 
viſitation. Submit yourſelves to every-ordinance of man 
for the Lord's ſake : whether it be to the king, as ſupreme: 
or unto governors, as unto. them that are ſent by bim for 
the puniſhment of evil-doers, and for the praiſe of them 
that do well. For ſo is the will of God, that with well- 
doing ye may put to ſilence the ignorance of fooliſh men: 
as free, and not uſing your liberty for à cloke of maliciouſ- 
neſs, but as the ſervants of God. Honour all men: love 
the brotherhood: fear God: honour the king. Servants, 
be ſubject to your maſters with all fear; not only to the 
200 and gentle, but alſo to the froward. For this is thank- 
worthy, it a man for conſcience toward God endure grief, 
ſuffering wrongfully, For what glory is it, if, when ye be 
buffeted for your faults, ye ſhall take it patiently ? but if 
when ye do well, and ſuffer for it, ye take it patiently, this 
is acceptable with God. For even 833 were ye called: 
becauſe Chriſt alſo ſuffered for us, leaving us an example 
that ye ſhould follow his ſteps: who did no ſin, neither was

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guile found in his mouth: who, when he was reviled, re- 
viled not again.; when he ſuffered, he threatened not ; but 
committed himſelf to him that judgeth righteoufly : who his 
own ſelf bare out fins in his own body on the tree: that we 
being dead to fin ſhould live unto righteouſneſs : by whoſe 
ſtripes ye were healed, For ye were as ſheep going aftray : 
M0 are now returned unto the ſhepherd and biſhop of your 
ouls. | 
_._ Likewiſe, ye wives, be in ſubjection to your own huſbands ; 
that if any Pg not the word, they allo may without the 
word be won by the converſation of the wives, while the 
behold your chaſte converſation coupled with fear: whoſe 
adorning let it not be that outward adorning, of plaiting the 
hair, and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of apparel : but 
let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which is not 
corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and quiet ſpirit, 
which is in the fight of God of great price. For after this 
manner in the old time, the holy women alſo, who truſted 
in God, adorned themſelves, being in ſubjection unto their 


own huſbands ; even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling him 


lord: whoſe daughters ye are, as long as ye do well, and are 
not afraid with any amazement. Likewiſe, ye huſbands, dwell 
with them according to knowledge, giving honour unto the 


wife as unto the weaker veſſel, and as being heirs together of 
the grace of life; that your prayers be not hindered, Fi- 


nally, be ye all of one mind, having compaſſion one of an- 
other, love as brethren, be pitiful, be courteous; not ren- 
dering evil for evil, or railing for railing : but contrariwiſe, 
bleſſing ; knowing that ye are thereunto called, that ye ſhould 
inherit a bleſſing. For he that will love life, and ſee good 
days, let him refrain his tongue from evil, and his lips that 
they ſpeak no guile. Let him eſchew evil, and do good ; let 
him bel peace, and enſue it. For the eyes of the Lord 
are over the righteous, and his ears are open nnto their prayers, 


but the face of the Lord is againſt them that do evil. And 


who is he that will harm you, if ye be followers of that which 
is good? But and if ye ſuffer for righteouſneſs ſake, happy are 
ve: and be not afraid of their terror, neither be troubled; 
but ſanRify the Lord God in your hearts: and be ready al- 


ways to give an anſwer to every man that aſketh you a teaſon 


of the hope that is in you, with meeknels and fear: having 


a good conſcience ; that whereas they ſpeak evil of you, as 
of evil doers, they may be aſhamed that falfly accuſe your 


good converſation in Chriſt. For it is better if the will of 


be ſo, that ye ſuffer for well-doing, than for * 
0 OT 
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For Chriſt alſo hath once ſuffered for ſins, the juſt for the 
unjuſt (that he might bring us to God) being put to death in 
the fleſh, but quickened by the Spirit. By which alſo he 
went and preached unto the ſpirits in 71 715 ; which ſome- 
time were diſobedient, when once the long ſuffering of God 
waited in the days of Noah, while the ark was a preparing, 
wherein few, that is, eight fouls, were faved by water. The 
like figure whereunto, even baptiſm, doth alſo now fave us, 
(not the putting away the filth of the fleſh, but the anſwer of 
a good conſcience towards God) by the reſurrection of Jeſus 
Chirſt who is gone into heaven, and is on the right hand of 
God, angels and authorities, and powers being made ſubject 
unto him, 

Foraſmuch then as Chriſt hath ſuffered for us in the fleſh, 
arm yourſelves likewiſe with the fame mind: for he thathath 
ſuffered in the fleſh, hath ceaſed from fin ; that he no longer 
ſhould live the reſt of his time in the fleſh, to the luſts of 
men, but to the will of God, For the time | ar of our life 
may ſuffice us to have wrought the will of the Gentiles, when 
we walked in laſciviouſneſs, luſts, exceſs of wine, revellings, 
banquetings, and abominable idolatries : wherein they think 
it ſtrange that ye run not with them to ſame excels of riot, 
ſpeaking evil of you: whoſhall give an account to him that 
is ready to judge the quick and the dead. For, for this cauſe 
was the goſpel preached allo to them that are dead, that they 
might be judged according to men in the fleſh, but live ac- 
cording to God in the ſpirit. But the end of all things is 
at hand: be ye therefore ſober, and watch unto prayer. And 
above all things have fervent charity among yourſelves: for 
charity ſhall cover the multitude of fins, Uſe hoſpitality one 
to another without grudging. As every man hath received 
the gift, even ſo miniſter the ſame one to another, as good 
ſtewards of the manifold grace of God. If any man ſpeak, 
let him ſpeak as the oracles of God ; if any man miniſter, 
let him do it as of the ability which God giveth : that God 
in all things may be glorified through Jeſus Chriſt ; to whom 
be praiſe and dominion for ever and ever. Amen. Beloved, 
think it not ſtrange concerning the fiery trial, which is to try 
you, as though ſome ſtrange thin ede! unto you: 

ut rejoice inaſmuch as ye are partakers of Chriſt's ſufferings ; 
that when his glory ſhall be revealed, ye may be glad alſo 
with exceeding joy. If ye be reproached for the name of 
Chriſt, happy are ye; for the ſpirit of glory, and of 
God reſteth upon you: on their part he is evil ſpoken 
H h 3 of, 
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of, but on your part he is glorified. But let none of you 
ſuffer as a murderer, or as a thief, or as an evil-doer, or as a 
buſy-body in other men's matters. Yet if any man ſuffer ag 
a Chriſtian, let him not be aſhamed ; but let him glorify 
God on this behalf, For the time is come that judgment 

muſt begin at the houſe of God : and if it firſt begin at us, 
what ſhall the end be of them that obey not the goſpel of 
God ? and if the righteous ſcarcely be ſaved, where ſhall the 
ungodly and ſinner appear? Wherefore let them that ſuffer 
according to the will of God, commit the keeping of their 
fouls to Kin in well-doing, as unto a faithful creator, 

The elders which are among you I exhort, who am alſo 
an elder, and a witneſs of the ſufferings of Chriſt, and alſo 
a F of the glory that ſhall be revealed: feed the flock 
of God, which is among you, taking the overſight thereof, 
nnot by conſtraint, but willingly; not for filthy lucre, but 
of a ready mind; neither as being Lords over God's heritage, 
but being enſamples to the flock. And when the chief 
ſhepherd ſhall appear, ye ſhall receive a crown of glory that 
Aadeth not away. Likewiſe, ye younger, ſubmit yourſelves 
unto the elder: yea, all of you be ſubject one to another, and 
be clothed with humility : for God reſiſteth the proud, and 
giveth grace to the humble. Humble yourſelves therefore 
under the 5 hand of God, that he may exalt you in 
due time: caſting all your care upon him, for he careth for 
you. Be ſober, be vigilant ; becauſe your adverſary the 
devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, ſeeking whom he 
may devour. Whom reſiſt ſtedfaſt in the faith, knowing 
that the ſame afflictions are accompliſhed in your brethren 
that are in the world. But the God of all grace, who hath 
called us unto his eternal glory by Chriſt Jeſus, after that ye 
have ſuffered a while, make you perfect, ſtabliſh, ſtrengthen, 
ſettle you. To him be glory and dominion for ever and 
ever. Amen. By Silvanus, a faithful brother unto you (as I 
ſuppoſe). I have written briefly, exhorting and teſtifying, 
that this is the true grace of God wherein ye ſtand. The 
church that is at Babylon, elected together with you, ſa- 
luteth you, and ſo doth Marcus my ſon. Greet ye one 
another with a kils of charity. Peace be with you all that 
are in Chriſt Jeſus. Amen. |

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THAT which was from the beginning, which we have 
heard, which we have ſeen with our eyes, which we have 
ooked upon, and our hands. have handled of the word of 
ife; for the life was manifeſted, and we have ſeen it, and 
bear witneſs, and ſhew unto you that eternal lite which was 
with the Father: and was manifeſted unto us; that which 
we have ſeen and heard, declare we unto you, that ye alſo 
may have fellowſhip with us: and truly our fellowſhip is 
with the Father, — with his Son Jeſus Chriſt. And theſe 
things write we unto you, that our joy may be full. This 
then is the meſſage which we have heard of him, and declare 
unto you, that God is light, and in him is no darkneſs at 
all, If we ſay that we have fellowſhip with him, and walk 


in darkneſs, we lie, and do not the truth: but if we walk in 


the light, as he is in the light, we have fellowſhip one, with 
another, and the blood of Jeſus Chriſt his Son c eanſeth us 
from all ſin. If we ſay that we have no ſin, we deceive our- 
ſelves, and the truth is not in us; if we confeſs our ſins, 
he is faithful and juſt to forgive us our ſins, and to cleanſe 
us from all unrighteouſneſs. If we ſay that we have not 
ſinned, we make him a liar, and his word is not in us. 

My little children, theſe things write I unto you, that ye 
lin not. And if any man fin, we have an * 0 45 with 
the Father, Jeſus Chriſt the righteous: and he is the pro- 
pitiation for our ſins: and not for our's only, but allo for 
the fins of the whole world. And hereby we do know that 
we know him, if we keep his commandments, He that 
faith, I know him, and keepeth not his commandments, is 
a liar, and the truth is not in him. But whoſo keepeth his 
word, in him verily is the love of God perfected: hereby 
know we that we are in him. He that faith, he abideth in 
him, ought himſelf alſo ſo to walk, even as he walked, Bre- 
thren, I write no new commandment unto you, but an 
old commandment which ye had from the beginning. 
The old commandment is the woxd which ye have heard 
from the beginning. Again, a new commandment I write 
unto you, which thing is true in him and in you: becauſe 
the darkneſs is paſt, and the true light now ſhineth. He 
that ſaith he is in the light, and hateth his brother, is in 
darkneſs even until now. He that loveth his brother 
abideth in the light, and there is none occaſion of ſtumb- 
ling in him. But he that hateth his brother is in darkneſs, 
and walketh in darkneſs, and knoweth not whither he 


goeth, becauſe that darkneſs hath blinded his eyes. 1 write 
| unta . 
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unto you, little children, becauſe your ſins are forgiven 
you for his name's ſake. TI write unto you, fathers, becauſe 
ye have known him that is from the beginning. I write 
unto you, young men, becauſe ye have overcome the wicked 
one.' I write unto you, little children, becauſe ye have 
known the Father, I have written unto you, ' fathers, 
becauſe ye have known him that is from the beginning. 
T have written unto you, young men, becauſe ye are ſtrong, 
and the word of God abideth in you, and ye have overcome 
the wicked one. Love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world. If any man love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in him. For all that is in the world, 
the luſt of the fleſh, and the luſt of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, is not of the Father, but is of the world. And the 
world paſſeth away, and the luſt thereof: but he that doeth 
the will of God abideth for ever. Little children, it is the 
laſt time: and as ye have heard that antichriſt ſhall come, 
even now are there many antichriſts: whereby we know 
that it is the laſt time. ey went out from us, but they 
were not of us; for if they had been of us, they would no 
doubt have continued with us: but they went out that 
they might be made manifeſt that they were not all of us. 
But ye have an unction from the Holy One, and ye know 
all things. I have not written unto you becauſe ye know 
mot the truth, but becauſe ye know it, and that no lie is of 
the truth. Who is a liar but he that denieth that Jeſus is 
the Chriſt ? He is antichriſt that denieth the Father and the 
Son. Whoſoever denieth the Son, the ſame hath not the 
Father : but, he that acknowledgeth the Son hath the Father 
alſo. Let that therefore abide in you, which ye have heard 
from the beginning. If that which ye have heard from the 
beginning ſhall remain in you, ye alſo ſhall continue in 
the Son and in the Father. And this is the promiſe that 
He hath promiſed us, even eternal life, Theſe things have 
J written unto you concerning them that ſeduce you. But 
the anointing which ye have received of -him abideth 
in you, and ye need not that any man teach you: but, as 
the ſame anointing teacheth you of all things, and is truth, 
and is no lie, and even as it hath taught you, ye ſhall abide 
in him. And now, little children, abide in him; that 
when he ſhall appear, we may have confidence, and not be 
aſhamed before him at his coming. If ye know that he is 
righteous, ye know that every one that doeth righteouſ- 
neſs is born of him, A e ee 
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Behold, what manner of love the Father hath beſtowed 
upon us, that we ſhould be called the ſons of God: there- 
fore the world knoweth us not, ' becauſe it knew him not. 
Beloved, now are we the fons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we {ſhall be: but we know that, when he ſhall 
appear, we ſhall be like him; for we ſhall ſee him as he is. 
And every man that hath this hope in him purifieth him- 
ſelf, even as he is pure. Whoſoever committeth ſin tranſ- 
greſſeth alſo the law: for ſin is the tranſgreſſion of the law. 
And ye know that he was manifeſted to take away our fins ; 
and in him is no fin. Whoſoever abideth in him ſinneth 
not: whoſoever ſinneth hath not ſeen him, neither known 
him. Little children, let no man deceive you: he that 
doeth righteouſneſs is righteous, even as he is righteous, 
He that committeth ſin is of the devil; for the devil ſinneth 
from the beginning. For this purpoſe the Son of God was 
manifeſted, that he might deſtroy the works of the devil. 
Whoſoever is born of God doth not commit fin ; for his 
ſeed remaineth in him: and he cannot fin, becaule he is 
born of God. In this the children of God are manifeſt,” 
and the children of the devil: whoſoever doeth not righ- 
teouſneſs is not of God, neither he that loveth not his 
brother. For this is the meſſage that ye heard from the 
beginning, that we ſhould love one another. Not as Cain, 
who was of that wicked one, and flew his brother. And 
wherefore ſlew he him? becauſe his own works were evil, 
and his brother's righteous, Marvel not my brethren, if 
the world hate you. We know that we have paſſed from 
death unto life, becauſe we love the brethren. He that 
loveth not his brother abideth in death. Whoſoever hateth 
his brother is a murderer : and ye know that no murderer 
hath, eternal life abiding in him. Hereby perceive we the 
love of God, becauſe he laid down his life for us: and we 
ought to lay down our lives for the brethren. But whoſo 
hath this world's good, and ſeeth his brother have need, 
and ſhutteth up his bowels of compaſſion from him, how 
dwelleth the love of God in him? My little children, let 
us not love in word, neither in. tongue; but in deed and 
in truth. And hereby we know that we are of the truth, 
and ſhall affure our hearts before. him. For it our heart 
condemn us, God is greater than our heart, and knoweth 
all things. Beloved, if our heart condemn us not, then 
have we confidence toward God. And whatloever we alk, 
we receive of him, becauſe we keep his commandments, and 
do thoſe things that are pleaſing in his ſight, And this

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is his commandment, That we ſhould believe on the name 
of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, and love one another, as he gave

us commandment. And he that keepeth his command- 
ments dwelleth in him, and he in him. And hereby we 
know that heabideth inus, by the Spirit which he hathgiven us, 
Beloved, believe not every ſpirit, but try the ſpirits 
whether they are of God: becauſe many falſe prophets are 
one out into the world. Hereby know ye the ſpirit of 
od: every ſpirit that confeſſeth that Jeſus Chriſt is come 
in the fleſh, is of God. And every ſpirit that confeſſeth not 
that Jeſus Chriſt is come in the fleth, is not of God: and 
this is that ſpirit of antichriſt, whereof you have heard that it 
ſhould come, and even now already is it in the world. Ye 
are of God, little children, and have ovescome them : be- 
cauſe greater is he that is in you, than he that is in the 
world. They are of the world: therefore ſpeak they of the 
world, and the world heareth them. We are of God: he 
that knoweth God, heareth us; he that is not of God, 
heareth not us. Hereby know we the ſpirit of truth, and 
the ſpirit of error. Beloved, let us love one another : for 
love is of God; and every one that loveth, is born of God, 
and knoweth God. He that loveth not, knoweth not God; 
for God is love. In this was manifeſted the love of God to- 
ward us, becauſe that God ſent his only-begotten Son 
into the world, that we might live through him. Herein is 


love, not that we loved God, but that he loved-us, and ſent 


his Son to be the propitiation for our fins. Beloved, if God 


fo loved us, we ought alſo to love one another. No man” 
hath ſeen God at any time. If we love one another, God 
dwelleth in us, and his love is perfected in us. Hereb 
know we that we dwell in him, and he in us, becauſe he hat 
given us of his ſpirit. And we have ſeen and do teſtify, that 
the Father ſent the Son to be the Saviour of the world. Who- 
foever ſhall confeſs that Jeſus is the Son of God, God dwel- 
leth in him, and he in God. And we have known and 


believed the love that God hath to us. God is love; and he 


that dwelleth in love, dwelleth in God, and God in him. 
Herein is our love made perfe&, that we 7-4 have boldneſs 
in the day of judgment: becauſe as he is, ſo are we in this 


world, There is no fear in love; but perfe& love caſteth 
out fear: becauſe fear hath torment : he that feareth, is not 
made perfe& in love. We love him, becauſe he firſt loved 
us. If a man fay, I love God, and hateth his brother, he is 
a liar: for he that loveth not his brother, whom he hath 


ſeen, bow can he love God whom he hath not ſeen ? _ 
| this 
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this commandment have we from him, That he who loveth 
God, love his brother alſo. . 

Whoſoever believeth that jeſus is the Chriſt, is born of 
God: and every one that loveth him that begat, loveth him 
alſo that is begotten of him. By this we know that we love 
the children of God, when we love God, and keep his com- 
mandments. For this is the love of God, that we keep his 
commandments : and his commandments are not grievous. 
For whatſoever is born of God overcometh the world : and 
this is the victory that overcometh the world, even our faith. 
Who is he that overcometh the world, but he that be- 
lieveth that Jeſus is the Son of God ? This is he that came 
by water and blood, even Jeſus Chriſt ; not by water only, 
but by water and blood : and it is the Spirit that beareth 
witneſs, becauſe the Spirit is truth. For there are three that 
bear record in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the Holy 
Ghoſt : and theſe three are one. And there are three that 


bear witneſs in earth, the ſpirit, and the water, and the 


blood: and theſe three agree in one. If we receive the 
witneſs of men, the witneſs of God is greater: for this is 
the witneſs of God, which he hath teſtified of his Son. He 
that believeth on the Son of God hath the witneſs in him- 
ſelf : he that believeth not God, hath made him a liar, be- 
cauſe he believeth not the record that God gave of his-Son. 
And this is the record, that God hath given to us, eternal life: 
and this life is in his Son. He that hath the Son, hath life ; 
and he that hath not the Son of God, hath not life. Theſe 
thing have I written unto you that believe on the name of 
the Son of God ; that ye may know that ye have eternal life, 
and that ye may believe on the name of the Son of God. 
And this 1s the confidence that we have in him, that if we aſk 
any thing according to his will, he heareth us. And if we 
know that he hear us, whatſoever we aſk, we know that we 
have the petitions that we deſired of him. If any man ſee 
his brother fin a fin which is not unto death, he ſhall aſk, 
and he ſhall give him life for them that fin not unto death, 
There is a fin unto death: I do not ſay that he ſhall pray for 
it. All unrighteouſneſs is fin: and there is a fin not unto 
death, We know that whoſoever is born of God, finneth 
not; but he that is begotten of God, keepeth himſelf, and 
that wicked one toucheth him not. And we know that we 
are of God, and the whole world lieth in wickedneſs. And 
we know that the Son of God is come, and hath given us an 
underſtanding that we may know him that is true : and we 
are in him that is true, even in his Son Jeſus Chriſt. This 
is the true God, and eterna Jlife, Little children, kee 

yourſelves from idols, Amen ns Þ

Epiſtolary Diſcourſes from the ancient Heathens. 


Xenophon to Crito. 


OUR wiſe maſter Socrates was wont to lay, that thoſe 
parents who took more care to enrich their children, than 
educate them virtuouſly, did like grooms that fed their 
horſes high, and neglected to train them to the manage. 
Hereby though theſe beaſts were in better caſe, yet were 
they nevertheleſs worſe for ſervice ; whereas the excellency 
of that creature confiſts not in his fatneſs, but his ſervice- 


ableneſs in war. No leſs miſtaken are all fathers that pur- 


chaſe great eſtates for their ſons, and then omit to beſtow 
the ſame care on their perſons, by which means their poſ- 
ſeſſions will be more valued than themſelves}; | whereas, on 
the contrary, a man ought always to be more eſteemed than 
his land. Whoſoever therefore breeds his children well, 
gives them much, though he leaves them little. The con- 
dition of the mind is alone to be reſpected. Good men 
require only what is ſufficient : bad ever thirſt after exceſs. 


Supply your child's neceſſities, and being well educated he 
will deſpiſe ſuperfluous plenty. Farewel.

Pontius Pilate to the emperor Tiberius. 


I a» witneſs of the Jews entailing miſery on themſelves, 


and their poſterity, prompted by a pernicious envy, to an 


unjuſt and cruel ſentence. The expreſs declaration of the 
oracles eſtabliſhed among them, by the venerabie authority 
of their anceſtors, promiſed the coming of their God by 
the medium of à young virgin, to be their rightful prince; 
and theſe oracles had their event in the time of my govern- 


ment of Judea ; for there is ſcarce a man of theſe parts but 


is witneſs of his giving ſight to the blind, cleanſing the 
leprous, and curing the lame; he in the eyes of all men 
drove out devils, and delivered thoſe that were poſſeſſed 
with unclean ſpirits; from the grayes he revived ing fend 

| tne 
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the tempeſtuous winds obeyed him, and the waves like firm 
land ſupported him. Theſe and a vaſt number of other 
miracles got him the title of, the Son of God. But the envy 
and hatred of the chief prieſts, prompted them to an open 
oppoſition of him, which ended lately in ſeizing him, and 
bringing him as a criminal before me, laden with the odious 
names of a magician, deſerter, oppugner of, and apoftate 
to, the laws of their country. Deceived by their ſpecious 
goes and believing their eager complaints, I cauſed 
him, purſuant to the Rona laws, to be ſcourged, and 
afterwards delivered him into their hands, to be proceeded 
againſt according to their own cuſtoms and laws: in pur- 
ſuit of theſe they condemned and hung him upon a crols ; 
and when his friends were permitted to bury his body, they 
ſet a guard of ſoldiers over him, of which number were 
Teveral of my troops, who beheld him ariſe the third day from 
the dead. But in nothing did the villany of the Jews more 
appear, than extending their malice beyond the grave, by 
bribing with large rewards the ſoldiers to ſay, that his dit- 
ciples came by night and ſtole him away. The ſoldiers took 
.the money, however they every where declare, that th

Theſe things I thought it my duty to acquaint your majeſty 
with, leſt any one through the falſe and inſinuating arts of 
the Jews, ſhould endeavour to impoſe upon you, in fo im- 
portant a matter of fact.

THERE has lately appeared in theſe parts, a man of 
ſingular virtue, who is yet, alive, named Jeſus Chriſt, whom 
the Gentiles call the prophet of truth, and his followers 
the Son of God. He cures all diſtempers, and redeems the 
dead themſelves. As to his perſon he is tall and comely, 
and of a venerable aſpe&, which gives both love and awe; 
his hair bright, curling, and flowing down his ſhoulders, 
parted in the middle of the head after the Nazarite mode. 
His countenance plain and moſt open, his face without ſpot 
or wrinkle, and adorned with a modeſt blaſh ; his note 
and mouth of a graceful turn, a beard forked, large, 
though not long, and red, as his hair; his eyes bright and 
voluble; when he reprehends, terrible; when he admo- 
niſhes, amiable, and pleaſant, as is conſiſtent with gravity. 
He has never been ſeen to laugh, but often to weep. His

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diſcourſe is modeſt and grave, without loquacity; his limbs 
juſtly proportioned, and to the eye agreeable, and beautiful 
among the ſons of men.

.- YOU profer me part of your kin „and invite me to 
it, but that not ſo much to ſhare with you in the govern- 
ment, as to govern both your ſubje&s, and yourlelt. For 
my part, lord Ochus, I have never yet known how to com- 

mand, and would no more undertake ſuch a taſk, than pre- 
tend to play at dice without ever being taught. If others 
were of the fame mind, we ſhould doubtleſs have fewer 
troubles than we have ; whereas now the confidence of thoſe 
that are ignorant exceeds the ability of ſuch as are ſkilful. 
Hence it comes, that fortune is made yet greater than ſhe 
really is by theſe men, whoſe folly encreaſes her power. 
Beſides, I know well that more honour and eſteem is due to 
a king, than a private perſon ; and as I had rather go afoot, 
than ride without {kill to manage my horle, ſo alf I never 
take care to gild my days, with glorious afflictions.

Jocrates to Demonicus. 


WE are all ſenſible the opinions of good and bad men, 
differ much, and in many wine eſpecially in matters of 
friendſhip and converſation. The latter will only value you 
when prefent ; whereas the former always ſhew the ſame re- 
ſpe& for their friends, though they be never ſo remote from 
them. Likewiſe the friendſhip of thoſe laſts to perpetuity, 
whilſt that of the others yaniſhes as ſoon as profeſſed. Judg- 
ing therefore it would be more pfoper for ſuch as thirſt after 
. wiſdom and glory to hearken to the virtuous than vicious, I 
have determined to ſend you this letter, as well to confirm 
the friendſhip betwixt us, as to revive the memory of that 
long familiarity, which was between your father and me, ſince 
it A bat reaſonable a ſon ſhould ſucceed to his father's friends, 
as well as to his eſtate. Thoſe that inſtru& youth how they 

ſhould . certainly do well, but thoſe that teach them 
how to live, undoubtedly do better ; for the former only 
direct the tongue, whereas the latter reform the mind. As 
for the firſt, I ſhall at preſent omit giving you rules for diſ- 
courſe, and confine myſelf, wholly to inſtructing you how 
| you 
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ou ought to live, ſhewing what you are to avoid, what to 
eek, and with whom you are to converſe. Virtue is /cer- 
tainly the moſt-noble and ſecure poſſeſſion a man can have. 
Beauty is worn out by time, or impaired by ſickneſs. Riches 
lead youth rather to deſtruction, than welfare, and without 
prudence are ſoon laviſhed away. While virtue alone, the 
only good that is durable, always remains with the perſon 
that has once entertained her. She is preferable both to 
wealth and a noble extraction, ſloth being ever eſteemed 
blameable, and labour honourable, and praiſe-worthy. Why 
elſe was Hercules ſo much commended, or Theſeus ſo highly 
valued by his poſterity? But conſidering the good life of the 
honeſt man your father, you.need go no farther than your 
own family, for an example to ſquare your actions by. His 
ſingle pattern will diſplay more conduct than all the doctrine 
I can preach to you. hilſt he lived, he paid the greateſt 
deference to virtue, nor ever {uffered himſelf to be overcome 
by eaſe and idleneſs. He rather continually devoted his 
life to labour and exerciſe, whereby his body grew more ro- 
buſt, and mind more enlivened. He never ſought after 
more riches, than were neceſſary for his ordinary ſupport, 
and uſed thoſe he had with ſuch moderation as if he had only 
regard to immortality. He was not a mechanic in his way 
of living, though in his profeſſion; but lived like a gentle- 
man, always endeavouring to be as ſerviceable to his friends 
as he could, ever ſetting a greater value upon virtuous per- 
ſons, than his parents. But I ſhould never have done, 
ſhould I proceed to relate all the commendable cuſtoms of 
that great man. TI ſhall therefore reſerve what is farther to 
be ſaid for another occaſion, where it may be proper to ſpeak 
of him. My preſent purpoſe was only to let you know, 
the by, what a good man you had to your father. By his 
life-you ought to- regulate your own, taking a pattern of 
your proceedings from. his practice, which you are no leſs 
acquainted with than I can be. Nevertheleſs to acquit my- 
ſelf of the duty of a friend, I have determined to preſent you 
with the following inſtructions. 

1. Shew yourſelf at all times religious towards the Gods; 
and that not only by oblations and facrifices ; but alſo with 
vows and 2 that you may be ſaid both to employ your 
wealth well, and to ſatisfy the world of your faith. 

2. Always honour the Gods, that you may not only be 
eſteemed devout, but likewiſe obedient to the laws. 

3. Behave yourſelf to your parents, as you would have 
your children do to you, when you ſhall have any.

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4. Exerciſe your body frequently, that you may thereb

Not being willing that you ſhould 
have recourſe to any other maſter, I took care to inſert at 
once all that I thought might be uſeful to you, Though 
outh, like ſick people, be generally apt to defire what is 
urtful for them, yet I thank the gods, I have reaſon to con- 
ceive another opinion of you, I can eaſily perceive by your 
ſtudies, what your future life will be, for he that ſo early can 
apply himſelf to virtue, muſt, of conſequence delight in the 
rules that lead him to it. There is no bettter-incentive- to 
commendable actions, than conſideration of what content 
they bring, whereas, on the contrary, ſloth and luxury both 
tire and diſguſt us. Virtue alone can occaſion a durable de- 
light. I cannot ſay, but vice has its pleaſure in the begin- 
ning, but grief and repentance ſoon ſucceed, and what at 
firſt has a ſatisfaction becomes at laſt a torment. In all affairs 
of this life we have more regard to the end, than beginning, 
and judge of every thing by its event. You may alſo con- 
ſider, that wicked men have noconſtancy in their proceedings, 
whereas virtuous perſons cannot alter their courſe without 
expoling themſelves to the greateſt infamy, for what is looked 
upon as unnatural to the former, will be reputed monſtrous 
in the latter. If we blame liars for. uttering falſities, much 
ter reaſon have we to do thoſe that have all their manners 
irregular, for they not only do injury to themſelves, but 
a | * Ake wiſe 
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likewiſe prove ungrateful to fortune, which has bleſſed them 
„with riches and honour. Moreover, if we have regard to 
the immortal gods, we may ſee what difference they have 
always put between virtue and vice. Jupiter, that begot 
both Hercules and Tantalus, raiſed the one to immortality 
for his virtue, and ſeverely puniſhed the other for his wick- 
edneſs. Theſe examples muſt needs induce us to abhor 
vice and love virtue. To conclude, therefore, dear Demo- 
nicus, I do not deſire you ſhould confine yourſelf wholly to 
my precepts. Vou have many great poets that will inſtruct 
ou how to live; and is the bee flies from flower to flower, 
and. takes from each what is proper for its purpoſe, ſo do I 
adviſe you to inſpe& all the manners and writings of man- 
kind to form the conduct of your life. Farewel. 0

IT is my cuſtom, Sir, to conſult you upon all things 
about which I have any doubt. For who can better either 

_ reſolve my doubts, or remove my 3 7 I never was 

eſent at any of the proceſſes againſt the Chriſtians. There- 

| —— neither what it is in them that uſes to be pu- 
niſhed / nor how far the inquiry concerning them uſes to be 

carried. Moreover, I heſitated not a little, whether there 
was not ſome diſtinction of ages to be made; whether the 
wveakeſt differ in guilt from the more robuſt; whether par- 
don may be granted to the penitent; or if it ought to be no 
advantage to him, who was really a Chriſtian, to have left 
off being fo ; withal, whether the name itſelf, without any 
other crimes, or crime going along with the name, ought to 
be puniſhed. In the mean time, with reſpect to thoſe who 
verre brought before me as Chriſtians, I obſerved this me- 
thod: I aſked them, whether they were Chriſtians? And 
when they confeſſed, I aſked them a ſecond, and a third 
time, threat'ning the puniſhment. Thoſe who perſevered 
ordered to be carried off. For whatever that might be 
which they confelfed, I did not doubt that their contumacy 
and inflexible obſtinacy ought to be puniſhed. There were 
others infected with the like phrenſy, whom, becauſe they 
were Roman citizens, I ſet down as to be remitted to the 
city. The crime, as commonly happens, ſpreading itfelf by 
the very proſecution, more ſpecies thereof immediately 
occurred. An anonymous libel was given in, dne 
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the names of many. Theſe denied that they were Chriſtians, 
or ever had been; whilſt at the ſame time they invoked the 
gods, I repeating the form before them, and by offering in- 
cenſe and wine worſhipped your image, which, for this. 
purpoſe, I had ordered to be brought along with the ſtatutes 
of the gods. Moreover, they reviled Chriſt : ' none of 
which things, they ſay, thoſe who are really Chriſtians can 
be compelled to do. Therefore I judged they were to be 
diſmiſſed. Others, came by an informer, ſaid they were 
Chriſtians, but denied it again; they had been ſo, but had 
leſt off ſome three years ago, ſome more years, and ſome 
even twenty. All theſe worſhipped both your image and 
the ſtatutes of the gods. Theſe alſo reviled Chriſt. They 
affirmed, however, that this was the whole of their fault or 
error: that they were wont on an appointed day to meet 
before it was light, and to ſing with one another an hymn 
to Chriſt as a god ; and to bind themſelves with an oath not 
to do any wicked thing, but to commit no thefts, no rob- 
beries, no adulteries, to break no promiſe, and to refuſe 
giving no pledge when aſked. ,'Theſe things finiſhed,” it 
was their cuſtom to depart, then to meet again, in order to 
take food, which, however, was innocent and eaten in com- 
mon. But even this they had left. off doing after my edict, 
whereby, according to your orders, I had prohibited illegal 
ſocieties. From this account; I judged it more neceſſary to 
ſearch out the truth, even by torture, from two young 
women who were called deaconeſſes. But I found nothing 
elſe but a erſe and immoderate ſuperſtition. Wherfore, 
deferring farther cognizance of the matter, I haye recourſe 
to you for advice, For it ſeems to mea matter worthy of de- 
liberation, chiefly becauſe of the number of thoſe who are 
in danger. For many of all ages, of every rank, and of both 
ſexes alſo, are called to account and will be called. Neither 
through thecities only, but the villages alſo and the country, 
is the 1 8 of that ſuperſtition ſpread, which it appears, 
may yet be ſtopped and corrected; at leaſt it is very certain, 
that the almoſt deſolate temples are begun to be frequented, 
and the ſacred rites long negle&ed to be renewed. More- 
over, the victims every where are ſold, of which hitherto 
{carce any buyer was found. From this it is eaſy to collect 
what a multitude of men may be reclaimed, if there is al- 


lowed place for repentance, 
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YO U- have my Secundus, followed the method which 
ou ought; in diſcuſſing the cauſes of thoſe who were de- 


lated to you as Chriſtians. Nor indeed is it poſſible, in 
general, to determine any thing which may have the ap- 


pearance of a certain rule in this matter. Theſe men are 


not to be ſearched after by you. If they are accuſed and 
convicted, they are to be puniſhed : yet ſo, that if any de- 
nies himſelf to be a Chriſtian, and makes the fame manifeſt 
in fact, namely, by worſhipping our gods, although he may 
have been ſuſpected formerly, let him obtain — on ac- 
count of his repentance. But anonymous libels preſented 
ought to have no weight in any criminal trial, for it is a 


very bad precedent, and by no means belonging to this age.

vou requeſt that I would ſend you an account of my 
uncle's death, in order to tranſmit a more exact relation of 


it to'poſterity, deſerves my acknowledgements ; for if this 
accident ſhall be celebrated by your pen, the glory of it, I 
am well aſſured, will be rendered for ever illuſtrious, And 
notwithſtanding he periſhed by misfortune, which, as it in- 
volved at the fame time a moſt beautiful country in ruins, 
and deſtroyed ſo many *Þopulous cities, ſeems to promiſe 
him an everlaſting remembrance ; notwithſtanding he has 
_ Himſelf compoſed many. and laſting works; yet I am per- 
ſuaded, the mentioning of him in yout immortal writings, 
will greatly contribute to eternize his name. Happy I 
eſteem thoſe to be, whom providence has diſtinguiſhed with 
the abilities either of doing ſuch actions as are worthy of 
being related, or of relating them in a manner worthy of 
being read; but doubly happy are they who are bleſſed with 
both theſe uncommon talents : in the number of which my 
uncle, as his own writings, and your hiſtory-will evidently 
prove, may juſtly be ranked. It is with extreme willing- 
nels, therefore, I execute your commands; and ſhould in- 
_ deed have claimed the taſk if you had not enjoined it. He 


was at that time with the fleet under his command at Miſe- 


num. On the 24th of Auguſt, about one in the afternoon, 
my mother defired him to obſerve a cloud which appeared 
of a very unuſual ſiae and ſhape. He had juſt returned from 
taking the benefit of the ſun, and after bathing himſelf in 
el | co 


| 
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cold water, and taking a ſlight repaſt, was retired to his 
ſtudy : he immediately aroſe and went out upon an. eminence 
from whence he might more diſtinctly view this very un- 
common appearance. It was not at that diſtance dilcerni- 
ble from what mountain this cloud iſſued, but it was found 
afterwards to aſcend from mount Veſuvius. I cannot give 
ou a more exact deſcription of its figure, than by reſemb- 

| ling it to that of a pine tree, for it ſhot up a great height in 
the form of a trunk, which extended itſelf at the top into a 
ſort of branches; occaſioned, I imagine, either by a ſudden 
guſt of air that impelled it, the force of which decreaſed as 
it advanced upwards, or the cloud itſelf being preſſed back 
again yi its own weight, expanded in this manner: it ap- 
red ſome times bright and ſometimes dark and ſpotted, as 

it was either more or leſs impregnated with earth and cinders. 
This extraordinary phznomenon excited my uncle's philoſo- 
phical curioſity to take a nearer view of it. He ordered a light 
veſſel to be got ready, and gave me the liberty, if I thought 
proper, to attend him. I rather choſe to continue my | 
dies; for, -as it happened, he.had given me an employment 
of that kind. As he was coming out of his houſe he receiv- 
ed a note from Rectina the wife of Baſſus, who was in the 
utmoſt alarm at the imminent danger which threatened her; 
for her villa being ſituated at the Foot of mount Veſuvius, 
there was no way to eſcape but by ſea ; ſhe earneſtly entreat - 
ed him therefore to come to her aſſiſtance. He accordingly 
changed his firſt dgſign, and hat he hegan with a philoſo- 
phical, he purſued with an heroical turn of mind. He or- 
dered the gallies to be put to ſea, and went himſelf on 
board with an intention of aſſiſting not only Rectina, but 
ſeveral others ; for the villas ſtand ne thick upon that 
beautiful coaſt, When haſtening to the place from whence 
others fled with the utmoſt terror, he ſteered his direct courſe 
to the point of danger, and with ſo much calmneſs and pre- 
ſence of mind, as to be able to make and dictate his obſerva- 
tions upon the motion and figure of that dreadful ſcene. 
He was now. ſo nigh the mountain, that the cinders, which 
ew thicker and hotter the nearer he approached, fell into 

the ſhips, together with, pumice-ſtones, and black pieces of 
burning rock: they were likewiſe in danger not only 
of being a-ground by the ſudden retreat of the fea, but 
alſo from the vaſt fragments which rolled down from the 
mountain, and obſtructed all the ſhore. - Here he ſtopped to 
conſider whether he ſhould return back again; to which the 
pilot adviſing him, Fortune, faid he, befriends the brave;

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carry me to Pomponianus. Pomponianus was then at Stabiæ, 
ſeparated by a gulph, which the ſea, after ſeveral inſenfible 
_ windings, forms upon the ſhore. © He had already ſent his 
baggage on board; for tho' he was not at that time in actual 
danger, yet being within the view of it, and indeed extreme- 
ly near, if it ſhould in the leaſt increaſe, he was determined 
to put to ſea as ſoon as the wind ſhould change. It was fa- 
vourable, however, for carrying my uncle to Pomponianus, 
whom he found in the greateſt conſternation :: he embraced 
him with tenderneſs, encouraging and exhorting him to keep 
ka his ſpirits, and the more to diflipate his fears, he order- 
„with an air of unconcern, the baths to be got ready; 
when after having bathed, he fat down to ſupper with great 
chearfulneſs, or at leaſt (what is _ heroic) with all the 
appearance of it. In the mean while the eruption from 
mount Veſuvius flamed out in ſeveral places with much vio- 
lence, which the darkneſs of the night contributed to render 
ſtill more viſible and dreadful. But my uncle, in order to 
ſooth the apprehenſions of his friend, aſſured him it was 
only the burning of the villages, which the country perle 
had abandoned to the flames: after this he retired to reſt, 
and it is moſt certain he was ſo little diſcompoſed as to fall 
into a deep ſleep; for being poop fat, and breathing hard, 
thoſe who attended without actually heard him ſnore. The 
court which led to his apartment being now almoſt filled with 


ſtones and aſhes, if he had continued there any time longer, 


it would have been impoſſihle for him to have made his way 
out; it was thought proper therefore to awaken him. He 
got up, and went to Pomponianus and the reſt of his compa- 
ny, who were not unconcerned enough to think of going to 
bed. They conſulted together whether it would be moſt 
prudent to truſt to their houſes, which now ſhook from fide 
to fide with frequent and violent concuſſions ; or fly to the 
open fields, where the calcined ſtones and cinders, tho' light 
indeed, yet fell in large ſhowers, and threatened deſtruction. 
In this diſtreſs they reſolved for the fields, as the leſs dan- 
gerous ſituation of the two: a reſolution, which, while the 
zeſt of the company were hurried into by their fears, my 
uncle embraced upon cool and deliberate conſideration. 
They went out then, having pillows tied upon their heads 
with napkins ; and this was their whole defence againſt the 
ſtorm of ſtones which fell round them. It was now day every 
where elſe, but there-a deeper darkneſs prevailed than in the 
"moſt obſcure night; which however was in ſome degree diſ- 
bpated by torches and other lights of various kinds. They 
. 23 thought 
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thought proper to go down farther upon the ſhore to obſerve 
if they might ſafely put to ſea, but they found the waves 
ſtill run extremely high and boiſterous. There my uncle, 
having drank a draught or two of cold water, threw himſelf 
down upon a cloth which was ſpread for him, when immedi- 
ately the flames, and a ſtrong ſmell of ſulphur, which was the 
fore-runner of them, diſperſing the reſt of the company, 
obliged him. to riſe. He raiſed himſelf up with the aſſiſt. 
ance of two of his ſervants; and inſtantly fell down dead; 
ſuffocated, as I conjecture, by ſome groſs and noxious va- 
pour, having always had weak lungs; and frequently ſubje& 
to a difficulty of breathing. As ſoon as it was light again, 
which was not till the third day after this melancholy acci- 
dent, his body was found entire, and without any marks of 
violence upon it, exactly in the ſame poſture that he fell, 
and looking more like a man aſleep than dead. During all 
this time my mother and I were at Miſenum.—But as this 
has no connection with your hiſtory, ſo your enquiry-went 
no farther than concerning my uncle's death; with that 
therefore I will put an end to my letter: ſuffer me only to 
add, that I have faithfully related to you what I was either an 
e-witneſs of myſelf, or received immediately after the ac- 
* cident happened, and before there was time to vary the truth. 
You will chuſe out of this narrative ſuch circumſtances as 
ſhall be moſt ſuitable; to your purpoſe :. for thete is a great 
difference between what is proper for a letter, and an hiſtory;

- THE letter which, in compliance with your requeſt, I 
wrote to you concerning the death of my uncle, has raiſed, 
it ſeems, your curiolity to know what terrors and dangers at- 
tended. me while I continued at Miſenum ; for there, I 
think, the account of my former broke off : | 
Tho'-my ſhock'd ſoul recoils, my tongue ſhall tell. My 
uncle having left us, I purſued my ſtudies'which prevented 
my going with him, till it was time to bathe. After which 
I went to ſupper, and from thence to bed, where my ſleep 
was greatly broken and diſturbed. There had been for man 
days before ſome {ſhocks of an earthquake, which the leſs 
ſurpriſed us as they are extremely frequent in Campania ; 
but they were ſo particularly violent that night, that they 


- not 


bim a viſit, joined us, and o 
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not only ſhook every thing about us, but ſeemed indeed to 
threaten total deſtruction. My mother flew to my chamber, 
where ſhe found me rifing, in order to awaken her. We 
went out into a {mall court belonging to the houſe, which 
ſeparated the ſea from the buildings. As I was at that time 
but eighteen years of age, I know not whether I ſhould call 
my behaviour in this dangerous juncture, courage or raſhnels ; 
but I took up Livy, and amuſed myſelf with turning over that 
author, and even making extracts from him, as if all about 
me had been in full ſecurity. While we were in this poſture, 
a friend of my uncle's, who was — come from Spain, to pay 

; ſerving me fitting by my 
mother with' a book in my hand, greatly condemned her 
calmneſs, at the ſame time that he reproved me for my 
careleſs ſecurity : nevertheleſs I ſtill went on with my author. 
Though it was now morning, the light was exceedingly 
faint and languid ; the buildings all around us tottered, and 
though we ſtood _ open ground, yet as the place was 
narrow and confined, there was no remaining there without 
certain and great danger: we therefore reſolved to quit the 


| ton. The people followed us in the utmoſt conſtexnation, 


and (as to a mind diſtracted with terror, every ſuggeſtion 
ſeems more prudent than its own) preſſed in great crouds 
about us in our way,out. Being got at a convenient diſtance 
from the houſes, we ſtood ſtill, in the midſt of a moſt 
dangerous and dreadful ſcene. | oy 
The chariots which we had ordered to be drawn out, wer 

ſo agitated backwards and forwards, though upon the moſt 

le Ki ground, that we could not keep them ſteady, even 
by ſupporting them with large ſtones. The ſea ſeemed to 
roll back upon itſelf, and to be driven from its banks-by 
the convulſive motion of the earth; it is certain at leaſt the 
thore was confiderably enlarged, and ſeveral fea animals were 
| left upon it. On the other fide, a black and dreadful cloud 
burſting with an egnious , ſerpentine vapour, darted out a 
long train of fire, blink aſhes of lightening, but much 
larger. Upon this our Spaniſh friend, whom I mentioned 
above, addreſſing himſelf to my mother and me with greater 
warmth” and earneſtneſs: If your brother and your uncle, 
ſaid he, is ſafe, he certainly wiſhes you may be ſo too, but 
if he periſh, it was his deſire, no doubt, that you might 

both ſurvive him: why therefore do you delay your eſcape 
a moment ? We could never think of our own fafety, we 
ſaid, while we were uncertain of his. Hereupon our friend 
left us, and withdrew from the danger with the utmoſt pre- 
Pe | . cipitation. 
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cipitation. Soon afterwards, the cloud ſeemed to deſcend, 
and cover the whole ocean; as indeed, it entirely hid the 
iſland of Caprea, and the promontory of Miſenum. My 
mother ſtrongly conjured me to make my eſcape at any rate, 
which as I was young I might eafily do: as for herſelf, 
. ſhe faid, her age and corpulency nike all attempts of 
that) ſort impoſſible, however ſhe would + willingly meet 
death, if ſhe could have the fatisfation of ſeeing that ſhe 
was not the occaſion of mine. But I abſolutely refuſed to 
leave her, and, taking her by the hand, I led her on: {ſhe 
complied with great reluctance, and not without many re- 
e to herſelf for retarding my flight. The aſhes now 

egan to fall upon us, tho' in no great quantity. I turned 
my head, and obſerved. behind us a thick ſmoke,” which 
came rolling after us like a torrent. I propoſed while we 
had yet any light, to turn out of the high road, leſt ſhe 
ſhould be preſſed to death in the dark, by the crowd that 
followed us. We had ſcarce ſtepped ont of the path, when 
darkneſs overſpread us, not like that of a cloudy night, or 
when there is no moon, but of a room when it is ſhut up, 
and all the lights extinct. Nothing then was to be heard 
but the ſhrieks of women, the ſcreams of children, and the 
cries of men; ſome calling for their children, others for 
their parents, others for their huſbands, and only diſtin- 
guiſhing each other by their voices; one lamenting his 
own fate, another that of his family; ſome wiſhing to die, 
from the very fear of dying; ſome lifting their hands to 
the gods; but the greater part — that the laſt and 


| eternal night was come, which was to deſtroy both the gods 


and the world together. Among theſe there were ſome, who 
augmented the real terrors by imaginary, and made the 
frighted multitude falſely believe that Miſenum was aQtually 
in flames. At length a glimmering light appeared, which we 
imagined to be rather the forerunner of an approaching 
burk of flames, as in truth it was, than the return of day: 
however the fire fell at a diſtance from us: then again we 
were immerſed in thick darkneſs, and a heavy ſhower of 
aſhes rained upon us, which we were obliged every now and 
then to ſhake off, otherwiſe we ſhould have been cruſhed 
and buried in the heap. I might boaſt, that during all this 
ſcene of horror, not a ſigh or expreſſion of fear eſcaped from 
me, had not my ſupport been founded in that miſerable, 
though ſtrong e that all mankind were involved 
in the ſame calamity, and that I imagined I was periſhing 
with the world itſelf, - At laſt this dreadful darkneſs was 
„ | diſſipated 
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diſſipated by degrees, like a cloud or ſmoke ;"the real day 

returned: and even the ſun appeared, though very faintly, 
and as when an eclipſe is coming on. Every object that 
preſented itſelf to our eyes, which were extremely weak- 
ened, ſeemed changed, being covered over with white 
aſhes, as with a deep ſnow." We returned to Miſenum, 


. - where we refreſhed ourſelves as well as we could, and paſſed 


an anxious night between hope and fear; tho' indeed, 
with a much larger ſhare of the latter: for the earth- 
quake ſtill continued, while ſeyeral enthuſiaſtic people ran 
up and down, heightened their on and their friends cala- 
mities by terrible predictions. However, my mother and 
I, notwithſtanding the danger we had paſſed, and that which 
_ ſtill threatened us, had no thoughts of leaving the place, 
till we ſhould receive ſome account from my uncle. And 
now, you will read this narrative without any view of in- 
ferting it in your hiſtory, of which it is by no means worthy ; 
and indeed you muſt .1mpute it to your own requeſt, if it 
2 appear ſcarce to deſerve even the trouble of a letter.

TJ H E preſent . receſs from buſineſs we are now enjoying, 

affords you leiſure to give, and me To receive inſtruction. 
J am extremely deſirous therefore to know your ſentiments 
concerning ſpectres, whether you believe they have a real 
form, and are fort of divinities, or only the falſe impreſ- 
ſions of a terrified imagination? What particularly inclines 
me to give credit to their exiſtence, is a ſtory which I heard 
of Curtius Rufus. When he was in low circumſtances and 
unknown in the world, he attended the governor of Africa 
into that province. One evening as he was walking in the 
public pottico, he was extremely ſurpriſed with the figure 
of a woman which appeared to him, of a ſize and beauty 
more than human. She told him ſhe was the tutelar power 
that preſided over Africa, and was come to inform him of 
the future events of his life; that he ſhould go back to 
Rome, where he ſhould be raiſed to the higheſt honours, 
and return to that province inveſted with the proconſular 
dignity, and there ſhould die. ae e every circum- 
ſtance of this prophecy was actually accompliſhed. It is ſaid 
farther, that upon his arrival at Carthage, as he was coming 


out of the ſhip, the ſame figure accoſted him 1 the 
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ſhore. It is certain, at leaſt, that being ſeized with a fit of 
illneſs, though there were no ſymptoms in his caſe that led 
his attendants to deſpair, he inſtantly gave up all hope of 
recovery; judging, it ſhould ſeem, of "the truth of the 
future part of the prediction, by that which had already 
been fulfilled, and of the misfortune which threatened him, 
by the ſucceſs which he had experienced. To this ſtory. let 
me add another as remarkable as the former, but attended 
with circumſtances of great horror; which I will give you 
exactly as it was related to me. There was at Athens a 
large and ſpacious houſe, which lay under the diſrepute of 
being haunted. In the dead of the night, a noiſe, reſembling 
the claſhing of iron, was frequently heard, which, if you 
liſtened more attentively, ſounded like the rattling of chains; 
at firſt it ſeemed at a diſtance, but approached nearer by 
degrees: immediately afterwards a ſpectre appeared in the 
form of an old man, extremely meagre and ghaſtly, with 
a long beard and diſhevelled hair, rattling the chains on 
his feet and hands. The poor inhabitants in the mean while 
paſſed their nights under the moſt dreadful terrors imagin- 
able. This, as it broke their reſt, ruined their health, and 
threw them into diſtempers, which, together with their 
horrors of mind, proved in the end fatal to their lives. 
Even in the day time, though the ſpirit did not appear, 
yet the remembrance of it made ſuc eng impreſſion 
upon their imaginations, that it ſtill ſeemed before their 
eyes, and continually alarmed them, though it was no longer 
reſent. - By this means the houſe was at laſt deſerted, as 
ing judged by every body to be 8 uninhabitable: 
ſo that it was now entirely abandoned to the ghoſt. How- 
ever, in hopes that ſome tenant might be found who was 
ignorant of this great calamity which attended it, a bill was 
ut up, giving notice that it was either to be let or fold. 
t happened that Athenodorus the philoſopher came to 
Athens at this time, and reading the bill, enquired the price. 
The extraordinary cheapnels raiſed his fulpicion; never- 
theleſs, when he heard the whole ſtory, he was ſo far from 
being diſcouraged, that he was more ſtrongly inclined to 
have it, and, in ſhort, actually did ſo. When it grew to- 
wards evening, he ordered a couch to be prepared for him 
in the fore part of the houſe, and after calling for a light, 
together with his "ig and tablets, he directed all his people 
to rètire. But that his mind might not, for want of em- 
ployment, be open to the vain terrors of imaginary noiſes 
and ſpirits, he applied himſelf to writing with the utmoſt 


attention.

The firſt. part of the night paſſed with uſual 
filence, when at length the chains began torattle: however, 


he neither lifted up his eyes, nor laid down his pen, but di- 
verted his obſervation by purſuing his ſtudies with greater ear- 


neſtneſs. The noiſe. increaſed and advanced nearer, till it 
ſeemed at the door, and at laſt in the chamber. He looked 
up and ſaw the ghoſt exactly in the manner it had been 


deſcribed to him: it ſtood before him, beckoning with the 


finger. Athenodorus made a ſign with his hand that it ſhould 


wait a little, and threw his eyes again upon his papers, but 


the ghoſt ſtill rattling his chains in his ears, he looked up 
and {aw him beckoning as before, Upon this he immediately 
aroſe, and with the light in his hand, followed it. The 
ghoſt lowly ſtalked along, as if incumbered with his chains, 
and turning into the area of the houſe, ſuddenly vaniſhed. 

thenodorus being thus deſerted, made a mark with ſome 
graſs and leaves where the ſpirit left him. The next day he 
gave information of this to the magiſtrates, and adviſed them 
to order that {pot to be dug up. This was accordingly done, 
and the ſkeleton of a man in chains was there found; for 


the body having lain a conſiderable time in the ground, was 


utrified and mouldered away from the fetters. The bones 
ing collected together were publicly buried, and thus after 
the ghoſt was appeaſed by the proper ceremonies, the houſe 
was haunted no more. is ſtory I believe upon the credit 
of others; what I am going to mention I give you upon my 
own. I have a freed- man named Marcus, who is by no means 
illiterate. One night as he and his younger brother were 
lying together, he fancied he ſaw any upon his bed, 
e Fair from the 

top part of his head; in the morning, it appeared the boy's 
hair was actually cut, and the clippings lay ſcattered about. 


the floor. A ſhort time after this, an event of the like nature 


contributed to give credit to the former ſtory, A young lad 
of my family was ſteeping in his apartment with the reſt of 


his companions, when two perſons clad in white came in 


(as he tells the ſtory) through the windows, and cut off his 


hair as he lay, and as ſoon as they had finiſhed the operation, 


returned the ſame way they entered. The next morning it 


was found that this boy had been ſerved juſt as the other, and 


with the very ſame circumſtance of the hair ſpread about the 


room. Nothing remarkable indeed followed theſe events, 


unleſs that I eſcaped a proſecution, in which, if Domitian 
(during whole reign this happened) had lived ſome time lon-

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of that emperor, articles of impeachment againſt me were in 
his ſcrutoire, which had been exhibited by Carus. It may 
therefore be conjectured, ſince it is cuſtomary for perſons 
under any public, accuſation to let their hair. grow, this cut- 
ting off the hair of my ſervants was a ſign I ſhould eſcape the 
imminent danger that threatened me. Let me defire you 
then maturely to conſider this queſtion. The ſubje& merits 
your examination ; as, I truſt,» I am not myſelf altogether 
unworthy to participate of the abundance of your ſuperior 
knowledge. And, though you ſhould, with your uſual 
ſcepticiſm, balance between two opinions, yet 1 hope you 
will throw the weightier reaſons on one fide, leſt, whilſt I 
confult you in order to have my doubts ſettled, you ſhould 
diſmiſs me in the fame ſuſpence and uncertainty that occa- 
ſioned this application.

ILLUSTRIOUS Lollius, while you are pleading at 

Rome, I have carefully read over Homer at Pracneſte ; and 

I cannot but ſay, that neither Crantor nor 2 have ſo 

fully explained the different nature of virtue and vice, as he 

has done. If you are at leiſure, I will give you my reaſons, 

' why I am of this opinion. The poet in the IIiads deſcribes 

the mad extravagant paſſions, with which both kings and 

people were inflamed, in the war that broke out between the 

Grecians and Trojans; this war, which was occaſioned by 

the love of Paris; laſted ſo long, that the ſtrength of Greece 
was almoſt exhauſted. Antenor, on the one part, being 

willing to put an end to the war, adviſed, that Helen ſhould 

be ſent back into Greece ; but Paris declared, that, though 

his happineſs depended upon it, he would never conſent. 

. Neſtor, on the other ſide, endeavoured all he could to com- 

poſe the difference between Agamemnon and Achilles; they 

were both extremely hot and furious, but love, that tyrant 

of the ſoul, reigned in the heart of Agamemnon. What- 

ever follies are acted by princes, their ſubjects ſuffer for them.

How.unbecoming is it, that one of ſo mean 
and obſcure a birth, ſhould be admired by him ? O my Nu- 
micius, the things which are hidden, ſhall in due time be 
revealed; and thoſe which now appear ſo pompous and mag- 
nificent ſhall vaniſh into nothing; even you, who ſhine wit 
ſo ſplendid. an equipage, muſt retire in a-little time where 
Numa and Ancus are gone before you. If you languiſh un- 
der any ſharp diſtemper, ſeek immediately for a remedy, 
Would you live a happy and contented life ?

However, as my grief does not 
riſe to the ſame extreme degree as your's, I ſhould not think 
1 diſcharged the duty which my connexion and ang 
ies.

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with you require, if I remained altogether ſilent at a time 
when you are thus overwhelmed with ſorrow. I determined 
therefore to ſuggeſt a few reflections to you which may alle- 
viate at leaſt, 1t not entirely remove, the anguiſh. of your 
heart. | | 
There is no maxim of conſolation more common, yet at 
the ſame time there is none which deſerves to be more fre- 
quently in our thoughts, than that we ought to remember, 
We are men ; that is, creatures who are born to be expoſed 
to calamities of every kind: and therefore, that it becomes 
us to {ſubmit to the conditions by which we hold our exiſt- 
ence, without being too much dejected by accidents which 
no prudence can prevent. In a word, that we ſhould learn 
by reflecting on the misfortunes which have attended others, 
that there is nothing ſingular in thoſe which befal ourſelves. 
But neither theſe, nor other arguments to the ſame purpoſe 
which are inculcated in the writings of the philoſophers, 
ſeem to have ſo ſtrong a claim to ſuccels, as thoſe which ma 
be drawn from the preſent unhappy ſituation of public af. 
fairs, and that endleſs ſeries of misfortunes which is riſing 
upon our country. They are ſuch indeed, that one cannot 
but account thole to be moſt fortunate, who never knew 
what it was to bea parent : and as to thoſe perſons whoare dee 
prived of their children, in theſe times of general anarchy 
and mis-rule, they have much leſs reaſon to regret their loſs, 
than if it had happened in a more flouriſhing period of the 
commonwealth, or while yet the republic had any exiſtence. 
If your tears flow, indeed, from this accident merely as it. 
affects your own perſonal happineſs; it may be difficult - 
haps entirely to reſtrain them. But if your ſotrow takes its 
riſe from a more enlarged and benevolent principle ; if it be 
for the ſake of the dead themſelves that you lament, it may 
be an eaſier taſk to aſſuage your grief. I ſhall not here inſiſt 
upon an argument, which I have frequently heard maintain- 
in {peculative converſations, as well as often read like- 
wiſe in treatiſes that have been written upon this ſubject. 
Death, ſay thoſe philoſophers, cannot be conſidered as an 
evil: becauſe if any conſciouſneſs remains after our diſſolu- 
tion, it is rather an entrance into immortality, than an ex- 
tinction of life: and if none remains, there can be no mifery 
where there is no ſenſibility. Not to infiſt, I ſay, upon any 
reaſonings of this nature; let me remind you of an argu- 
ment which I can urge with much more confidence. He who 
kas mide his exit from a ſcene where ſuch dreadful confuſion 
prevails, and where ſo many approaching calamities are'in 
| | proſpect, 
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pꝛoſpect, cannot poſſibly, it ſhould ſeem, be a loſer by the 


exchange. Let me aſk, not only where honour, virtue, and 
probity, where true-philoſophy and the uſeful arts, can now 
fly for refuge; but where even our liberties and our lives can 

be ſecured? For my own part, I have never once heard of 
. thedeath-of any youth during all this laſt year, whom I have 
not conſidered as kindly delivered by the immortal Gods from 
the miſeries of theſe wretched times. If therefore you can 
be perſuaded to think that their condition is by no means 
unhappy, whoſe loſs you ſo tenderly deplore ; it muſt un- 
doubtedly prove a very conſiderable abatement of your preſent 
affliction. For it will then entirely ariſe from what you feel 
pon your own account; and have no relation to the perſons 

oſe death you regret. Now it would ill agree with thoſe 
wiſe and generous maxims which have ever inſpired your 
breaſt, to be too ſenſible of misfortunes which terminate 
in your own perſon, and affect not the happineſs of - thoſe 
you love. You have upon all occaſions both public and 
private, ſhewn yourſelf animated with the firmeſt fortitude : 
and it becomes you to act up to the charac, er you have thus 
juſtly acquired. Time neceſſarily wears out the deepeſt im- 
eſſions of ſorrow : and the weakeſt mother that ever loſt a 
child has found ſome period to her grief. But we ſhould 
wiſely anticipate that effect which a' certain revolution of 
days will undoubtedly produce :- and not wait for a remedy 
from time, which we may much ſooner receive from reaſon. 
If what I have ſaid can any thing avail in — the 
weight of your affliction, I ſhall have obtained my wiſh: if 
not, I dall at leaſt have diſcharged the duties of that friend- 
oy and affection which, believe me, I ever have preſerved, 

and ever ſhall preſerve towards you. Farewel.

" ] RECEIVED the news of your daughter's death, with all 
the concern it ſo juſtly deſerves: and indeed I cannot but 
conſider it as a misfortune in which I bear an equal ſhare 
with yourſelf. If T had been near you when this fatal ac- 
cident happened, I ſhould not only have mingled my tears 
with yours, but aſſiſted you with all the conſolation in m 
power. I am ſenſible at the ſame time, that offices of this 

ind afford at beſt but a wretched relief: for as none are qua- 
lified to perform them, but thoſe who ſtand near to us by 
the ties either of blood or affe&ion, ſuch perſons are generally 


too much afflicted themſelves, to be capable of adminiſtering 
N a I comfort 
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comfort to others. Nevertheleſs, I thought proper to ſug- 
eſt a few reflections, which occurred to me upon this occa- 
— not as imagining they would be new to you, but be- 
lieving that in your preſent diſcompoſure of mind, they 
might poſſibly have eſcaped your attention. Tell me then, 
my friend, wherefore do you indulge this exceſs of ſorrow? 
Reflect, I entreat you, in what manner fortune has dealt 
with every one of us: that ſhe has deprived us of what ought 
to be no leſs dear than our children, and overwhelmed in one 
eral ruin our honours, our liberties, and our country. 

nd after theſe loſſes, Is it poſſible that any other ſhould 
increaſe our tears? Is it poſſible that a mind long exerciſed 
in calamities ſo truly ſevere, ſhould not become totally cal- 
lous, and indifferent to every event ? But you will tell me 
perhaps, that your grief ariſes not ſo much on your own ac- 
count, as on that of Tullia. Yet ſurely you muſt often, as 
well as myſelf, have had occaſion in theſe wretched times to 
reflect, that their condition by no means deſerves to be re- 
retted, whom death has gently removed from this unhappy 
Land, What is there, let me aſk, in the preſent circum- 
ſtances of our country, that could have rendered life greatly 
deſirable to your daughter? What pleaſing: hopes, what 
agreeable views, what rational ſatisfaction could ſhe poſſibly 
have propoſed to herſelf from a more extended period ? 
Was it in the proſpect of conjugal happineſs in the ſociety 
of ſome diſtinguiſhed youth? As if indeed, you could have 
found a ſon-in-law amongſt our preſent ſet of young men, 
worthy of being entruſted with the care of your daughter! 
Or was it in the expectation of being the joyful mother of 
a flouriſhing race, who might poſſeſs their patrimony with 
independence ; who might gradually riſe thro' the ſeveral 
dignities of the ſtate, and exert the liberty to which they 
were bort in the ſervice and defence of their friends and 
country? But is there one amongſt all theſe deſirable” pri- 
vileges, of which we were not deprived before ſhe was in a ca- 
pacity of e, . them to her deſcendants? Yet after 
all, you may ſtill al edge, perhaps, that the loſs of our 
children is a ſevere affliction; and unqueſtionably it would 
be ſo, if it were not a much greater to ſee them live to en- 
dure thvie indignities which their parents ſuffer, 
lately fell into a reflection, which as it afforded great relief 
to the diſquietude of my own heart, it may poſſibly contri- 
bute likewiſe to aſſuage the anguiſh of yours. In my return 
out of Aſia, as I was failing from gina towards Megara; on 


my right I ſaw Pirceeus, and on my left Corinth. Thele 
y Cities, 
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cities, once ſo flouriſhing and magnificent, now preſented 


nothing to my view but a ſad ſpectacle of deſolation. Alas 


(I ſaid to myſelf) ſhall ſuch a fhort lived creature as man 
complain, when one of his ſpecies falls either by the hand of 
violence, or by the common courſe of nature; whilſt ini this 
narrow compals ſo many great and glorious cities, formed for 
à much longer duration, thus lie extended in ruins? Re- 
member then, oh my heart! the general lot to which man 
is born: and let that thought ſuppreſs thy unreaſonable 
* murmurs. Believe me I found my mind greatly refreſhed 
and comforted by theſe refſe&tions. Let me adviſe you in 
the ſame manner to repreſent to yourſelf, what numbers of 
our illuſtrious countrymen have lately been cut off at once, 
how much the ſtrength of the Roman republic is impaired, 
and what dreadful devaſtation has gone forth throughout all 
its provinces! © And can you, with the impreſſion of theſe 
reater calamities upon your mind, be ſo immoderately af- 
icted for the lols of a ſingle individual, a poor, little, tender 
woman, who, if ſhe had not died at this time, muſt in a few 
fleeting years more, have inevitably undergone that common 
fate to which ſhe was born? 
** Reaſonable however as theſe reflections are, J would call 
you from them awhile, in order to lead your thoughts to 
others more peculiarly ſuitable to your circumſtances: and 
character. Remember then, that your daughter lived as 
long as life was worth poſſeſſing, that is, till liberty was no 
more: that ſhe lived to fee you in the illuſtrious offices of 
pretor, conſul, and augur; to be. married to one of the 
nobleſt youths in Rome; to be bleſſed with almoſt every va- 
' thable enjoyment ; arid at length to expire with the republic 
itſelf. Tell me now, what is there in this view of her fate, 
that could give either her or yourſelf juſt reaſon to complain? 
In fine, do not forget that you are Cicero; the wiſe the 
philoſophical Cicero, who were wont to give advice to 
others: nor reſemble thoſe unſkilful empirics, who at the 
ſame time that they pretend to be furnithed with remedies 
for other men's diſorders, are altogether incapable of finding 
2 cure for their own. On the contrary apply to your private 
uſe, thoſe judicious precepts you have adminiſtered to the 
public. Time neceſſarily weakens the ſtrongeſt impreſſions 
of ſorrow: but it would be a reproach to your character not 
to anticipate this its certain effect, by the force of your own 
good ſenſe and judgment. If the dead retain any conſciouſ- 
neſs of what is here tranſacted, your daughter's affection, I 


am ſure, was ſuch both to you and to all her relations, 7 8 
(Oe +. +", the 
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ſhe can by no means defire that you ſhould abandon your- 
ſelf to this exceſs of grief. Reſtrain it then, I conjure you, 
for her fake, and for the fake of the reſt of your family and 
friends, who lament to ſee you thus afflicted. Reſtrain it 
too, I beſeech you, for the ſake of your Wy ; that 
whenever the opportunity ſhall ſerve, it may reap the bene- 
fit of your counſels and aſſiſtance. In ſhort, ſince ſuch is 
our fortune that we muſt neceſſarily ſubmit. to the preſent 
ſyſtem of public affairs, ſuffer it not to be ſuſpected, that it 
is not ſo much the death of your daughter as the fate of the 
republic, and the ſucceſs of our victors, that you deplore. 
But it would be ill manners to dwell any longer upon this 
ſubje&, as I ſhould ſeem to queſtion the efficacy of your 
ood fenſe. I will only add therefore, that as we have often 
een you bear proſperity in the nobleſt manner, and with the 
. higheſt applauſe ; ſhew us likewiſe that you are not too ſen- 
ſible of adverſity, but know how to ſupport it with the fame 
advantage to your character. In a word, let it not be ſaid,

that fortitude is the ſingle virtue to which my friend is a 


ſtranger. . 
As for what concerns myſelf; I will ſend you an account 
of the ſtate of this province, and of what is tranſacting in 
this part of the world, as ſoon as I ſhall hear that you are 
ſufficiently compoſed to receive the information.

It is no wonder you ſhould be ſolicitous 
for the welfare of a perſon, whom both intereſt and inclina- 
tion recommend to your good wiſhes: as I have ever been 
deſirous you ſhould partake of all the advantages that attend 
me, But if my conduct has formerly given, you pain; it 


mall henceforward, be'aſſured, afford you reaſon to think of 


me with double fatisfattion. | a 
I live with Cratippus rather as his ſon, than his pupil: and 
not only attend his lectures with pleaſure, but am extremely 
delighted with the peculiar ſweetneſs of his converſation, 
Accordingly I ſpend whole days in his company, and fre- 
- quently lead, the moſt part of the night: as I intreat 
him to ſup with me as often as his engagements will permit. 
Since the introduction of this cuſtom, he every now and 
then unexpectedly ſteals in upon us while we are at table; 
and laying aſide the ſeverity of the philoſopher, enters with 
great good humour into all the mirth and pleaſantry of our 
converſation. Let me requeſt you then to haſten hither as 
foon as poſſible, in order to enjoy with us the ſociety of this 
. moſt agreeable and excellent man. As to Bruttius, I never 
ſuffer him to be abſent from me a ſingle moment. His com- 
pany is as entertaining, as his conduct is exemplary : and 
e perfectly well knows how to reconcile mirth and good 
humour with the ferious diſquiſitions of philoſophy. I have 
taken a houſe for him near mine; and aſſiſt his narrow for- 
tunes as far as my ſlender finances will admit. 
I have begun to declaim in Greek under Caſſius ; as I 
_ chooſe to employ myſelf in Latin exerciſes of that kind 
with Bruttius. I live in great familiarity alſo with thoſe 
learned and approved friends of Cratippus, whom he bronght 
with him from Mitylene : and paſs much of my time like- 
_ wiſe with Epicrates, one of the moſt conſiderable perſons 
in Athens, together with Leonides, and ſeveral others of 
the ſame rank and merit. Thus I have given you a general 
ſketch of my life | 
As to what you mentioned concerning Gorgias ; notwith- 
ſtanding t the was of ſervice to me in my oratorical exer- 


ciſes, yet my father's commands were ſuperior to all other 
| . \ conſiderations : 
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conſiderations: and as he peremptorily wrote to me that I 
ſhould immediately diſmiſs him, I have obeyed his in- 
junctions. I would not ſuffer myſelf indeed to heſitate a 
moment; leſt my reluctance ſhould raiſe any ſuſpicions in 
my father to my diſadvantage. Beſides, I thought it would 
ill become me, to take upon myſelf to be a judge of the 
opriety of his orders. I am extremely obliged to you, 
owever, for the friendly advice you give me in this affair. 


I very readily admit the excuſe you make on account of 


your want of leiſure: perfectly well knowing how much 
our time is generally engaged. I am extremely glad to 
ear that you have bought a farm: and wiſh you much joy 
of the purchaſe, But you myſt not wonder that I deferred 
my congratulations to this part of my letter: for you will 
remember 'it was about the fame place in yours that you 
communicated to me the accafion of them. You have now 
a retreat from all fatiguing ceremonies of the city, and are 
become a Roman of the true old rural kind. I take pleaſure 
in figuring you to myſelf in the midſt of your country 
_ employments, buying your tools of huſbandry, dealing out 
your orders to your bailiff, and carefully treaſuring up the 
fruit-ſeeds from your deſert. To be ſerious ; I fincetely 
join with you in regretting, that I could not be of ſervice 
to you upon this occaſion. But be aſſured, my dear Tiro, 
I ſhall not fail to affiſt you, if ever fortune ſhould put it 
in my power: eſpecially as I am ſenſible you made this pur- 
chaſe with a view to my ule as well as your own, 
Jam obliged to your care in executing my commiſſion, 
I defire you would ſee that I have a writer tent me who 
underſtands Greek : as I loſe much time in tranſcribing my 
f lectures. | b 
But above all, I intreat you to take care of your health, 
that we may have the pleaſure of enjoying together many 
philoſophical converſations. I recommend — to your 
good offices, and bid you farewel. a 
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g Notwithſtanding theſe promiſing beginnings, this young 
man turned out extremely looſe an an Buedd, as the 
following letter from his father will fully make appear. 
CAN I- think, O Marcus, thy vicious courſe of life 
could offer to ecliple my glory ? I would queſtion even the 
oracles of truth in this caſe, for nothing is more difficult 


than to make a man believe what he does not like. Yet am 
f | I obliged 
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I obliged to give credit to my ſenſes. I ſee thee dail 
_ involved in all kinds of luxury, and hear thee as often ail. 
courſing on nothing but vanity. 11] fortune bad no other 
way to attack me. My country owes its ſafety to me, and 
both the ſenate and people have ſtiled me their Preſerver. I 
have ſurmounted the meanneſs of my birth, and baffled all 
the attempts of envy, malice; pride, and calumny againſt me. 
Nothing but the vagaries of Marcus could render me un- 
happy. Poor unfortunate Cicero! reduced to that ſtate by 
the diſobedience of a child, which thy enemies could not 
bring thee to. Thou, Marcus, thou alone robbeſt me of 
my honour, obſcureſt my virtue, and cloggeſt the wings of 
my fame. Upon what a weak foundation have I founded 
my hopes? Upon one, who, inſtead of ſtriking in with me 
towards the acquiring of glory, will, if he does not reform, 
leave to poſterity the character of a libertine ; and whereas 
he might inherit the renown due to my labours, will de- 
prive his father of all content, and himſelf of all eſteem. 
But it is yet time, O my fon, both to recant thy errors, 
and return to thy ſtudies. By one, thou wilt reſtore my 
quiet; and by the other, enrich thyſelf. It is never too 
late to learn. I have known a man of an hundred years 
old thirſt after inſtruction ; nay, all wiſe men will hearken 
to their friends, even when they are dying. Caſt off then 
that yoke which vice has put on thee, and whereby thy 
mind is depraved, thy ſenſes ſtupified, thy reputation loſt, 
and mine obſcured. Conſider thele worldly pleaſures as 
Syrens that decoy thee to thy ruin, and which are really 
nothing but vain, vile, frail, ſhort-lived things, ſubject to 
a thouſand accidents, and whoſe end is only torment and 
repentance. Yet all this while I do not ſpeak againſt thoſe 
diverſions that unbend the mind. A bow always bent is 
ſoon broken, and the imbecility of our nature requires 
ſome recreation. I blame only incontinence, luxury, and 
ſuperfluous uſe of meat and drink.“ No vice is more abo- + 
minable than intemperance, from whence all other vices 
flow: yet to thole thou haſt Taiſed altars; to theſe thou 
payeſt = vows. I wonder thou doſt not fly the common 
ſociety of mankind, to get rid of their continual reproaches. 
Thou art either not a man, or not my ſon. Drunkenneſs 
- has transformed thee, and like that of Alexander the Great, 
has tarniſhed all thy glory. The delights of Capua ener-

OF ® It was common for this young man to drink two gallons at a time, 
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vated the proweſs of Hannibal. Whilſt thou art drunk, O 
Marcus, thy head turns round, thy tongue falters, os 

eyes deceive thee, thy feet fail thee, and thy ſtomach offen 
thee. Wherefore if thou art not altogether become ſtupid, 
thou muſt needs be ſenſible thyſelf of the inconveniences of . 
this vice. My cheeks burn with ſhame, while I reprove 
thee for theſe enormities, and my mind is under apprehen- 
fions of contaminating itſelf by the bare naming. them. 

| Believe me, Marcus, vice has got the aſcendant over t 
reaſon, and will not ſuffer thee to be ſenſible of thy folly. 
It will not permit thee to look through the thick fogs that 
envelope thy brain, and conceal its own deformity from 
thee, It bs thee from diſcerning the ſplendour of 
virtue and the brightneſs of thy race. If thou couldſt but 
view the beauties of virtue I am confident thou wouldſt ſoon 
be in love with her. No heart can be ſo hardened but muſt 
be affected by her charms. The wide world cannot ſhew 
any thing more amiable. She is praiſe to herſelf ; and 
without her, perfection would be nothing. She gains us 
by her authority, even the love of our enemies. The ſun 
once ſtopped his courſe to admire her. Alſo death itſelf, 

which nothing elſe can conquer, and which buries eve 
thing in oblivion, yet yields to her, and ſubmits to that im- 
mortality which is only acquired by her. Tell me, I beſeech 
thee, my ſon, what is become of all the ancient Greek mag- 
nificence in building? Is it not devoured by time? Yet the 
works of virtue live, and will do ſo to all eternity. Both the 
names and actions of virtuous perſons will endure the utmoſt 
teſt of time, and through all the endleſs revolutions of ages 
flouriſh. He need not to fear the horrors of death, O Mar- 
cus, who can be ſure to out- live the bounds of life by his 
virtue. Whilſt thou, if thou continueſt in this ſenſuality 
of thine, as thou haſt lived unregarded, will die unlamented, 
and rot in the grave a: or if thou ſhouldſt 
leave any name behind thee, it will be devoted to infamy ; 
than which it were far better to have been condemned to 
oblivion. That is but a fooliſh opinion which ſome enter- 
tain, and which I daily reflect upon with contempt and 
diſdain, that our happineſs ends with our lives and our 
glory ceaſes with our deaths. Thoſe men know not that 
true life begins at the grave, and ſprings from the very 
boſom of death. Our ſouls are Phœnixes, which revive from 
our own aſhes. Then are our names eternized ; then have. 
envy and malice no more power to obſcure our merits, or to 
diſpute our title with us to fame. The privileges of - 
ouls 
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ſouls would be nothin if they were ſubje& to the cor- 
ruption of the body. Now, ſon Marcus, if this obſtinacy 
will not give thee leave to lay hold on theſe inſtructions; 
if thou wilt ſtill continue thy converſe with brutes, who 


have no other ſenſe than their luſts: if, in a word, 4 


wilt perſiſt to forfeit. both mine and thy own reputation 4
